The “Collectors and Collecting” sec- 
tions of periodical indexes over the 
past few decades disclose activity in 
stamp, cover, post card, autograph, 
lithograph, and advertising and polit- 
ical ephemera collecting; but nearly 
complete apathy in a germane field— 
letterhead collection. From the view- 
point of absorbing interest, letterhead 
collecting should be as rewarding as 
acquiring and classifying stamps, post 
cards, autographs and the other items 
of this type. Elements of history, pol- 
itics, business development, advertis- 
ing, art, and many other arresting 
phenomena are reflected in letter- 
heads. Collectors cannot afford to ig- 
nore them as objects for their special 
attention. 


The State Historical Society of Wis- 
consin recently started a letterhead 
collection by accident. Now that the 
results are becoming visible, members 
of the staff regret the accident did 
not occur sooner. Efforts to locate 
and interexchange information with 
others bitten by the same bug proved 
of little avail. It seems now that the 
Society and a very few others are 
breaking ground on a new collection 
frontier. 


It all began with the accessioning 
by the Archives Division of the So- 
ciety of about a ton of State Treasury 
Department correspondence, dating 
from 1836 to 1930. Cursory examina- 
tion of the dusty and disintegrating 
bundles revealed that the expected 
historically important letters would be 
few and far between, and that, with 
the possible exception of several hun- 
dred bits of correspondence dealing 
with other than routine transactions, 
the entire accession should be sold as 
waste paper. However, each letter had 
to be at least glanced at in order to 
find the rare items of historical value 
ingeniously hidden in stacks of land 
sale inquiries and tax and fee remit- 
tance advice. 


Before the first hour of the tedious 
sorting job had elapsed, it was dis- 
covered that the stack set aside for 
disposal drew more interest than the 
historical letters originally sought. 
For about a third of the discards con- 
sisted of a profuse variety of letter- 
heads of Wisconsin governmental and 
business agencies dating from the 
1850’s to recent times. Realization 
grew that a well-organized letterhead 
collection could be used by the Museum 
of the Society for display and possible 
research purposes. So it was decided 
to save at least one copy of every type 
and variation of letterhead in’ the 
Treasury Department correspondence. 
Thus the State Historical Society of 
Wisconsin became a collector of let- 
terheads. 


As collectors will, the Society began 
looking for other letterhead fanatics. 
Another state archival agency was in- 
terested and had a collection, a travel- 
ing salesman collected hotel letter- 
heads, and a railroad dispatcher in- 
terested himself in railroad letter- 
heads. Others responded to the So- 
ciety’s notice in February HOBBIES 
but most were not actual collectors of 
letterheads. They merely wished to 
extend good wishes and advice (for 
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which good wishes and advice, by the 
way, the Society is grateful). 

Only one article directly bearing on 
letterhead history and collection was 
uncovered, “Letters 1854-1900,” by 
Emma M. Scheffler, published in the 
February, 1947, issue of Illinois Li- 
braries (a monthly bulletin of the IIli- 
nois State Library at Springfield). 
Miss Scheffler, cataloger for the IIli- 
nois State Library Archives, describes 
an exhibit of letterheads selected from 
the Illinois Governors’ correspondence 
displayed at the State Archives Build- 
ing in 1947, and presents some his- 
torical background. 


The principal source for Miss Schef- 
fler’s historical material is Letterhead 
Design and Manufacture by Frederick 
Scheff (Fredericks Company, New 
York, 1938). Mr. Scheff sees a slight 
resemblance between the modern let- 
terhead and the seals “of a world 
gone by” since both have an identifi- 
cation function. But here the resem- 
blance fades—since the letterhead 
does not bear the protective function 
of the ancient seal. He feels that the 
modern letterhead developed naturally 
with the growth of commerce and in- 
dustry. For a lack of precise verifi- 
cation, he submits 1838 as the prob- 
able letterhead birth date. He does 
not, however, find the specific term 
used until 1869 when a character in 
Harper’s Magazine (Vol. 76, p. 649) 
“drew up a note upon the ‘tavern’ let- 
terhead.” 

Much more than _ identification, 
Miss Scheffler notes—and so do we— 
that letterheads serve as a principal 
advertising medium. This goes for 
governmental agencies as well as busi- 
ness organizations, for we “bureau- 
crats’” also have our functions and es- 
pecially ourselves to sell to an ever 
skeptical and fickle public. The cur- 
rent tendency is toward modesty in 
letterhead advertising—with no holds 
barred elsewhere. But we still see let- 
terheads so covered with designs, il- 
lustrations, seals, photographs, maps, 
lists of names, statements of policy, 
thumb nail sketches, aphorisms, rid- 
dles, and just plain nonsense that 
space for a message is practically 
overlooked. “Everybody wants to get 
into the Act,” as that great American 
philosopher James Durante so often 
observes. 


The importance of the collection to 
the State Historical Society of Wis- 
consin and the general public cannot 
be estimated for some time. The prag- 
matic test, practically the only one for 
the situation, will require years to ap- 
ply. However, we have a few, perhaps 
premature, ideas of its value. What 
seems most important —a_ veritable 
historical and business director cover- 
ing nearly a century of Wisconsin’s 
existence as a state is emerging as the 
letterhead collection takes shape. 
Scholars in local or business history 
(and many of them use the Society’s 
research material) may be able to re- 
construct a general outline of the 
daily activities of a Wisconsin com- 
munity as far back as the middle of 
the last century by studying the let- 
terheads of its business, professional,

GALLI-CURCI’S LIFE OF SONG, 
by C. E. Le Massena. Published by 
the Paebar Company, New York. 
336 pages; Price $3.75. 


Five years after its publiaction, a 
copy of this book has finally reached 
this department. Written with the 
authorization and approval of Galli- 
Curci herself and with the assistance 
of her husband and managers, it has 
many of the virtues and some of the 
faults customarily found in official 
biographies of living persons. The au- 
thor, who writes in a rather old-fash- 
ioned style which is too florid for my 
taste, begins his story at the begin- 
ning, sketching in Galli-Curci’s fam- 
ily background, and describing in 
proper order her childhood, her early 
study of the piano (she remained an 
expert pianist), the discovery of her 
voice and its training, her debut as 
Gilda in December, 1906, her gradual 
ascent to stardom (a period of much 
travel), and the sudden and world- 
wide fame which came to her as a re- 
sult of her sensational Chicago Opera 
debut in 1916. The early part of this 
singer’s career is the least known; 
hence the first half of the book is 
likely td prove especially interesting 
to most of her admirers. All of it, 
however, proved absorbing to this 
reader. The story of the infamous 
goiter is told, which is as it should be; 
and one may read the details of the 
operation which finally removed the 
accursed thing. After the operation 
Galli-Curci thought she could continue 
her career, but unfortunately she was 
unable to carry off her come-back suc- 
cessfully. A woman of intelligence and 
perception, she knew when she was 
beaten, and retired from public life 
almost fifteen years ago. 


Galli-Curci was unquestionably one 
of the greatest and most popular sing- 
ers of our century. As record collec- 
tors know so well, she was also one of 
the most successful recording artists 
of all time. Her discs, which were al- 
most all excellent, sold by the million 
and are still easy to obtain at low 
prices, affording everyone an oppor- 
tunity to hear her exquisite singing 
as it was in her heyday. The book is 
illustrated with no less than forty-six 
photographs of Galli-Curci taken at 
various stages of her career, and it is 
furnished with a list of her roles and 
a discography which is helpful though 
not complete. Despite its limitations, 
this is a book which should strongly 
appeal to all who have fallen under 
the spell of Galli-Curci’s lovely voice.

Judging by the combined evidence 
of eye, ear and ruler (mine and those 
of two collector friends), these new 
editions have been pressed not from 
the original master-stampers but from 
new’ masters which are probably re- 
recordings of special pressings from 
the original master stampers. The 
reason for going to all this trouble is 
to obtain a record whose grooves are 
cut by a modern recording stylus and 
which are therefore better suited to 
reproduction with modern pickups 
with their jewel points. The measure- 
ments of these new pressings are not 
the same, in most cases, as those of 
the originals. The performances, how- 
ever, are the same. My comparisons 
between old and new pressings were 
made with volume and tone controls

pressings gave a lower ratio of sur- 
face noise to music than did the orig- 
inals without, please note, any loss of 
brilliance, volume or purity of tone. 
In other words, well-nigh perfect re- 
recording. Praise be, there has been 
no attempt to dub in a modern orches- 
tral accompaniment or to achieve any 
other so-called improvements which 
have caused so much harm in the past. 
If surface noise be your pet bugaboo, 
then buy this album whether or not 
you already own the originals, for it 
contains the finest pressings of acous- 
tic recordings ever heard by this 
writer. Would that the late lamented 
Heritage Series reissues had sounded 
so well!

The publication of this little collec- 
tion of Irish Songs sung by John Mc- 
Cormack was timed to follow close on 
the heels of J Hear You Calling Me, 
Lily McCormack’s appealing biogra- 
phy of her famous husband (reviewed 
in the February, 1950, HOBBIES). 
These are all electrical recordings 
made during the latter part of the 
tenor’s career when his interpretive 
powers were at their height and his 
voice still in good condition. Two of 
the songs, Meeting of the Waters and 
O Mary Dear, are American first edi- 
tions, formerly having been pressed 
only by the Gramophone Company, 
RCA-Victor’s elderly British cousin. 
We McCormack fans are passionate 
folk. All of us will be disappointed 
that this new album contains only six 
selections instead of .. . well, why not 
twenty-six? Too, many of us will 
grumble that out of six sides perhaps 
only two—Meeting of the Waters and 
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By the Short Cut to the Rosses—can 
be ranked among the most worthy ex- 
amples of McCormack’s artistry. Still, 
we must welcome O Mary Dear, not 
only as a domestic edition of a record 
previously available only as an import 
but also as a moving performance of 
a familiar and beloved melody (Lon- 
donderry Air). Surely, however, all 
of us will agree that all six songs are 
sung as only our John could sing 
them, with the perfect clarity of dic- 
tion, the depth of emotion, and the 
disarming simplicity of style that were 
his alone. RCA-Victor is to be con- 
gratulated on the quality of the press- 
ings which have surfaces as quiet as 
any of European origin.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
FRED DUPREZ IIT 


By JIM WALSH 


Fred Duprez’s first dise record, 
made for Columbia in 1909, was A633, 
“A Vaudeville Rehearsal” (coupled 
with “The Sweetest Gal in Town,” by 
Collins and Harlan), and in it he sang 
the “burglar parody” which several 
newspaper writers had considered 
funny. This “Vaudeville Rehearsal” 
was one of Fred’s favorite stunts, 
which he frequently revised. He would 
pretend that he was running through 
the music for a “new drama,” but 
would have all sorts of trouble with 
the orchestra, which would either play 
the wrong tune or sound off in a lu- 
dicrously inappropriate way. In an 
improved form, “A Vaudeville Re- 
hearsal” became one of his best spec- 
ialties, “Desperate Desmond” (the ti- 
tle was taken from a comic strip by 
Harry Hershfield), which he did for 
both Columbia and Edison. The Edi- 
son record, because of its greater 
length and superior recording, is much 
the better. 


The parody on “You’re As Welcome 
as the Flowers in May” used the old 
theme of the maiden ladies who sus- 
pected there was a burglar in the 
room, but were charmed rather than 
frightened by the prospect. The cho- 
rus quotes one spinster as saying to 
the other: 


“He’s as welcome as the flowers in 
May! 


Lock the door so he can’t get away! 
We've been waiting for him day by 


day — 
He’s as welcome as the flowers in 
May!” 


Duprez’s next Columbia, No. A643, 
“Make a Noise Like a Hoop and Roll 
Away,” was doubled with Billy Mur- 
ray’s ‘“Yankiana Rag,” and has been 
one of my favorite records since my 
earliest recollection. The music of the 
Murray side was written by an Amer- 
ican entertainer, the late Melville C. 
Gideon, who, like Duprez himself, 
later went to England to live and be- 
came a theatrical favorite in his 
adopted country. “Make a Noise” 
gave the comedian his first rea] in- 
troduction to Columbia audiences as a 
singer with a pleasant baritone voice. 
He does no talking in this record, but 
the song, by J. Fred Helf, is almost a 


glossary of the American slang of the 
early 1900’s. 

The next three Columbia solo rec- 
ords by Duprez also were singing 
numbers. They were A726, “How Did 
the Bird Know That?” (coupled with 
“T’ll Be There With Bells On,” by Ada 
Jones); A844, “When You Marry a 
Girl for Looks” (with “The Grizzly 
Bear,” by Arthur Collins) ; and A824, 
“I’m On My Way to Reno” (with “Oh, 
You Blondy,” by Ada Jones). 

Meanwhile, Duprez had teamed up 
with “Ragtime Bob” Roberts to make 
A758, “Blitz and Blatz in an Aero- 
plane,” which had “Then We’ll All Go 
Home,” by one of the most talented 
but generally overlooked phonograph 
comedians, Eddie Morton, on the other 
side. The “Blitz and Blatz” record 
was a comedy number in German di- 
alect, somewhat on the order of Weber 
and Fields’ once highly popular 
sketches. Several months later the 
comedian did another monolog on Co- 
lumbia record No. A1085, “The 11:69 
Express” — doubled with “Darktown 
Poets,” by Golden and Hughes. “The 
11:69 Express” is a rather far-fetched 
recitation about a train wreck, done 
in farcical style with burlesque sound 
effects by the orchestra. To me it 
isn’t so amusing as most other Duprez 
records. The name of the author is 
given as William S. Robinson. 

Somewhere about this time Duprez 
began making records for the Inde- 
structible Company, whose unbreak- 
able cylinders were brought out five 
years before Edison introduced his 
Blue Amberols. The Indestructible 
firm, which later changed its name to 
Federal, had an agreement, after Co- 
lumbia stopped making wax cylinders 
in October, 1909, by which Indestruc- 
tibles were sold for a couple of years 
under the Columbia name. Charlie 
Duprez says that the Indestructible 
company at that time was in business 
on Livingston street in Brooklyn. 
Later its headquarters was in Albany. 
He also says that Fred’s greatest pal 
was the concern’s recording manager, 
Con Schoenefeld, who is still living, 
but has been a cripple, unable to walk, 
for more than a decade. :

We do complete restoring of all types of music boxes, entirely re-pin the 
cylinders, repiace broken teeth and points, re-tune the combs, etc. All work 
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alog for the period during which Du- 
prez was making cylinders, but he ap- 
pears to have turned out many more 
records for that company than he did 
for Columbia. There were several of 
the “Blitz and Blatz” series, of which 
I have two—1160, “Blitz and Blatz at 
the Seashore” and 1183, “Blitz and 
Blatz’s Discussion.” In both, Fred is 
assisted by Bob Roberts. There were 
others in which Steve Porter was 
Blatz. Byron G. Harlan helped him 
in “The Actor and the Rube.” Du- 
prez’s solos for Indestructible, or Fed- 
eral, included “What’s the Matter 
With Father?” “A Little Bit Is a 
Whole Lot Better Than Nothing at 
All,” “Keep Your Foot on the Soft 
Pedal” (this appears to have been his 
theme song in vaudeville at one time), 
“My Girl,” and “Father Is a Judge.” 
He also made a few U. S. Everlasting 
cylinders, including ‘You’ll Do the 
Same Thing Over Again.” 


One of Duprez’s most amusing rec- 
ords was the Indestructible of a com- 
position with the unpromising title of 
“Thomaschefsky.” It set forth the joy 
of a Yiddish gentleman whose sister 
had done something even more breath- 
taking than if she had married Ca- 
ruso. She had become the wife of 
Thomaschefsky! A year or so ago I 
learned from an article by George Jes- 
sel in Variety that Mr. Thomaschef- 
sky was noted a generation since as 
the owner of a famous theater of New 
York’s East side. Up to then I hadn’t 
understood that the song was written 
about a living personage. 


Charlie Duprez also recalls that his 
brother, Fred, made a German record

Now we'll go back to Duprez’s green 
press book and examine two or three 
items bearing on the trip that he made 
to Europe in 1911. Under the heading 
of ‘Vaudeville Notes,’’ Ben Barnett 
wrote, in an _ unidentified publication: 
“There is one vaudeville artist who is 
going to Europe this season simply for 
the pleasure of the trip. He is Ilred 
the monologist, and he sails 
on May 28. Duprez is an example of the 
thrifty and enterprising artist. He has 
been working steadily since last sum- 
mer and has saved enough.money to 
pay his way abroad and enjoy all the 
comforts of a millionaire’s traveling for 
his health. “Il do this every year,’ Du- 
prez told me the other day. ‘You see i 
need a rest after a hard and stren- 
uous season, and I might as well blow 
in my money in this manner as to put 
it over the bar, making us reputation as 
a good fellow.’ ”’ 

Another news item said: “Fred Du- 
prez, who is up at the Bronx Theatre 
this week, has designs on Europe. He 
will sail for foreign lands on the Cam- 
pania May 17, and will go to London 
for two days. He will then go direct 
to Berlin, spending the balance of May 
and June in that city. He opens July 
3 at the Tivoli, Strand, London. Mr. 
Duprez is no stranger to London. He 
appeared there a couple of years ago, 
and London liked him so well that his 
present bookings at the Tivoli are the 
result.” 

Fred did go abroad and appear at 
the Tivoli for the week beginning July 
3. He returned to New York on July 
18, aboard the Kronprinzessin Cecilie. 
One of his clippings said that he 
would begin a 36 weeks vaudeville 
tour, “on United time,” on August 21, 
and would then go to Australia. It 
added: “The Australian engagement 
followed Mr. Duprez’s showing in 
London a few weeks ago, where he 
scored an unmistakable hit.” 

And here’s an intriguing paragraph, 
which should have been quoted a bit 
earlier: “VAUDEVILLE NOTES. 
When Fred Duprez sailed for Europe 
last week he was almost the last one

aboard, he was so busy talking to’ 


friends; then, just as he was about to 
board the steamer, a young lady 
rushed frantically up the pier and 
kissed Fred on the gangplank.” This 
note doesn’t clear just what part of a 
comedian’s person a gangplank may 
be—but I can’t keep from wondering 
who the young lady was! 

Unfortunately, I haven’t seen any 
of Duprez’s press books, covering his 
travels in Australia and other remote 
lands. However, in reply to one of my 
questions, Charlie Duprez wrote: “Yes, 
Fred went to Australia, and spent 
about six months playing many houses 
in South Africa. There he was a big 
favorite. In fact, in one house he re- 
mained on the stage all alone for a 
full hour. He told me he gave them 
— every gag he could ever remem- 
er 


The comedian also visited these 
countries in later years. His brother 
has sent me a letter which Fred wrote 
to him from Benoni, South Africa, on 
November 2, 1927. He described Be- 
noni as being “something like an old- 
time Western mining town—one main 
street and, standing on any corner of 
aforesaid main street, you can look on 
to green fields on either side. The 
richest gold mines in the world, how- 
ever, are here. Hence the town.” 

The letter continues: “The theater 


here is a pip; reminds me of some of 
the old-time nickelodeons. But they 
pay fancy prices to come in and, with 
me here, the prices have gone up 50 
per cent. A coupla one reelers, one 
feature film, vintage 1923, myself and 
one other act. SOME show. I have to 
do about forty minutes. Boy, I relate 
everything I ever heard. All the 
white people from the reef come in 
and for miles around. As they change 
the picture three times a week, I also 
change my stuff as many times as the 
same gang comes in. Cleaned up here 
but can’t send you a notice as this 
burg doesn’t boast a paper. They get 
all the news from the Johannesburg 
paper. Well, I got an offer to go to 
Australia from here for ten weeks. 
Am now fighting about the money. It 
takes four weeks to get from here to 
Melbourne, my opening point, and 
then six weeks to get back to England 
unless I come back by way of the Pa- 
cific to Frisco. This would mean a 
trip clean around the world... I am 
not crazy to go as | wanna go home 
but if 1 do go, I sail Dec. 17 from 
Cape Town on the ‘Runic.’” 

Going back now to Duprez’s earlier 
career, his travels seem to have kept 
him from making many records for 
American companies from 1911 to 
1914. But in June of the latter year,

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FIRSTS IN LITHOGRAPHY 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


One small corner of a large group 
of American prints, mainly histor- 
ical, shows how a special subject. 
thoroughly covered, can become not 
only interesting, but fairly important. 
Those titles selected were “Firsts” 
of one type or another, and, while 
only fifteen or so can be classed as 
collectors’ prints, all are worth not- 
ing. 

Actually, the catalogue of “Firsts” 
is heavily loaded with views of “First 
Churches” and the like, of rather lo- 
calized interest., and with sentimental 
pictures, neither of which belong 
among historical prints. However,

vous,” showing a lady of 1850. on

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horseback, waiting for her “date,” 
and being quite calm about it, is 
attractive, and there are others from 
the Currier presses, “The First 
Pants” also worth notice, “The First 
Ride” and more. The Kelloggs of 
Hartford, competitors and contem- 
poraries of Currier & Ives, also is- 
sued a “First at the Rendezvous,” and 
an irresistible and certainly historic 
lady wearing the bloomer dress of 
1850, and titled “First Appearance.” 
Even the religious subjects include 
the Currier & Ives “First Christmas 
Morn” and “First Easter Dawn.” 


The American historical prints 
start, naturally, with a late large 
folio “First Landing of Columbus” by 
Currier & Ives dated 1892. They also 
issued a small folio “First Meeting 
of Washington and LaFayette” in 
1876, and a “First Fight Between the 
Ironclad Ships of War, Monitor and 
Merrimac” in 1862. This is paralled 
by a fine medium folio “First Naval 
Conflict Between Ironclad Vessels in 
Hampton Roads” by Endicott & Co. 
Another Civil War print is Ensign, 
Bridgeman & Fanning’s “First Blood, 
the Sixth~Massachusetts Regiment 
Fighting Their Way Through Balti- 
more,” and the battle scenes end with 
“First Hoisting of the Stars and 
Stripes on Cuban Soil, June 10th, 
1898,” a chromo by the Werner Co., 
of Akron, Ohio. 

Other important initial events in 
our history are shown by the “irst 
Run of the Mohawk & Hudson, Au- 
gust 9th, 1831,” a lithograph dated 
1865 by J. Sage & Co. of Buffalo, 
from the W. H. Brown silhouette cut 
at the time, which also appears in a 
“View of the First American Rail- 
road Train” by Legott & Co. of the 
same date. There is a “Steamship 
Savannah, Capt. Moses Rogers, The 
First Steamship that Crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean,” by G. Hayward 
of New York. Lesser-known mile- 
stones are “First Landing of the 
Americans in Japan Under Commo- 
dore Perry,” one of Sarony’s very 
fine series of views of the Perry Ex- 
pedition, Currier’s “First Appear- 


ance of Jenny Lind in America” of 
1850, and even a “First Trial and 
Execution in San Francisco,” by the 
local lithographers, Justh, Quirot & 
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Co. Currier & Ives pictured Joseph 
Smith as “First President of the 


Mormons” in 1879, but titled him and- 


his successors as “First Presidents 
of the Latter-Day Saints” a year or 
so later, and another incident from 
the Middle West appears in the 
“First Free State Legislature As- 
sembly of the State of Kanses,” a 
large folio by Middleton & Co. of 
Cincinnati. 


Of particular interest to print col- 
lectors are two early sketches “The 
First Attempt on Stone by Mr. 
Moses Swett, January, 1826. Pendle- 
ton’s Lithography” and “The First 
Original Drawing on Stone in the 
United States by J. Peniman at 
Pendleton’s Lithography, Boston, 
1826,” both scarce small folios. Peni- 
man’s claim is absolutely unfounded, 
since Bass Otis published his first 
lithograph in 1818, but the print is 
a memorial to a strange and little- 
known inventor and character, while 
the more modest Swett also deserves 
more attention as a pioneer of Amer- 
ican lithography. 


Outside the current of formal his- 
tory, there are still some important 
“firsts.” One of the earliest and rar- 
est baseball prints is the “First Nine 
of the Cincinnati, (Red Stockings) 
Baseball Club,” a medium folio is- 
sued by Tuchfarber, Walkley & 
Moelmann of Cincinnati in 1869. 
“First Meeting, Jerome Park, New 
York, Coming In,” drawn by George 
Schlegel and published by H. Schille 
of New York as a large folio in 1873 
is good, if not exceptional. Then 
there is ‘Currier & Ives scarce and 
good medium folio Winter scene, 
“The First Snow,” and a good medi- 
um folio fruit print “First Premium, 
Muscat Grapes” of 1861. And a num- 
ber of the Currier comics belong in 
this classification, the sporting “The 
First Bird of the Season” and “De 
Fust Knock-Down,” and that old, old 
joke “The First Smoke.” 

As correlaries to these titles, a 
few “Lasts” might be added. The 
most important, of course, are the 
Currier & Ives large folio Westerns, 
“The Last Shot” by Maurer, and 
“The Last War-Whoop” by Tait, of 
1858. But there is also an unusual 
“The Last Bet,” an election scene 
copyrighted by Jules Kessler in 1894, 
and a cartoon, issued in San Fran- 
cisco without imprint or date, “The 
last Jump,” a graphic pun signed by 
the artist, Edward Jump, ‘who didn’t 
jump, but lived and worked for 
years thereafter. ;

FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS

shortly before the beginning of the 
First World War, he was back in this 
country and appeared for the first 
time in several years in a Columbia 
monthly supplement. His record was 
A1516, “Happy Tho’ Married,” cou- 
pled with Joe Hayman’s historic ver- 
sion of “Cohen on the Telephone”’— 
apparently the first of the “Cohen” 
records to be issued in this country. 
Hayman was an America, but his rec- 
ord was made in London. The supple- 
ment said: 

“AN AMUSING PAIR OF MONOLOGS. 
Undoubtedly two of the funniest re- 
cordings ever issued — a laugh every 
moment, The first presents the troubles 
of a Mr. Cohen when, in using the tele- 
phone for the first time, he tries to in- 
form his landlord of certain damage 
done to his property by a storm. His 
efforts to make himself intelligible re- 
sult in a record that is irresistibly droll. 
Mr. Duprez on the other side of the disc 
gives us another of his famous disserta- 
tions upon the felicities of married life, 
the good natured pessimism of which is 
not likely on the whole to have any 
markedly deleterious effect upon mar- 
riage statistics,’’ 

George Clarence Jell has told me 
that this record, which sold more than 
two million copies, was issued almost 
by accident. Mr. Jell, who was man- 
ager of the Columbia artist and rep- 
ertoire department for many years, 
recalled that he thought he had com- 
pleted his list of records to be issued 
in June, 1914, when he discovered that 
he was still one short. Almost in des- 
peration, he decided to take a chance 
on the Cohen skit, the matrices of 
which had been imported from Eng- 
land, and to combine it with Duprez’s 
monolog. To his surprise, it became 
one of the biggest sellers Columbia 
ever had and resulted in a long series 
of Cohen monologs by Hayman and 
other comedians. 

Two months later, in August, the 
Edison company listed its first Blue 
Amberol cylinder by Duprez. It was 
No. 2373—and again it was “Happy 
Tho’ Married.” The Edison Phono- 
graph Monthly remarked: 

“Mr. Duprez started in the theatrical 
world when only five years of age. 
Since then he has had a varied exper- 
ience in Stock Companies, musical com- 
edies and as a headliner in vaudeville. 
His specialty is monologs of course. The 
one he gives on this record is original 
with him — an old theme, but suffici- 
ently new to be amusing by the twist 
he gives it. This same monolog has 
been given by him in theaters all over 
the world, and has been heard and 
laughed at by millions. One of the

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reasons for Mr. Duprez’s. success is 
his perfectly serious manner of speak- 
ing; even while he is saying the most 
ridiculous things, by his intonation you 
would think it the wisdom of Solomon.” 


Nearly a year passed before Edison 
issued a second Blue Amberol by Du- 
prez — No. 2636, ‘Desperate Des- 
mond,” in July, 1915. About the same 
time Diamond Disc No. 50254 was 
marketed, combining these two mono- 
logs. It at once became widely popu- 
lar and was listed in a 1925 booklet, 
“Edison Records of Music That 
Lives,” as one of the three hundred 
most popular Edison discs. The write- 
up of the record contained this bio- 
graphical information: 

“Fred Duprez was born in Detroit, 
Mich. , . At the age of fifteen he went 
on the stage as a ‘supe’ with Kyrle 
Bellew, in ‘A Gentleman of France.’ 
Then he secured an understudy part to 
George Morton, eventually taking the 
latter’s place. After over five years of 
dramatic work he entered vaudeville, 
and toured nearly every English speak- 
ing country in the world, including 
America, England, Ireland, Scotland, 
South Africa and Australia. Duprez is 
well-known on the vaudeville stage 
the United States, and his droll mon- 
ologs have really ‘caught on.’ These 
monologs he originates himself; in ad- 
dition he has written several successful 
vaudeville sketches.”’ 


From this point my information 
concerning Fred Duprez’s career is 
less detailed. I don’t know just when 
he decided to settle in England, but 
his brother says: 


“Pierce and Roslyn, or some otner 
well known vaudeville team, induced 
him to try England. He went over and 
was an instant hit. He liked it over 
there so well and was such a favorite 
he became known as ‘Mr. Manhattan.’ 
Incidentally, he toured many seasons in 
a musical comedy called ‘Manhattan 
Follies,’ in which he was the star. In 
England, the jumps around the provinces 
are so situated that Fred could always 
be at home on Sunday — not as in the 
States, where his jumps_ sometimes 
were a thousand miles apart. When he 
left New York he wouldn’t get home 
until the end of the season. Tacking 
onto that, he made bigger money over 
there — so there you are. But Fred 
always kept his American citizenship. 

“He married an _ Australian actress 
named Florence Mathews, and_ sne 
played with him in the various musical 
comedies he was in. ‘Love and 
Baby’ was another he toured in. Flor- 
ence was Fred’s second wife. He first 
married Graze Hazard, a top-liner in 
vaudeville, known as ‘Five Feet of 
Comic Opera.’’’ (The second Mrs. Du- 
prez returned to Australia after her 
husband’s death and fell dead from a 
heart attack while walking down a 
street). 


Mr. and Mrs. Duprez had two chil- 
dren—a son, Charles Manhattan Du- 
prez, and a daughter, June. The son’s 
first name was in honor of Fred’s 
brother, Charlie, who has given me so 
much help with this series, and his 
middle name came from the part of 
“Mr. Manhattan,” which his father 
played in “The Manhattan Follies.” 
He also is an actor, living in England 
and occupying a home which his fa- 
ther bought years ago. The daughter, 
June, now in this country, became an 
actress over her parents’ opposition 
(just as Fred had gone on the stage 
against the wishes of his father and 
mother) and has had considerable suc- 
cess in films and legitimate drama. 
She was a star in British pictures be- 
fore coming to this country in 1940. 
And that reminds me that her father

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Circus Stars of Yesteryears 
EUGENIE SILBON 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


(Eprtor’s Note—Ths is the first of a series of arti- 
cles about scintillating stars of the big tops of another 
generation, retired but still given to zestful living.) 


In suburban Albany, California, overlooking San 
Francisco bay, there lives quietly and unpretentiously, a 
lovely lady who spent 37 years as a member of one of the 
most famous aerial acts of circusdom, acclaimed through- 
out Europe and starred in the arenas of America’s largest 
big top aggregations. 

Neighbors who chat with her in the corner grocery or 
exchange pleasantries across the hedge, must stretch their 
imaginations to visualize this soft-spoken gray-haired ma- 
tron of 71 as a catcher in a high trapeze act, apparently 
effortless in her skill and strength as male and female 
aerialists came zooming through space in such evolutions

as double and two and one-half somersaults, to land safely 
in her grip. 

But these same neighbors recall vividly that time did 
not dim the romance of Eugenie and Eddie Silbon, who 
remained: sweethearts more than half a century, from the 
day of their marriage in Guatemala City in 1894, until 
his passing some two years ago. 

And they recognize in the handsome features of Mrs. 
Silbon, the qualities of beauty which caused her to be cast 
in the feminine leads of circus spectacles of Barnum & 
Bailey’s Greatest Show on Earth for more than a decade 
in the early 1900’s. 

Eugenie Althea was born almost within sight of her 
present home in San Francisco February 15, 1879. She 
was a granddaughter of Etien Guinde, well known French 
opera singer, and she made her debut on the stage early in 
childhood as an actress with the Morosco Stock Company 
in her home town. 

When she was 14, she and an older sister, Cecile, were 
appearing in a dancing and singing act in vaudeville and 
it was during such an engagement that handsome young 
Eddie Silbon first saw her perform. 

Young Silbon, a native of the seaport city of Hull, 
England, received his first training as an aerialist in his 
home town when he was eight, joined the ‘Silbon flying act 
in Hamburg, Germany, in 1880, and came to this country 
for the first time in 1882 to join the Adam Forepaugh- 
Sells Bros. Circus. 

In 1892, he met Toto Siegrist and they built a rigging 
for a flying return act, appearing at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago in 1893. In January, 1894, while playing a four 
weeks’ engagement at the Orpheum theatre in San Fran- 
cisco, they organized a small vaudeville company to play 
port cities of the west coasts of Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica. 

The company sailed February 9, 1894, and among the 
12 members were the Althea sisters. 


Three months later, Eugenia Althea became Mrs. Ed- 
die Silbon and the couple returned to the states in 1895, 
joining a circus at New Orelans. During the winter 
months that followed, Mrs. Silbon rehearsed a single trap- 
eze act, which she performed above her husband’s flying 
act rigging when the troupe joined the John Robinson and 
Franklin Brothers Circus for the season of 1896 

The following winter they toured Venezuela and re- 
turned to America in the spring of 1897 to go on tour 
with Forepaugh-Sells Bros. but they remained only part 
of the season, returning to the John Robinson show. 

On January 1, 1898, the troupe sailed for England 
and played the island kingdom and France, joining the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus for the first time at the Olympia 
in London in December. In 1899, they were featured in 
the Cirque Royal in Brussels and in 1900 returned to the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus with a seven-people act. 

Silbon and Siegrist started as partners in a two-people 
flying act but from time to time varied their rigging and 
routine. They added a single trapeze above the flying rig- 
ging on which Mrs. Silbon performed and later this was 
increased to a double and finally a triple trapeze rigging. 

When the Silbon-Siegrist troupe returned to the 
United States in 1903, they were featured in the center 
ring of the Barnum & Bailey Circus with nine performers 
in the act. They used two catchers, one of whom was 
Mrs. Silbon. The catchers were in the center of the double 
rigging, facing opposite directions. There were pedestals 
at each end of the exceptionally long rigging and leapers 
flew towards each other to the catchers. The act was 
billed as the Imperial Viennese Troupe. 


During the 1916-17 seasons, the troupe built a rigging 
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The Silbon-Siegrist troupe of flying return artists which established 
the remarkable record of appearing for 34 consecutive years with 
the greatest of all circuses—Barnum and Bailey, later merged with

in the shape of a giant Maltese cross, with leapers passing 
each other at right angles in mid-air on their flights to 
the catchers and 14 persons participated in this, the larg- 
est troupe ever seen on a flying act rigging. 

The Silbon-Siegrist troupe, although changing person- 
nel from time to time, remained with the Barnum & Bailey 
Circus until its merger with the Ringling Brothers Circus 
at the end of the 1919 season, continuing with the com- 
bined Ringling Bros. & Barnum & Bailey Circus through 
the 1931 season. 

Thus the troupe spent 34 consecutive years with one 
circus—a record unequalled by another feature act in the 
history of the circus in America. 

But Mrs. Silbon did not confine her circus work to the 
flying trapeze. In 1903 when the Barnum & Bailey Circus 
returned to the United States from its triumphant five- 
year tour of Europe, Mrs. Silbon was selected for the role 
of the queen of Sheba, in the gorgeous opening spectacle, 
“Balkus or the Queen of Sheba.” 

She continued playing leading roles in the circus spec- 
tacles through the 1913 season, when she was Cleopatra in 
the pageant of that title. 


In 1906, Mrs. Silbon’s cousin, Emily Hedder, joined 
the flying act, and when the so-called “iron jaw” or teeth 
acts were introduced in the circus, Mrs. Silbon, her cousin, 
Emily, and another young woman in the flying act, Marion 
Bordner, formed a trio. 

Billed sometimes as the Silbon Sisters and on other 
occasions as The Eugenies, the women wore butterfly ser- 
pentines while suspended by their teeth from a revolving 
aerial rigging. 

During the long period of time with the No. 1 circus 
of America, the Silbons and their acts played numerous 
winter engagements here and abroad. They had their own 
circus in Hawaii during the winter of 1911-12 and were 
with Mills Olympia Circus, England’s largest, during the 
winter of 1920-21. Other years, they appeared in Shrine 
Circuses and some winter seasons they laid off to perfect 
new tricks and routines and to build new rigging. 

In 1980, Eddie Silbon suffered a heart attack during 
the Madison Square Garden engagement of the circus and 
he did not continue that season with the act. He returned

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in 1931, however, to manage the troupe, traveling with 
the show while Mrs. Silbon remained as a performer. 


At the close of the 1931 season, the couple retired to 
the comparative quiet of North Hollywood, Cailif., where 
they bought a home. After four years, however, they 
moved to Albany, a suburb of Berkeley, where they owned 
valuable income properties and which Mrs. Silbon has 
looked after since her husband’s death. 


The Silbons did not lose interest in circuses upon 
their retirement, however. They never missed a show 
which came to the San Francisco area, and they often 
motored to neighboring cities and towns to visit circuses 
and relive their happy experiences under the big top in 
other vears. 


Mrs. Silbon says, however, “There is nothing new in 
the circus today.” To be sure, there are new ways of pre- 
senting acts, but the most sensational of present-day turns 
are to be found in old programs which Mrs. Silbon has 
saved as mementoes of her trouping years. 


And she points out that for lack of top acts, the circus 
today intersperses dancing and singing spectacles peopled 
by pretty girls, in the program. 


Mrs. Silbon insists there is no circus today which 
approaches the Barnum & Bailey show from 1898 to 1902, 
with which she and her husband traveled throughout Eur- 
ope. 


“Three rings and five stages,” she recalls, “and some- 
thing doing in each of them throughout the show.” And 
she believes no closing act of today is as thrilling as the 
hippodrome races with their jockey, Roman standing and 
chariot races. 


To interview Mrs. Silbon about her accomplishments 
in the circus arena is difficult because she concludes every 
answer to a question with mention of her husband’s great 
accomplishments in the circus field. 


There is no doubt but that Mrs. Silbon considers her 
husband the greatest aerialist the circus world has ever 
known. And many circus enthusiasts concur with her in 
this belief.

According to the “Bibliography of 
Sport 1890-1912” written by C. M.

tion. These books were printed in 
the following countries: — 188 in 
England, 88 in the United States, 16 
in France, 12 in Germany, 4 in Italy, 
3 in Russia, 2 in Canada, 1 in Aus- 
tralia, 1 in British India, 1 in Spain 
and 1 in Japan. These books repre- 
sent over thirty-five years of con- 
stant collecting. They were secured 
in most part from book dealers ad- 
vertising in HOBBIES and in bicycle 
magazines. Others were located in 
second hand book shops here and 
abroad, a few were traded like pos- 
tage stamps and one was added to 
the list by the writer himself. A re- 
cent ad in HOBBIES brought over 
twenty-five offers of books, maga- 
zines, music sheets, jewelry, etc., at 
reasonable prices. It is a real satis- 
faction to the writer to obtain a rare 
book or other bicycle item at a low 
price. 

Splendid collections of bicycle 
books are to be found in the world 
famous British Museum in London 
and the French National Library in 
Paris.

brary, 42 Street, Central Branch and 
at the Edison Institute at Dearborn, 
Michigan. Fine private collections of 
bicycle books and prints are owned 
by Walter Nilsson (famous_unicyc- 
list of stage and screen) at Los An- 
geles, John T. Robinson of the Shore 
Road Wheelmen of Brooklyn, Louis 
F. Yeckel of the St. Louis Cycling 
Club, Louis Knauth of the 20th Cen- 
tury Wheelmen of Philadelphia and 
Sylvain Segal of the Century Road 
Club Association of New York.

Early Sawdust Industry 


For the collector who inquired 
about some of the early history of 
the sawdust industry, we guote from 
an informative article by Jason 
Russell, in the publication of that 
devoted group of students compris- 
ing the Early American Industries 
Association. Mr. Russell states: 


“My early home was in the midst 
of a New England lumber country. 
There, second-and third-growth pine 
forests alternated with oak, yellow 
birch, hard maple, and ash in a na- 
tural crop rotation. Almost every 
winter father hired a portable saw- 
mill set up on some particular wood- 
lot which had arrived at maturity. 
All too soon the removal of the great 
white pines, the feathery hemlocks, 
and the tufted spruces, opened up 
new vistas across the valley to the 
gently rising highlands beyond, 
leaving in their place a wilderness 
of brush, slash, and broken saplings. 
Such careless deforestation consti- 
tuted a constant fire hazard for 
many years.

“Prominent in the midst of this 
desolation a great yellow pyramid 
usually with a broken cone at the top, 
rose higher and higher with an ever 
broadening base. A blower (run by 
steam generated in an iron boiler, 
heated by a plentiful supply of dry 
resinous slabs) blew out a steady 
‘stream’ of sawdust to the ever-grow- 
ing pile. This dust perfumed the air 
for a long distance with its pleasantly 
pungent pitchy odor. 


“After the pile had dried thorough- 
ly on the surface, we made ready to 
procure our fall supply. Indeed, the 
local term “gather” was employed 
for no sensible reason except that of 
the native idiom. 


“Attached to the East barn, the 
sheep-‘linter’ had long served as our 
sawdust repository. Once a year at 
the end of the summer, we proceeded 
to repair the shingles, nail boards 
over the cracks in the weather-beaten 
boarded sides, tack pieces of tin cans 
over the frequent knotholes, and 
“plant-in” the broken flooring. 


“Our hired man went to consider- 
able pains in nailing the side-boards 
on the wagon and wedging burlap 
bagging in between the cracks of the 
flooring. A goodly supply of tarred 
rope, bags, shovels, hoes and baskets 
completed our equipment. 


_ “Now the wagon bumped precar- 
iously over the rough cart-road to 
the distant sawdust pile. Once there, 
father drove the cart close to the 
slope ‘of the pile for easier loading. 
The hired man and I showelled the 
dry dust into the wagon while father 
filled bag after bag with which to 


- ballast the top of the load. All day 


long we made trips back and forth 
from the homestead until the ‘linter’ 
overflowed. Meanwhile our shirts 
and trousers were filled with the 
gritty particles producing a skin ir- 
ritation, and we coughed incessantly 
from breathing the fine dust. 


“In the meantime, ‘neighbor chil- 
dren’ who had ridden out with us in 
the empty wagon, amused one an- 
other by climbing up to the top of 
the pile, then running swiftly down 
the steepest part of the cone. 


“Dry sawdust was useful for many 
purposes. In the late fall father 


banked the base of the house and 
barn with it, taking care to cover 
this deep layer of home-discovered 
insulation with pine, hemlock or 
spruce boughs, primarily weighing it 
down to prevent the light ‘dust’ from 
blowing away, but also for artistic 
reasons. 


“In addition, sawdust was the ma- 
terial used in the hollow shell-like 
partitions which insulated the ice- 
house. Sawdust also covered its 
earthern floor, and filled the chinks 
between the layers of ice. With dry 
sawdust we embedded down the cat- 
tle before spreading a _ protecting 
layer of meadow hay on top of it. 
In wet sawdust we buried wet scions 
from the various apple and pear trees 
against the spring grafting. Grand- 
mother even sifted the dust, using 
the fine powder to fill rag dolls and 
pin cushions. These were but a few 
of sawdust’s multifold uses. 


“Today, the casual motorist, the 
hunter, the country lad—all see noth- 
ing romantic in the sawdust heap, 
disfiguring the landscape, amidst the 
slash of a ruined woodlot. My father 
and grandfather however, valued 
such a pile gleaming golden in the 
sun, for its many uses around the 
farmstead in that thrifty period 
when nothing was allowed to go to 
waste. 


“Such was an 
Home Industry.”

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to print copious extracts as great 
novelties. This is something like go- 
ing into Trinity Churchyard and 
copying the inscriptions off the tomb- 
stones as “scoop” news items. The 
fact that Mr. Edison owns the little 
diary has long been a matter of 
common knowledge. We have our- 
selves long since had the pleasure of 
seeing it, and long since were able to 
identify its contents with some of 
the most hackneyed incidents in the 
career of Morse. Anybody who will 
take the trouble to turn to Prime’s 
standard and familiar biography of 
the great invertor will there see the 
same documents now quoted with 
such wonder, set forth, with greater 
precision and accuracy. The fine 
prophecy about submarine cables 
that so awes and charms our unwit- 
ting contemporary is given by Prime, 
in both italics and capitals, to empha- 
size his idea of it, twenty-five years 
ago, when his book, now in every 
well-read telegrapher’s library, was 
published. Morse’s diaries play a 
busy part in telegraph history and 
litigation and can only be compared 
to a squeezed and desiccated orange. 
We have in our own possession his 
sketches of circuits of the 1843-45 
period that have never seen print, 
the only reason probably being that 
they were too technical for such men 
as Prime to work into their stories. 
In regard to Morse there is always 
the grave doubt that any document 
is the original. We have examined 
at Poughkeepsie thousands of his 
letters and scores of his:diaries dat- 
ing back to the earliest days of his 
youth, and it is curious to note how 
even an ordinary business letter sent 
or received was copied and copied 
again. He had a habit of preserving 
the preliminary drafts of his own 
correspondence with painful care, 
and his diaries are multitudinous. 
Even his books and copies of legal 
evidences were annotated profusely.

The ship in its latest complete equip- 
ment, is an abridgment and compend of 
a nation’s arts.—Emerson, 1889. 

The first steamboat successfully 
operated in the United States was 
built by John Fitch 1748-1798, and 
it began to ply as a ~assenger boat 
between Philadelphia and Trenton in 
June, 1790. Fitch also introduced the 
screw-propeller. 


Robert Fulton’s “Clermont” began 
operation in 1807. In Scotland, Wil- 
liam Symington’s steamboat ‘“Char- 
lot Dundas,” began operation as a 
tug on the Forth and Clyde Canal 
in 1803. Henry Bell’s “Comet” fol- 
lowed in 1812 on the Clyde River. 


Work began on the Great Eastern, 
great screw-propelled steamer, May 
1, 1854, the most magnificent vessel 
built up to this time. Great hopes 
were raised as to the thousands of 
passengers she would carry, and what 
she was to accomplish, but bad luck 
followed her from the start. After 
much difficulty she was launched in 
January, 1858, but did not make her 
maiden voyage until June, 1860. Al- 
though this trip was successful, she 
did nothing more unti! May, 1861, 
when she crossed the Atlantic in ten 
days at a speed of 14% knots per 
hour. 

She was then hired to transport 
troops to Quebec by the War Office, 
and then due to her great bulk, was 
chosen to lay the Great Atlantic 
Cable. The Great Eastern was a 
23,000 ton vessel, 700 feet long, 85 
feet wide, and 61 feet in depth. AI- 
though screw-propelled she had a 
huge pair of paddles, each furnished 
with separate engines, totaling 12,000 
h. p. Each engine had ten boilers 
and each boiler ten furnaces, five 
large funnels and five masts. Her 
other equipment consisted of twenty 
boats, including two small steamers. 
ten huge anchors, with 5,000 feet of 
chain cable.

while excavating for a new gas- 
holder, workmen discovered a block 
of oak, which proved to be a large 
British vessel. This was cut from a 
solid piece of wood, forty-eight feet 
long, fifty-two inches wide and 
thirty-three inches in depth. It was 
in good condition having been em- 
bedded in soft clay, sealing it against 
air. 

Some types of vessels are as fol- 
lows: 


Accon—Flat bottomed lighter or mud- 
scow of the Mediterranean. 

Bagalla—Two-masted Arabian trading 
vessel, 200-250 tons with high stern. 

Banca—A canoe or dugout with or 
without an outrigger. 

Bug-eye—A canoe made of_ several 
hewn planks, decked over and sharp 
rigged. 

Bunder-boat—A boat plying between 
the punder and vessels off shore. Also 
a Bombay surf boat fitted with cabin 
and lateen (trian:ular) sail. 

Caique—A 1ong narrow pointed skiff, 
from two to ten oars used on the Bos- 
porus. 

Caravel—A light type vessel originat- 
ing in Spain and Portugal during the 
15th century. 

Catboat—A masted sailboat having its 
mast stepped wel: forward with single 
fore-and-aft sail extended by a gaff and 
boom usually having a centerboard. 

Coracle—-Much history is connected 
with the Coracle, or river-boat of the 
Ancient Britons. The name is derived 
from the word Corwg (a ship) which is 
said to have floated on Welsh rivers 
since the commenceinent of the historic 
period. Geoffrey of Monmouth, ancient 
English historian, says the British Isles 
were first peopled 1100 years B. C. and 
asserts that Brutus, the great-grandson 
of Aeneas coionized them with des- 
cendents of tnese ‘lrojans, who after 
the fall of Troy, settled in Greece or 
Italy. 

Later the coracie became confined to 
Wales. In India, these were built of 
wicker covered with skins, but the 
Welsh used willow. Later on these were 
reniaced with waterproof canvas. 

Tt is said that one stroke from a fish’s 
tal covla easitv unset the fittle boat.

miral on the handle and the U. S. 
Cruiser Olympia engraved in the bowl. 
The second from Nagaski, Japan—a 
small demitasse with a mulberry leaf 
crowning the handle (symbol of Ja- 
pan’s key industry) and an anchor en- 
graved into the bowl surrounded by 
intricate designs. 

Her next pieces turned up whan a 
neighbor noticed her interest and dug 
two old family heirlooms out of the 
sideboard. An August spoon engraved 
with a picture of Virgo—sign of the 
zodiac for August, and another slight- 
ly smaller, with a graceful handle 
ending in a sheaf of wheat. The stem 
of the handle is a stalk entwined with 
twisted flowers, all of sterling silver. 
Etched into the bowl are the words, 
Shamokin, Pa., in extremely large let- 
ters. 

When word got around about Hel- 
ene’s hobby, it just naturally 
“growed,” like Topsy.

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York City bank, year after year as 
friends went abroad, they returned 
with souvenirs—always rare spoons. 


Thus in her foreign group she has 
Bermuda’s state seal set in pale blue 
enamel atop the handle of a demi- 
tasse. Tracings of hairbreadth thick- 
ness adorn the tiny bowl. Honolulu’s 
seal represents the Hawaiian Island 
group. And during a trip to Canada 
one summer, she acquired their offi- 
cial seal, of course, in spoon form. 
The Maple Leaf in bright colors gayly 
flaunted at the head of a paper thin 
handle. Scotland’s Thistle and Ire- 
land’s Shamrock likewise found their 
way across the sea on exquisite demi- 
tasse spoons. 


However, her collection got its big- 
gest break through her dad’s business 
trip to Europe in 1938. In Holland 
he picked up the Queen Wilhemina 
commemorative spoon—1898-1938. Of 
a foreign metal it has a luster that 
our sterling cannot equal. On the 
front there is an excellent likeness of 
the queen. But its distinguishing 
characteristic is the beautiful tear- 
drop shaped bowl. Another from Hol- 
land bears the Dutch coat of arms 
with Zuid, Holland, written at the top 
of the handle.

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Italy, one day he turned up a rare 
sugar spoon. Looking from the top 
down, you first see a lion standing on 
its hind legs apparently supported by 
a twisted flower handle. The bowl is 
shaped like a sea shell and has an ex- 
ceptionally beautiful fluted edge. 

Her American collection contains 
spoons from almost everyone of the 
48 States. Indiana adds the whimsical 
touch to the array with its small log 
cabin midway on the handle and above 
it the words: ‘‘Who’s there.” Ari- 
zona’s has a figure of a Hopi Indian 
woman on the back of the stem and 
below it the swastika, originally an 
Indian symbol, but which gained a 
different prominence during World 
War II. 

Next in line on the green felting 
that houses the pieces is California’s 
contribution. This one falls in with 
those depicting scenes. Here we see 
the Golden Gate—minus the now fa- 
mous Golden Gate Bridge. The town 
of Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, in com- 
memorating its christening, issued a 
spoon with the Madonna and Child 
atop the handle and five pointed star 
in the bowl of the Demitasse. The St. 
Louis Exposition holds top honors for 
the greatest number of items on one 
single piece. The picture of Jefferson 
starts the array; below the State Flag 
and Union Jack crossed and lower yet 
in the bowl, the Palace of Transporta- 
tion. On the back is engraved the Cas- 
cade Gardens and Louisiana Purchase 
Monument — though they do crowd 
each other a bit. 

The largest spoon originated out of 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts. It depicts 
Paul Revere making his famous ride. 
It also shows the Liberty Bell and 
written along the handle are the 
words: “Liberty Bell Sesquicenten- 
nial 150 years—1776-1926.” 

Helene’s favorite piece, however, is 
the plainest. An extremely large tin: 
strawberry festival spoon bought in 
Stonington, Connecticut, in an old 
General Store. It dates back over 100 
years and seems in all its ugliness to 
hold the dreams and hopes and ro- 
mances that lived during those histor- 
ic New England church festivals.

Picturesque Gaspe 


Canada’s picturesque Gaspe Penin- 
sula is fast becoming one of the fa- 
vorite spots for vacationists. Whether 
it is the great cliffs, the dense forests, 
the fishing hamlets, or one of the 
dozen other attractions, tourists will 
thrill to rustic antique atmosphere 
surrounding them once they tour this 
towering headland. 

Gaspe is easily reached and the pen- 
insula proper is circled by the 550- 
mile Perron highway. It is indeed a 
fairyland cf charm and color, with 
various hamlets and villages nestled 
deep in a valley, or perched precari- 
ously on the edge of a lonely crag. 
Towering cliffs, bright meadows, tum- 
bling streams and the blue sky have 
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not been altered a bit since the dis- 
covery of Gaspe by Cartier in 1534.

Seasonal Exhibit 


Flower arrangements such as were 
enjoyed in America between 1640, 
two decades after the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth Rock, and 1850, the 
second year of Andrew Jackson’s 
first term as President, were exhib- 
ited recently in the 17th, 18th and 
19th century period rooms of The 
American Wing at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 


Presented in cooperation with the 
Federated Garden Clubs of New York 
State, more than ninety floral ar- 
rangements typical of the Colonial 
and Federal periods in this country 
were displayed. Settings included a 
room from the Thomas Hart House, 
Ipswich, Massachusetts, built about 
1640, the Ballroom from Alexandria, 
Virginia, which dated from 1793, and 
a typical room of the first quarter 
of the 19th century from Haverhill, 
Massachusetts. 


Noting that this is the first ex- 
hibition of its kind ever to be pre- 
sented at the Museum, Vincent 
Andrus, Assistant Curator of Amer- 
ican Decorative Arts, commented: 


“The display afforded a rare op- 
portunity to see in authentic settings 
floral displays such as might have 
béen found in American homes be- 
tween one hundred and fifty and 
three hundred years ago.” 

Mr. Andrus added that every ef- 
fort was made to create a natural 
appearance by the placing of a lim- 
ited number of arrangements in each 
room. Insofar as possible, contain- 
ers typical of the period were used. 
These included wood, pewter, glass 
and Chinese porcelain vessels, typical 
of the 17th century, and vases of 
French and English porcelain such as 


were imported into this country dur- 


ing the 18th and 19th centuries.

Museum of F olk Art 
To Build 


The recently established Museum 
of International Folk Art, Santa Fe, 
N. Mex., has made plans for its 
building, according to a release made 
available by the American Associa- 
tion of Museums bulletin. 

The architectural plans are by the 
Santa Fe firm of Meem, Zenner, 
Holein and Associates. Contracts for 
the work will be let this summer. 
The new museum, a unit of the Mu- 
seum of New Mexico, is the gift of 
Miss Florence Dibell Bartlett, of Chi- 
cago. 

The projected building, to be a 
two-story modern structure, will give 
25,135 square feet of floor space. 
There will be 6,000 square feet of un- 
broken adaptable exhibition floor 
area; an auditorium for lectures, folk 
plays, dances, and other performances 
relating to folk art; a lounge; library; 
and laboratories, workshops, photo- 
graphic rooms, and other facilities 
for research work. The building will 
occupy a site on the outskirts <7 the 
city, near the Laboratory of Anthro- 
pology and the Museum of Navajo 
ceremonial Art. 

The museum’s exhibits, to be on 
the cultures and crafts of many na- 
tions, ‘will have the internationally 
known Bartlett collection of folk art, 
including costumes, jewelry, textiles, 
ceramics, furniture, paintings, and 
other objects assembled by Miss 
Bartlett. Robert Bruce Inverarity is 
director of the new museum.

Program 


The International Council of Mu- 
seums will hold its Second Biennial 
Conference, in London from July 17 
to 22. Three days will be given to 
sectional sessions on museums of art 
and applied art, history and archae- 
ology, ethnography, natural history, 
science and technology, and children’s 
museums. There will also be sessions 
on public relations, education and ad- 
ministration. Entertainment is being 
arranged for each evening, and visits 
to Cambridge, Salisbury, and Can- 
terbury are tentatively planned for 
days following the meeting.

Harvard Development 


A group of historically vaiuapie 
buildings are banded together in the 
beautiful Nashua Valley and known 
as “Fruitlands and The Wavside Mu- 
seums.” The exact location is Pros- 
pect Hill, Harvard, Massachusetts. 

“Fruitlands” is an early 19th cen- 
tury farmhouse where Bronson Al- 
cott tried to establish in 1843 a com- 
munity under a new social order 
known as the Con-Sociate Family. 
Now a museum of the Transcenden- 
tal Movement, it contains memora- 
bilia of the leaders, numbering 
among them possessions belonging to 
Alcott, Emerson, Thoreau, Margaret 
Fuller and Lane. Furnishings and ar- 
ticles owned by the Alcott family 
are permanently displayed, including 
many Louisa May Alcott items. A 
restored colonial kitchen and period 
pieces add interest to the setting. 

Another structure, the Old Shaker 
House, was built in the 1790’s by 
Shakers of the former Harvard 
Shaker Village. Moved to its present 
location, it now provides a _back- 
ground for the products of the Shak- 
er handicrafts and community art 
and industries such as weaving, herb 
compounding, and other activities 
— of everyday Shaker 
life. P 

A group of North American Indian 
relics such as prehistoric tools, buri- 
als and articles of Indian origin, may 
be viewed inside the American Indi- 
an Museum belonging to this devel- 
opment. Among dioramas picturing 
events in the local history of the In- 
dian is one depicting typical Indian life 
in the Nashua Valley. One of the 
prize exhibits shows King Philip’s 
‘war club. Two life-size bronze statues 
of Indian leaders, Pumunangwet and 
Wo Peen, both the work of Philip S. 
Sears, flank the museum’s doors. 

A Picture Gallery containing two 
valuable collections of paintings form 
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an important representation of Amer- 
ican folk art. The first collection is 
one of portraits of New Englanders 
of early times done by artists who 
have since become famous. Among 
this artist-group are works by Ches- 
ter Harding. The second collection 
is comprised of notable examples of 
the Hudson River School and other 
American landscape painters. 
Rounding out this fine group of 
historic museums is the library, open 
throughout the year by appointment 
to research investigators wishing to 
study manuscripts and publications 
relative to the museum collections. 
The Museums Coffee House, lo- 
cated on the’ grounds, arranges 
special menus for clubs and organi- 
zations giving one week’s notice.

Automobiliana Fans 


One of the most valuable collec- 
tions of early vintage automobiles is 
housed in The James Melton Museum 
of Antique Automobiles, on Route 7, 
Norwalk, Connecticut. Mr. Melton, 
of opera and radio fame, also has dis- 
plays of bicycles, name plates and 
auto club emblems on exhibit. 

One of the oldest cars is a steam- 
propelled stagecoach built in 1893. 
Six antique vehicles of the xeriod 
1903-1907 include a 1905 Buick, a 
1907 Cadillac and a 1903 Ford with 
rear entrance tonneau and fringed 
canopy top. Wax figures are shown 
in the cars, each in authentic garb. 

A Rockwell hansom cab, one of 
the first taxicabs to operate in New 
York City, is shown. There are also 
raceabouts, including the Stutz Bear- 
cat, the Mercer Raceabout, the Speed- 
well and the Corbin Cannon Ball. A 
1900 example of transportation is 
found in a three-wheeled Knox, with 
a one-cylinder air-cooled engine. 

A photographic mural of Ralph de 
Palma, famous speed driver, serves 
as the background for a 1911 double- 
chain drive Mercedes. An outstand- 
ing feature of the collection is the 
Biautogo, a two-wheeled machine 
built in 1912 by James S. Booth. This 
car is powered with the first V-8 
engine built in America. 

Perhaps the “newest” model is one 
of the last Stanley Steamers, con- 
structed in 1928. 

Two buildings house the growing 
Melton collection, with a restaurant, 
the Stirrup Cup, also on the grounds. 
An added attraction, just recently 
installed, is a trolley car of 1904. 


New Sites fer Sight-Seers 


For those fortunate enough to be 
traveling west this summer, there 
will be several new historic sites 
along the way to enliven their trip. 

The State Historical Society of 
Colorado, Denver, announces new re- 
storation work being carried on un- 
der its jurisdiction. The grounds at

have been fenced and two of the 
buildings, the Commandant’s House 
and the Northeast Officers’ Quarters, 
have been returned to their original 
appearance by reroofing with logs 
and dirt and replastering exterior and 
interior walls to resemble adobe con- 
struction. 

Wall-case exhibits and seven dio- 
ramas have been completed for the 
Fort Museum, to be opened in one 
section of the Soldiers’ Barracks, 
while another section will be an ex- 
hibit on early barrack’s life. 

Healy House Museum, in Leadville, 
Colorado, walks and steps have been 
restored, and additional period fur- 
nishings have been acquired. New 
landscapings have also been made on 
the grounds. Dexter Cabin, built in 
1879, has been moved to the Healy 
House site and ‘subsequently fur- 
nished in the period. The original Lin- 
crusta-Walton wall covering has 
been restored and re-installed, and 
some of the original wallpaper has 
been reproduced by the society’s mu- 
seum preparators. 

Among the coming restorations, 
will be the development of two other 
historic sites, Pikes Stockade Memor- 
ial Park and a Memorial Park in 
Ouray, a city encircled by towering 
mountains that resemble the Swiss 
Alps.

This ancient little ark possesses myth- 
ological as weil as historical interest as 
it was first used symbolically in the 
mysterious rites of the Druids. The 
Druids were divided into three classes, 
the Bards or historians, the Vates, or 
sacred musicians, etc., and the third 
known simply as Druids, having an 
Arch-Druid as their Chief. Among the 
traditions of the Bards was that of the 
“lake of waters’ bursting, when all 
mankind were drowned except a single 


. pair who escaped to Wales in a naked 


vessel (without sails). 

This boat is said to have contained a 
male and female of all living creatures 
including the parents of the Cymry or 
Welsh people. ‘This couple were deified, 
the Noah of the Cymry having for his 
symbol the ox and his wife, a cow. 

In the Bardish rite of sacrifice the 
coracle was used in the ceremony when 
the Druids in white robes, and the Bards 
in sky-blue, piaced the victim in the 
boat (coracle) and turned him adrift. 

Droman—aA_ swift galley ship of war, 
propelled by both sails and oars de- 
scribed by Byzantine emperor Leo in 
the ninth eentury as having 1U0 oars in 
two banks. 

Feiucca—Used on the Coast of Bar- 
bary, a small swift coasting vessel with 
three masts and lateen sails and oars. 
‘These are seldom decked over, an awn- 
ing being used for shelter and has a 
rudder to be used at either end. 

Dahabiyeh—Of the Nile has a sharp 
prow and bread stem, one or two masts 
with lateen sails propelled with sails or 
oars, with a kitchen in the fore part 
and a commodious cabin in the stern. 


Dhow—An Arabian coasting vessel 
common in the Indian Ocean. with a 
long beak and large stern, one mast 


and a lateen sail. 


_ Dory—Flat bottomed skiff used by 
fishermen approximately thirteen feet 
long. 


Frigate—A light swift vessel originally 
used on Mediterranean, propelled with 
oars and sails. An old style war vessel 
from 1650 to 1840, carrying twenty-four 
to fifty guns on the main deck and on 
a@ raised quarter deck called the spar- 
deck. From 1850-1870 this was the 
steam war vessel, high banked and car- 
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ried aS many as filty guns. ‘nis was 
replaced by the iron ciad in 1840. 

GWalleass—A large galley witn tnree 
masts and fifteen or more oars in eacn 
side carrying usually twenty guns. Used 
on Mediterranian. 

Galleon—A itarge ship of the fifteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. A Spanish 
tnree-decke:. : 

Gondola—A 10ng narrow fiat botton: 
high peakea ur lerroed at ome end. It 
ls propelicd by a gondolier with one oar. 
He stands i tne stern. Pieasure poats 
nave @ sneiler in the middie, 

Ice Boat—Ine American model 1s 
made of wood and iron. The framework 
is constructed in tne form of a Roman 
Cross, the transverse bar of which is 
supported at iis extremities on skates 
or skates or iron runners while the long 
arm rests on a similar runner pivoted 
and serving as a rudder. A railed plat- 
form at the stern accommodates the 
crew. Such boats are usually sloop rig- 
ged and attain great speed. 

Junk—A large Chinese vessel with a 
high poop, prominent stem and full 
stern, suspended rudder and Jug-sails 
made of coarse cloth set flat with bam- 
boo poles laid across them horizontally. 


Lightship—The oldest station for a 
lightship is the far famed Nore, which 
was marked as tar back as 1732. The 
vessel lay in the best position for enter- 
ing the Thames and midway to clear the 
Nore Sand. She lay in forty-two fathoms 
near the Seven Stones. All lightships 
gave warning in event of a ship run- 
ning close to snoals by firing a gun and 
hoisting a signal ‘‘you are standing into 
danger.”’ Rockets brought assistance 
from shore. ‘ 

Kayak—A man’s canoe of Arctic 
America. It is about sixteen feet long, 
made of seal skins over a pointed frame 
and decked over except for a hole amid- 
ships, where the _ navigator sits, his 
waterproof dress fastened around the 
coaming. 

aah Chinese junk-rigged coast- 
er, taken from the Portuguese settle- 
ment at Macao, single masted. : 

Mackinaw—A flat bottom bateau orig- 
inating in Michigan used by traders. 

Mistic—A small coasting vessel used 
on the Mediterranean; a cross between 
a Xebec and a felucca. : 

Nef—A “round-ship” shown in old 
drawings with an elevation often a 
“castle” at each end. It is usually single 
masted and “co Page 

Pirogue—A dug-out canoe. 

Pasa long narrow sharp-bowed 
flat bottomed sail boat, schooner rigged. 

Patamar—A coasting vessel used from 
Bombay to Ceylon, with arched keel, a 
great stem and stern rake, and trimming 
by the head. 

Pinnace—A Carvel built boat with six 
to eight oars, carried by a man of war 
in English Navy. Built of elm wood, 
three feet between thwarts, thirty-six 
feet long and has_ ten foot-two inch 
beam, three feet, five inches deep. | 

Sloop of War—In old navies, a ship, 
brig or schooner mounted with eighteen 

thirty-two guns. 
ee y Mag boat masked by 
weeds, etc., for concealing gunners hunt- 
ing wild game. : 

Sonder Yacht—An original German 
vessel of which the sum of the water 
line length, extreme beam and extreme 
draft must not exceed thirty-two feet. 
Now obsolete. - 

Sampan—Chinese flat bottomed river 
boat propelled by sails or oars some- 
times roofed and used for a house boat. 

Schooner—:The original American model 
kad two or three masts and the first 
is said to have been built by Capt. An- 
drew Robinson of Gloucester, Mass., 
about 1713. , 

Trireme—A war vessel with three 
banks of oars, commanded by a trier- 
arch and sometimes manned by 200 men, 

Umiak—An open boat made of skins 
over a wood frame and propelled by 
paddles. Used in Greenland and often 
called a woman’s boat. 

Unireme—An early Greek ship with a 
single bank of oars. 

Viking Ship—A pirate rover in the 
eighth to eleventh centuries along the 
coasts of Normandy and England. 

Xebec—A Mediterranean vessel with a 
long over-hanging bow, usually three- 
masted.

A recent newspaper article stated 
that an Englishman, William Worth- 
ington, 77, had bequeathed 50 pounds 
annually for the ringing of 101 peals 
at his favorite Netherseal church. 
The bell-ringer was to receive the 
bequest, but in case he failed to ring, 
he would be fined about 35 cents for 
each offense. It was common in that 
country for bequests of land, money, 
interest or rental to be left for var- 
ious purposes, such as ringing the 
bell on the anniversary of the birth 
or death of the donor. 

The parish is one of the oldest di- 
visions of land in England, which 
from the first introduction of bells 
has been called the “ringing isle.” 
Records of these parishes reveal 
some odd entries. Those of Staford- 
in-the-Vale, Berkshire show a speci- 
fied amount, for “the maydes at the 
Hallowtide towards the bells.” At 
this time young girls paraded the 
streets, dressed in black, ringing 
bells and calling people to prayer on 
the eve of All-Saints’ Day. What- 
ever was collected by them went to 
the bell fund. 

In the cheese-making districts of 
Gloucester, three large cheeses were 
placed on a cart or litter, and then

These carts 
were then driven around the parishes 
three times. The cheeses were then 
removed, cut up and passed around. 


Bede is probably the first historian 
to mention bells, but it is supposed 
they were used before the issue of 
Wulfred’s canon in 816 A. D. Baron- 
ius informs us that Pope John XIII, 
A. D. 968, consecrated a huge new- 
cast bell in the Lateran church nam- 
ing it “John.” This was known as 
Raptizing the Bell. 

Ringing changes on bells is pecul- 
ier to the English. The invention of 
this art is ascribed to one Anable, 
who died in 1755. 

Long ago in England it was be- 
lieved that when Christ was born, 
the devil died, and on Christmas Eve, 
one hour before midnight, the bells 
were muffled and tolled. On the 
stroke of 12 they changed to carol- 
ing. 

The earliest bell on record is prob- 
ably the Campanile at Pisa in 1262. 
One of the earliest English bells was 
at Duncton Sussex, bearing the date 
of 1369, but these were foreign made, 
for the best and true bells came trom 
Belgium. 

In the 15th and 16th centuries Eng- 


lish bells had shields and various 
other characters imprinted upon 
thenr. It was not until after 1950 


they showed a specific date. 

In France the destruction of bells 
during the great Revolution was even 
greater than in England, Most fam- 
ous of all French bells is the great 
Notre Dame in Paris dating back 
from the year 1400, when it was 
named for the donor’s wife Jacque- 
line. It was recast several times and 
at last taken down until the celebra- 
tion of the Concordat in 1801, be- 
tween Pope Pius VII and Napoleon 
providing for free exercise of Cath- 
olic worship, abrogated in 1805. This 
required 16 men to operate it.

Durand, who lived about the end 
of the 12th century says that when 
a person dies, bells must be tolled 
for prayers, twice for a woman and 
3 times for a man; as many times as 
he has orders for a clergyman. 
During the reign of the Tudors it 
was the custom to toll a bell while 
a Christian was dying, and after 
death to ring one short peal. A short 
peal was rung before burial and an- 
other one afterward. 
Grose says the passing bell ‘was 
anciently rung for two reasons, to 
convey the prayers of all Christians 


legs 
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for a fellow-man, and the other one 
to drive away evil spirits who were 
supposed to stand close by to receive 
the soul in passing. The louder the 
bell rang the better chance the soul 
had. Distinction of rank was pre- 
served in some English sections in 
the tolling of this soul-bell. A high 
fee was charged to exclude the poor. 

A person born in London within 
the sound of Bow-beils (the bells 
of St. Mary le Bow) in Cheapside or 
Cockneydom was called a “Cockney.” 

During the reign of James I, pub- 
lic races called bell courses were 
popular and the prize was a silver 
pell. 

Low-belling, was a method of fow- 
ling in Engiand with cressets or rags 
dipped in tallow in a pan, like a 
lanthorn. A socket for the light was 
held against the breast with a bell 
in the hand resembling the cow bell. 
The carrier had 2 companions with 
nets one on each side and with the 
bell and nets birds were supposed to 
become so startled they turned over 
on their backs and were captured. If 
the bell ceased to ring the birds were 
supposed to fly away. 

in the church warden’s accounts of 
Sandwich 1464, there is a charge for 
bread and drink tor “syngers in the 
great thunderyng.” 

In Peshail’s History of the City of 
Oxtord, “The custom of ringing the 
bell at Carfax every night at 8 
o’clock called (Curfew Bells or Cov- 
er-tire belis) was the order of King 
Alfred, who ordained that all per- 
sons of Oxford should at the sound 
ot the bell put out their fires and go 
to bed. However the curfew is be- 
lieved by some to be of Norman 
origin. A law was made by William 
the Conqueror that all lights and 
fires should be out at 8 o’clock and 
retire. Hon. Daines Barrington says 
“curfew is written curphour in an old 
Scottish Poem published in 1770, in 
ee of George Bannatyne, 


When the falcon was not flying 
she was hood-winked with a cap. All 
hawks taken upon “fists” were 
fastened with straps of leather held 
by 2 typritts or rings and lines losely 
wound around the little finger. Some- 
times the jesses were of silk. Their 
were adorned with bells, 
fastened with wings of leather on 
each leg. The leather to which these 
bells were fastened were called bewits 
and to the bewits were added the 
creance or long thread by which the 
bird was drawn back. This action 
was called “reclaiming.” These be- 
wits were necessary to keep’ the 
hawk from “winding” during the 
hunt. 

These bells must be of a certain 
weight, not too heavy, sonorous, shrill 
and musical, not both of sound, one 
being a semitone below the other. 
Sparrow-hawk bells, and gos-hawk 
bells made at Milan were the finest 
says the Book of Saint Albans. 

Hix tells us that the 35,000 lb. 
swinging bell in the Tower of St. 
Francis de Sales Church, Cincinnati, 
Ohio was rung for the first time on 
Jan. 1896, but never again. The loud 
pealing caused the building to shake 
and shattered windows, and the Par- 
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ish Priests ordered it silenced for- 
ever. 
Chamber’s Journal of 11-29-1884, 
tells of an exhibition on Oct. 2, 1884, 
of bell-ringing at the village of 
Drayton near Abingdon, Berkshire, 
England of a peal of 8 church bells. 
The clerical ringers were all mem- 
bers of the Ancient Society of Col- 
lege Youth of London and the Ox- 
ford University Society of change- 
ringers, both societies being well 
known for their skill in the art. The 
peal was of 5,050 Stedman Triples 
true and complete, and the exhibition 
which took 3 hours to complete, was 
conducted by the Rev. F. E. Robin- 
son, ringing bell No. 7. 

A writer in Gentlemen’s Magazine in 
1875 says, “A bell was the common 
prize, a little golden bell was the 
reward of victory in 1607 at the 
races near York, whence came the 
proverb, “To Bear the Bell.” 

On shipboard the bell marks time. 
The 12 hours on a day is divided into 
8 watches. Each 30 minutes is 
marked by a stroke of a bell. Thus, 
beginning at midnight, one bell is 
12:30 and 8 bells, 4 o‘clock, then 1 
bell, 4:30 and 8 bells, 8 o’clock. 

The Liberty Bell which first rang 
out celebrating the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence by the 
Continental Congress, July 4, 1776, 
was brought from England in 1752. 
It was tolled annually on July 4th, 
until it cracked July 8, 1835 while 
being tolled in memory of Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall. 

It is said that when the Rev. W. D. 
Hutton, retired engineer of the South- 
ern Ry., dedicated the New Valley 
Grove Baptist Church at Maynard- 
ville, Tenn., he discovered the bell to 
be from his old railway locomotive, 
No. 448,

also appeared in films. I recall seeing 
him more than ten years ago in a pro- 
duction starring Jessie Matthews, but 
can’t recall the title. I also remember 
getting the impression that he was ex- 
tremely stout, but his brother says he 
never weighed more than 190. June 
Duprez was formerly married to a 
London physician, but is now the wife 
of a New York socialite, George Mof- 
fett. Jr. 

During his years abroad Fred did 
considerable recording for English Co- 
lumbia. And here is an interesting 
item from the Talking Machine News 
of London, for April, 1923. It con- 
cerns a program ‘given by the City of 
Leeds Gramophone and Phonograph 
Society: “Twenty-four items in all 
were given. Perhaps not least... was 
our genial secretary’s contribution in 
the shape of a 16-minute World Rec- 
ord by Fred Duprez, which created a 
constant stream of merriment and is 
wonderfully well recorded.” World 
records played at a slow speed and, 
although not commercially successful, 
were the forerunners of the present- 
day long playing discs. 
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Fred Duprez’s death was tragically 
sudden. The New York Times for Oc- 
tober 29, 1938, carried the following 
account of his passing: 


“LONDON — Fred Duprez, American 
comedian, died aboard the liner Presi- 
dent Harding, it was reported today 
from the liner, which is at sea and 
which is due at Southampton next 
Thursday. He was hurrying to London 
to see the first rush sequence on Alex- 
ander Korda’s film, ‘Four Feathers,’ in 
which his daughter, June, is making 
her film debut. His age was 54. For 
30 years the comedian, with a cigar as 
his only prop, had been a headliner in 
British vaudeville and one of the earli- 
est broadcasters. He had a card index 
of 10,000 jokes, enabling him to raise 
@ laugh in any type of audience. His 
daughter is the wife of Dr, Guy Beau- 
champ, London specialist. 


“Mr. Duprez, born in Detroit in 1884, 
left medical school to go on the stage. 
His first appearance was in 1899. In 
1902 he made his New York debut at 
Wallack’s Theater as a page in ‘A 
Gentleman cf France.’ After five years 
in stock and repertory he turned to 
vaudeville and traveled widely in this 
country and Europe. In 1915 Mr, Du- 
prez left vaudeville and joinea the 
touring company of ‘The Passing Show.’ 
In 1914 he toured as ‘Mr. Manhattan’ in 
the play of that name with the Gros- 
smith and Laurilliard company. Other 
plays in which he appeared were ‘Smile,’ 
‘My Soldier Boy,’ ‘The Music Box Re- 
vue,’ ‘The Folies Bergere,’ ‘The Coco- 
nuts,’ ‘Lucky’ Boy,’ of which he 
was co-author, and ‘Lend Me Your 
Wife.’ His wife, the former Florence 
Mathews, is aboard the liner Bremen 
bound for Europe. It is due one day 
later than the President Harding.” 


And here is a final reminiscence 
from Charlie Duprez, whom [ thank 
most heartily for his interest and help 
in this series: 


“The last time I saw Fred was 
about six days before he died. He was 
over here and was at a house party of 
some of our friends and he seemed 
tired out. Little did I know it was to 
be the final farewell. He was to stay 
here with us for a week, but a wire- 
less from London made it imperative 
to return on the first boat to open on 
the radio for the Kraft Cheese pro- 
gram. I wasn’t even able to see him 
off, which I regret to this day. Then 
a few days after the boat left I got 
the wireless from the ship’s captain 
that he had been found dead in his 
stateroom. .. When the news of Fred’s 
death reached England all radios were 
shut down for 60 seconds in his honor, 
so he must have been quite a favorite 
over there.” 


I have no doubt that Fred Duprez 
was a great favorite in England, just 
as he had been for years among Amer- 
ican lovers of vaudeville and phono- 
graph records. If there are any col- 
lectors of old discs and cylinders who 
don’t know Duprez’s recorded art, I 
would urge them not to miss an op- 
portunity of acquiring any of his pro- 
ductions. The man with the stovepipe 
hat and the big cigar, who owed his 
start in the world to the “edifying” 
qualities of dime novels, was a really 
accomplished comedian, and all his 
records are well worth having. Cer- 
tainly, as long as there are thousands 
of collectors with his records in their 
possession, Frederick August Duprez 
will not be forgotten.

various brilliant decvrations of ani- 
mals upon their success in the 

“struggle for life,” and have already 
arrived at most valuable conclusions 
concerning it. 

There is no longer any question that 
animals are sensible to the charms, 
not only of their brilliant natural 
colors, but that, also, many of them 
in a condition of domesticating, are 
equally delighted with artificial de- 
corations. Elephants have been 
known to take great pleasure in 
having the points of their tusks 
ornamented with gilt metallic balls, 
and to be envious of others who sur- 
passed them in this respect. 

Numerous other instances of the 
delight animals take in artificial 
decoration can be found in the works 
of modern writers upon natural his- 
tory, or must have been observed by 
those who are interested in observing 
the habits of animals. 

The theory of natural selection, 
which is one of the best contributions 
of the modern spirit of investigation 
to the science of natural history, has 
opened an entirely new field of in- 
quiry concerning the causes for the 
brilliancy of the plumage of birds, 
the contrasting colors of animals, 
and their possession of various 
species of: organs which appear to 
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gold, diamonds, watches, etc. Mail ar- 
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tainer. — s, Dept. 28, Holland eee 
St. Louis 1, Mo. jly1232

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have no further use in their animal 
economy than to serve as decorations. 

Although, too, this branch of in- 
quiry is of such very recent date, 
yet the results it has already gained 
by observation go far towards af- 
fording a scientific basis for a phil- 
csophical comprehension of the phys- 
ical reasons for this inherent love 
of personal decoration, which man- 
kind shares equally with the animals. 

In support, also, of this view, we 
have the testimony of the relics of 
the early dwellers on the earth, the 
inhabitants of the lake cities of Eu- 
rope, and the remains of the races 
who lived during the stone age of 
human society. Of all these pre-his- 
toric peoples, the only records which 
have come down to us are their 
weapons and their ornaments; and 
the nearly equal proportions of these 
show most probably that even at 
that early age, their inherent love of 
personal decoration asserted itself 
equally with their destructive tenden- 
cies, or their love of war. 

But without this testimony, in the 
world of today, the savage tribes all 
show by their passion for ornaments, 
that personal decoration is one of 
the first developments in the course 
of our social evolution. It is a mis- 
take, therefore, to object to the love 
of jewelry, though it is sometimes 
too inordinately displayed in modern 
times, or to attempt to seek a remedy 
for it by_ utterly destroying it. It is 
founded in nature, and, like all na- 
tural tendencies, cannot be eradi- 
cated, but should, by judicious appli- 
ances of general “culture, be directed. 

It is nothing against some of the 
ornaments worn at present, by 
ladies of fashion, that they resemble 
those worn by their barbarian an- 
cestors. Those who use them are not 
necessarily barbarians; but the fact 
only shows that the love of orna- 
ment is inherent in human nature, 
while its manifestations take on the 
various phases of the increased cul- 
ture of the time. 

A lady who wears bracelets and 
ear-rings would be shocked by the

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Traveling Art 


The circulation to smaller com- 
munities of works of art to the value 
of $1,000,000 annually from the col- 
lections of The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, New York City, by The Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts, was an- 
nounced recently from its national 
headquarters, 1262 New Hampshire 
Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C 

The agreement signed by the 
Federation and the Museum provides 
for a series of traveling exhibitions, 
each to be circulated for a period of 
twenty-one months, the first of which 
will be available for display in early 
1951. They will be offered to those 
museums, art departments of col- 
leges and other educational institu- 
tions with small budgets and to com- 
munities without extensive museum 
or collection facilities, throughout the 
United States and Canada. Thus por- 
tions of one of the wealthiest art col- 
lections in the world will be brought 
to a wide public. 

The signing of the agreement 1s 
furtherance of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum’s established policy of making 
its collections more and more avail- 
able to the greatest number of people 
throughout the United States and 
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Canada. As Francis Henry Taylor, 
its director, pointed out, “This ac- 
tion of the Metropolitan is an ex- 
pansion of the Trustees’ present 
policy of making its reserve collec- 
tions more useful.’”’ The museum will 
continue its short term and long term 
loans to the various museums, as 
well as exhibitions now being circu- 
lated through the Board of Educa- 
tion to the senior and junior high 
schools of greater New York. 

The American Federation of Arts 
has been one of the principle agen- 
cies in the United States for the cir- 
culation of exhibitions since its 
founding in 1909. It cireulated last 
year approximately sixty exhibitions 
to institutions all over the country 
and has circulated a total of 2,000 
exhibitions, including many from 
other countries, since it sent, in 1909, 
on national tour the first exhibition 
of original works of art to be circu- 
lated in this country. Because of its 
work in the field of art as a national 
association for some 400 art muse- 
ums and other institutions and art 
associations throughout the country, 
the Federation has been designated 
for some time as a member of the 

. S. National Commission for 
UNESCO.

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Federation’s Exhibition Committee, 
in commenting on this agreement, 
said “The Federation’s Board of 
Trustees has been working towards 
making art available to the people 
throughout the United States and 
not just those in a few large cities. 
The Metropolitan is to be congratu- 
lated on its generosity in making 
available to hundreds of thousands 
of people in average communities the 
opportunity to enjoy their treasures.” 

The curators of the Metropolitan 
and representatives of the Exhibition 
Committee of the Federation are 
actively engaged at this time in 
choosing the material, which is be- 
ing selected by a joint committee of 
the two organizations. The first ser- 
ies of the exhibitions, along with 
dates they will be released for tour, 
are listed in a separate section of the 
annual spring catalog of AFA Travel- 
ing Exhibitions. The series includes 
ten exhibitions, ranging from Greek 
and Roman material down to modern 
works of art and includes sculpture 
and other forms of art as well as 
paintings.

Rare Find 
in Boston Museum 


A magnificent unknown master- 
piece by the Italian artist Tintoretto 
has been discovered-in this country, 
and was placed on public exhibition 
recently at the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. Director G. H. Edgell 
said that the painting, a large scene 
of the Nativity, had been the gift 
some time ago of Quincy Adams 
Shaw of Boston. Its surface had 
been so darkened by soot and over- 
paint that it was impossible to identi- 
fy the artist. X-ray and chemical 
tests were made, and museum experts 
worked eighteen months patiently 
clearing away to the original paint 
surface. The remarkable beauty of 
the figures and the rich colors found 
there have caused experts to attri- 
bute the painting to the Venetian 
master Tintoretto. 

In the opinion of W. G. Constable, 
Curator of Paintings at the Boston 
Art Museum, it is one of the finest 
works by Tintoretto in this country. 
He dates it on stylistic grounds 
about 1570 or a little later. The 
painting, which measures 61 by 138% 
inches, represents the scene of the 
Nativity with the Virgin Mary, St. 
Anne, St. Joseph and a shepherd 
adoring the Christ Child. In the 
background is a distant view of the 
Annunciation to the Shepherds and a 
glimpse of the approaching Magi.

and civic leaders. Similarly the study 
of the rise and fall of post offices (a 
current enterprise here) may be im- 


plemented through examining the 
Wisconsin post office letterheads. 
Original biographical material, 
where not available elsewhere, may 
appear in the letterhead collection— 
for example, it has been noted that 
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the names of some important but little 
known Wisconsinites appear over a pe- 
riod of years on letterheads of a va- 
riety of private and governmental or- 
ganizations. Thus the collection may 
give clues to the activities of a bio- 
graphical subject. Also it is possible 
to trace administrative development, 
personnel changes, and so forth of 
these organizations. Then, too, a study 
of lithographing, engraving, illustrat- 
ing, and advertising methods should 
be aided and abetted through the let- 
terheads. Lastly, as already men- 
tioned, the use of the letterheads for 
display purposes is important—espe- 
cially here at the Society where the 
Museum staff is constantly on the 
prowl for original show case material. 


These assertions on the use of our 
letterheads can possibly be buttressed 
by acloser look at the collection itself. 
The State Treasury Department cor- 
respondence file—from which our let- 
terhead collection so far has been de- 
rived—until about thirty years ago, 
when several administrative agencies 
began taking over functions of consti- 
tutional offices, received mail from all 
manner and class of Wisconsin people. 
Nearly every family head in the state 
from the governor, most prominent fi- 
nancier, or industrialist to the latest 
Norwegian immigrant had business 
with the State Treasurer generally 
concerning remittances, and sales, or 
taxes. Evidences, including the re- 
lated correspondence, of all these 
transactions were retained. Hence the 
State Historical Society has inherited 
letters written during the past cen- 
tury by a good many, and a good cross 
section at that, of Wisconsin people. 
Supplemented by letterheads from the 
files of other state offices, business 
organizations, and local government 
agencies, the Society’s letterhead col- 
lection will probably eventually repre- 
sent a kaleidoscopic view of Wisconsin 
history. 


Now for a few random items from 
the many found in the letterheads that 
have drawn our attention. Some gov- 
ernmental agencies are established on 
a very insecure basis and exist on a 
shaky legislative margin. Seldom is 
this insecurity reflected in the letter- 
head. The Wisconsin Prohibition Com- 
mission, however, struggling for its 
life during the twenties against a hos- 
tile and uncooperative public sought 
to defend its position by announcing 
on its letterheads that “A State Un- 
able to Enforce Its Laws Cannot Long 
Exist.” : 


Until fairly recently many state let- 
terheads included pictures of state ed- 
ifices—the Capitol, the University, 
prisons, asylums, and other public 
buildings. Some of these reproduc- 
tions are particularly valuable because 
of the dearth of illustrations on some 
of the old buildings which have been 
altered, razed, or destroyed by fire. 
Private buildings long extinct from 
memory or written record—such as 
hotels, banks, business concerns, lum- 
ber mills, and factories—are also pic- 
tured on the letterheads. 


Representations of the state seal at 
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one time embellished most of the state 
office letterheads especially in the last 
century. The seal has attracted quite 
a little interest because of the many 
variations of it, often used at the 
same time, by different state agencies. 
Along with a shield, a horn of plenty, 
a badger, and other illustrative mat- 
ter—the state seal includes two hu- 
man figures representing the main 
Wisconsin population makeup.

Most county and local government 
officials had, and many of them still 
have, other occupational interests. In 
fact the civil duties were generally a 
mere sideline. So some of their letter- 
heads, although they will reveal the 
pertinent official information if one 
looks closely enough, advertised main- 
ly their business affairs—usually law 
and real estate but. also lumber, gen- 
eral merchandise, drugs, hardware, 
and so forth. The names of county 
and other local government officials 
even where they do not have other 
business often appear so prominently 
on letterheads as to obscure the iden- 
tification of the office. The idea that 
the office belongs to the man and not 
the man to the office has taken a long 
time to disappear—it is still quite vis- 
ible ‘where local government is con- 
cerned. 

Personal, professional, business, and - 
industrial letterheads make up most 
of the collection, have greater variety, 
and consequently hold the larger share 
of our interest. Classification of these 
“private” letterheads has been very 
difficult because of the overlapping 
occupations and especially the fact 
that in the early days many people 
were engaged in a variety of business 
all of which were listed on the letter- 
head.

The profusion of items of interest is ae 
found in the private letterheads defy Fee ene. 
adequate description. Some samples 
may give a general idea of what they 
contain. The belated introduction of 
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the automobile in letterhead illustra- 
tion, for instance, is interesting. Au- 
tomobiles became common objects, at 
least for those important enough to 
have letterkeads about 1900. Yet, gen- 
erally speaking, nothing but horse 
drawn vehicles with the exception of 
an occasional tramcar would appear 
in the foreground cf illustrations of 
hotels, banks, manufacturing estab- 
lishments and other places of business 
until about 1907. Even then they were 
kept very much in the background. 
Automobiles in the early days were 
veritable symbols of instability and 
lack of conservatism and dignity and 
perhaps solid business concerns did 
not wish to have them figure in their 
advertising. However, in the early 
twenties when automobiles became re- 
spectable, some business organizations 
permitted an occasional illustration of 
a limousine on their letterheads—stol- 
idly parked at the entrance to the 
building in what today is definitely 
the “no parking zone.” A letterhead 
dated in 1914, of a Wisconsin automo- 
bile company about which little is 
known, also turned up. 


Insurance companies and_ banks 
sought naturally to inspire confidence 
in the stability of their institutions. 
Assurance of financial stability finds 
its way onto their letterheads by 
words and statistics often supplement- 
ed with an imposing picture of the in- 
domitable and indestructible home of- 
fice building or perhaps a steady so- 
ber-minded official. One bank, prob- 
ably smarting under vicious gossip, 
had printed the following curt intelli- 
gence under the picture of the edifice 
on the letterhead: “Building owned by 
the Bank.” Insurance companies were 
partial to symbolic illustrations of 
their protective power. Atlas supports 
the world in one, the Rock of Gibral- 
tar is displayed in another, Revolu- 
tionary Minutemen, Warriors girded 
for battle, and an Indian brave:stand- 
ing guard over his adoring family— 
illustrate others. “Scare” advertising 
was not unknown to insurers a cen- 
tury ago either. For example, one 
company’s letterhead: shows a sailor 
clinging desperately to a piece of 
wreckage in a tossing sea. He is gaz- 
ing wistfully at an inset image of his 
family and fireside under which is 
the legend “They are provided for.” 


Touches of the political scene are 
scattered thinly throughout the letter- 
heads. Lincoln’s picture appears on a 
letterhead for 1860; Grant and Colfax 
are advertised in 1868; and political 
slogans and party planks find room 
on letterheads from time to time. Dur- 
ing the Civil War many letterheads 
were adorned with flags, eagles, car- 
icatures of the enemy, and: slogans— 
such as “Trust Our Generals” and 
“Death to Traitors.” 


If this rather sketchy description of 
our letterhead collecting activities 
stirs up a little interest in this neg- 
lected but worthwhile field, we of the 
State Historical Society of Wisconsin 
will be sufficiently rewarded. Any- 
body who has any suggestions or in- 
formation to contribute on the subject 
is welcome, nay urged, to correspond 
with us or make himself heard 
through this magazine. 
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Electric Clocks and Ship Chronometers 


In CHAMBER'S JOURNAL, March 2, 1861

A short time ago, having a few 
hours to spend in Liverpool after a 
morning’s business, we were kindly 
offered the conduct of a friend over 
the various places of interest. Now, 
having lately found, on expressing 
a wish to see some of the instruments 
in a royal observatory, that strict 
orders have recently been issued 
from government absolutely prohibit- 
ing the admission of strangers to 
those institutions, we were very 
glad to avail ourselves of an oppor- 
tunity of renewing an acquaintance 
with some of the subjects of our 
Cambridge studies. To the Observa- 
tory, accordingly, we went. After 
going along the Prince’s Dock, we 
emerge on an open space by the side 
of the river, and, near the water’s 
edge, observe a very unpretending- 
looking building, with a small dome 
at the top, and also a weather-cock 
with some other apparatus about it, 
giving it the resemblance of a toy 
wind-mill. _This, connected with an 
apparatus inside, is the anemometer, 
which indicates and registers the

force and direction of the wind for 
all times of the day and night. This 
This. is first shewn to us and ex- 
plained by the kindness of the astron- 
omer, Mr. Hartnup. 

Our attention is next directed to a 
clock which has the appearance of 
an ordinary astronomical clock. And 
so it is. It goes mean time, and is 
every day regulated in accordance 
with the transit observations, so that 
at any moment its accuracy can 
depended on within one or two tenths 
of a second. Beside it is a galvano- 
meter — that is, an instrument like 
the face of a telegraph apparatus, 
fitted with two magnetic needles. 
As the second-hand of the clock is 
approaching the minute, we fix our 
eye upon the left-hand needle of the 
galvanometer, keeping our ears open 
to the beats of the pendulum. At 
the instant of the beat, sixty, the 
needle vibrates. Now this, we are 
told, means that the great clock in 
the Town Hall is precisely at the 
minute. In the same way, at the 
twenty-seventh second past the min- 
ute, the other needle vibrates, which 
shews that the clock at the Telegraph 
Office is exactly at the twenty- 
seventh second. These clocks, by a 
remarkable invention recently ‘worked 
out by Mr. R. L. Jones of Chester, 
upon the suggestion of Mr. Hartnup, 
are both controlled by the clock in 

‘the Observatory. The means is an 
electric current. Each, clock, as well 
as the one in the Observatory, is 
fitted with a Baine’s pendulum, and 
at the instant of each beat, a contact 
is made which brings each pendulum 
into electric connection with a small 
battery. By Mr. Jones’s arrange- 
ment, the effect of the electric cur- 
rent is made to accelerate the motion 
of the pendulum of the clock acted 
on, if behind-hand, and to retard it, 
if before. This effect being produced 
at each second, the clock is obliged 
to go accurately with the one in the 
Observatory. We are told that the

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clock in the Town Hall is about one 
hundred years old, and that this 
arrangement was applied to it at 
the expense only of buying an old 
Baine’s pendulum for £7 at a nautical 
store, fitting it with Mr. Jones’s 
apparatus, and laying down the wires 
for electrical communications. ‘The 
advantage which this arrangement 
possesses over other similar applica- 
tions of electricity, consists in the 
fact of the clocks having their inde- 
pendent motion, which enables them 
to go on, should anything interfere 
with the electric current. Besides, 
the electric current required is ex- 
tremely weak. 

We confess we should like to see 
this remarkable invention brought 
into more extensive operation. 
No doubt, if mankind in gen- 
eral were to come to reckon their 
time in tenths of seconds, the phen- 
omenon would be as remarkable as 
the circumstance of a gang of roughs 
dividing their time into ‘quarters’ of 
an hour appears to an acute detec- 
tive. Still, if we know that a great 
clock in a town is to be depended on 
within some tenths of a second, it 
is a’ fortiori to be depended on with- 
in any appreciable time. But sup- 
posing for a moment that men were 
so impressed with the value of time 
as to consider a clock going right 
within two-tenths of a second a val- 
uable acquisition — say as valuable 
as the possession of water or 
gas in a house—it is a curious re-

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MARIA CLOUD’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


Maria Cloud, a favorite doll of Ann Thomas, well-known New York actress. 


My Dear Editor: 


At the insistence of the lady I 
live with I am sitting down to this 
strange, new fangled instrument, cal- 
led a typewriter, to brag about my- 
self. It seems that I am unusual and 
I am sending along my portrait to 
prove it. This portrait was taken 
for Friends Magazine about two 
years ago. The other girl in the 
picture is a member of the younger 
generation, (pink luster china doll 
with corkscrew curls) nice enough 


I guess but her kind of beauty would 
never have gotten by in my day. 

You see, 1 don’t quite know when 
I was born, around 1700 I guess but 
I do know the name of my original 
owner and they believe me to be one 
of the three oldest dolls in the United 
States. Certainly my claim to being 
the first doll in the State of Dela- 
ware has never been questioned. I 
took a prize once in the State of 
Delaware but my memory fails me as 
to what the prize was or what ever 
became of it. 


My original owner was a little girl 
named Maria Cloud whose name I 
now bear. Maria Cloud turned out to 
be an ancestor of a now very famous 
lady, Anne Parrish who writes won- 
derful books, such as “Floating 
Island” which is all about a doll’s 
house family, and really important 
novels such as “The Perennial Bach- 
elor,” “Poor Child” and “Clouded 
Star.” I belonged for many years 
to Miss Parrish’s mother and lived in 
her fine old house at Claymont, Dela- 
ware. Shortly before Mrs. Parrish 
died I was packed into a shoe box 
and brought to New York City and 
given to Ann Thomas. Miss Thomas 
is an actress as well as a doll collec- 
tor and therefore seems to be im- 
bued with the spirit of a “Stage 
Mother,” so she insisted on my writ- 
ing this letter to you. 

On April 22, I was taken to the 
National Doll and Toy Collector’s 
Club Annual Luncheon at the Hotel 
Statler in New York City and entered 
in a doll contest. I can tell you I 
was pretty proud when I took first 
prize. There were so many lovely 
dolls there that when my name was 
called I would have danced a jig if I ' 
thought I could have made it. 


People are funny, I guess. There 
I was — 250 years old — my poor 
old dress separating with age — my 
hair gone years ago somewhere in 
the State of Delaware — no under- 
wear (I still have cherry bark on my 
poor old jointed hips) and yet when 
it came to handing out first prize — 
I won. 

I had hopes of getting a new dress 
one of these decades but those doll 
collector people scream emphatically 
“No!” every time the subject comes 
up so I guess I’ll have to be satisfied 
with my beautiful new possession, a 
lovely bright blue ribbon with gold 
letters on it that tells the world I 
won First Prize on April 22, 1950.

MORE “FAVORITES” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


From northern Vermont, near the Canadian border, 
came these buttons, — four of the many “Favorites” 
belonging to Mrs. Florence Holt Gibson. While Mrs. 
Gibson specializes in “Jenny Linds” and “Horses’ 
Heads,” she is always interested, as I am also, in odd, 
curious or unusual buttons, of whatever material or 
classification. These four “Favorites,” ‘while entirely 
different from each other, are alike in that they qualify 
as members of the “Unusual Class.” 

No. 1 is a fascinating little Button Box of white 
bone, with cover of inlaid horn (?), colored to resemble 
tortoise-shell. It is proof that at least a few “realistic 
Object Buttons” were made long before the days of 
plastic Goofies. 

No..2 — This drawing had to be considerably en- 
larged, since the button itself. is only nine-sixteenths 
of an inch across. It is pressed brass with tinted back- 
ground, tin back. It seems reasonable to suppose that 
the words “Speed on to Manchester” have reference to 
the Manchester Ship Canal, which connects the city of 
Manchester (England) with the Irish Sea. This famous 
waterway, which was officially opened on May 2\1st, 
1894, was of enormous value in aiding and encouraging 
the industrial growth of the city. It is 35% miles long, 
120 feet wide, 28 feet deep, and cost $78,000,000. Its 
opening was an “event” at which Queen Victoria pre- 
sided, and one which was plainly worthy of being com- 
memorated. 

No. 3 shows a Warrior’s Head, rendered in bronze- 
finished brass. The background consists of two parts: 
a border of smoked pearl with incised decoration, and 
a flat back of iridescent pearl. Steel studs and the shank 


of the button, (which is attached to the Warrior’s Head) 
hold the parts together. I will not attempt to identify 
the Warrior, for though his helmet has pseudo-Classical 
pretensions, I fear he is a Barbarian!! But he is very 
effective on a button, none the less. 

No. 4 is made of Black Glass, flat, with raised de- 
sign inside a heart-shaped recess. It is rich in symbols: 
the Cross, the Anchor and the Dove (?). The flower 
is small and indeterminate, — it may be purely for orna- 
ment. But it would be interesting to know whether or 
not the combined symbols have any special significance. 

Such buttons as these speak for themselves. They 
are intriguing even when little is known about them; 
any information or speculations provide added interest, 
and create the kind of discussion sometimes needed to 
keep hobbyists alert. And let me say once more: it is 
possible to discover something interesting about almost 
any button, or type of button, if you really try! And it 
is better fun to appreciate one’s own buttons, however 
modest, than to be a looker-on at the (perhaps) museum 
collections of other folk. To retain interest in any 
hobby, its followers must feel that they have a share 
in it; the authentic thrill which makes a hobby worth- 
while comes oftenest to those who participate in person. 

I would like to take this opportunity of thanking 
the many hobby friends who expressed their sympathy 
on learning of the death of my mother. Since I have 
long advocated hobby interest as a means of combating 
sorrow and depression, I am now trying to follow my 
own advice. My mother enjoyed her hobbies so much 
that my father and I are trying to retain our interest 
in them, as we know she would want us to. We are 
deeply grateful to our friends for their help. 
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BUTTONS OF FABRIC

There are records of cloth covered 
buttons having been made for the 
past several hundred years, but col- 
lectors do not find too many attrac- 
tive examples for their button trays. 
Perhaps this is because so few of 
the better ones survived. The cloth 
wore off or looked shabby, leaving 
only the metal or wooden shell be- 
neath, so the buttons were discarded. 
Careful searching and sorting will 
bring some of these buttons to light, 
for a few of them are generally 
mixed in with the miscellaneous ac- 
cumulations occasionally given to 
collectors. 

The button makers of England 
were doing a big business in cloth 
and thread covered types at the 
close of the seventeenth century. Mr. 
Sanders of Birmingham invented the 
cloth covered button with iron shank 
and his oldest son improved this in 
1825 by substituting the cloth or 
flexible shank through which the 
needle could be passed in any direc- 
tion. 

The fancy silk button was patented 
in 1887 by William Elliott and was 
followed by buttons of satin, velvet,

and other rich materials. A _ little 
later a more solid type appeared with 
a heavy corded edge to prevent fray- 
ing. Other cloth buttons were made 
from woven or wrapped thread, 
from linen, or had a covering of 
crochet. 

In the United States in the 1820’s 
at Waterbury, Connecticut and East- 
hampton, Massachusetts the Haydens 
and Samuel Williston were making 
cloth covered and silk twist buttons. 
The business increased steadily dur- 
ing the next decade and _ brought 
wealth to a number of residents in 
that section of the country. 

By the middle seventies, row upon 
row of cloth covered buttons were 
used for trimming. In the United 
States alone the industry was valued 
at two million dollars. Not only 
were great numbers turned out in 
the factories but thousands were 
made at home. Home made buttons 
were fashioned in two ways. ‘rhe 
cloth was sewed over a wooden mold 
or, when these were not readily 
available, buttons were contrived by 
twisting bits of cloth into a circular 
shape and then smoothed and covered 
with a finer material. Many seam- 
stresses were adept at this and were 
proud of their hand turned buttons. 

Wooden molds were not commonly 
used for commercially-made buttons 
because the covering of these was 
too slow and clumsy a process for 
the quantities turned out in com- 
merce. Thin iron shells were prefer- 
red to the wooden molds. 

The upper shell of commercially 
manufactured buttons, as described 
by a writer in 1877, was made by a 


. descending punch that cut out small 


circular discs and punched them in 
a hemispherical shape. The second 
part was known as the collet. Inas-

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ton, it was japanned. Inside the col- 
let was placed a small canvas piece 
of cloth which protruded through an 
opening in the collet to form a tuft 
or flexible shank by which the but- 
ton was sewed on the garment. A 
filler was made of pasteboard, also 
cut into shape by machinery. 

In old button boxes one occasion- 
ally finds a beautiful cloth button 
having birds, flowers, or the head of 
a famous person embroidered on it. 
Very rare are those with old fash- 
ioned figures or floral patterns 
painted on them. Some of the cloth 
buttons with metal back are marked 
Paris for the city in which they were 
manufactured. One has a satin face 
embossed with a leaf design, another 
is fine velvet covering, and still an- 
other of these Paris buttons has a 
black satin wide border inset with a 
smokey pearl center. 

Very attractive are the corded 
cloth buttons enhanced by fancy 
stitchery and embroidered with a few 
beads. Sometimes the entire top sur- 
face was covered with beads Many 
of these were thread backs. Metal 
rims of conventional design had 
small velvet or. woven cloth center, 
giving the impression of a dainty 
flower. A six pointed button was 
drawn with gold or silver thread and 
covered by metallic fabric. The var- 
iety was seemingly endless. Crocheted 
buttons were both home and factory 
made, and their shapes and sizes 
were many. 

A tray of fabric covered buttons 
can include painted, embroidered, 
beaded, braided, corded, thread back, 
and many other examples; and they 
are well worth collecting.

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When Antiques Were Being Originated 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


On the days when Robert Dudley, 
Earl of Leicester, was thinking dur- 
ing most of his waking hours when 
he might become the husband of 
Queen Elizabeth, he was Master of 
Kenilworth Castle which was one of 
England’s great show places and the 
scene of most of the action in ‘*Kenil- 
worth,” that one of the Waverly 
Novels rated by many as the best of 
Scott’s historical works. 

Kenilworth, in elaborate external 
setting, offered an interior not less 
beautiful in very detail. This is evi- 
denced by the following list of the 
princely furnishings that were ad- 
mittedly the handsomest things avail- 
able during the reign of Queen Eliza- 
bet in the 1580s. 

The castle contained eleven down 
beds and ninety feather beds in addi- 
tion to thirty-seven mattresses. Ob- 
viously the Earl of Leicester was 
prepared to provide ample sleeping 
comfort for the Queen and her fol- 
lowers — lords and ladies — on the 
occasion of the Royal visit in 1575, 
a festival which offered the Earl his 
last opportunity to suggest matri- 
mony to the Virgin Queen. 

The following is descriptive of one 
of the finest of the Kenilworth bed- 
steads. It was inventoried as “a bed- 
stead of walnut tree, toppe fashion, 
the pillers redd and varnished, with 
tester and single vallance of crim- 
sun sattin, paned with a broad border 
vf bone lace of gold and silver. The 
tester was richlie ambrothered with 
a garland of hoppes, roses and pome- 
—_— and lyned with buckerom.” 

te. 

“On the bed was a crymson sattin 
counterpointe, quilted and embr. with 
a golde twiste and lyned with red 
sarsanet, being in length iij yards 
good, and in breath iij yards scant.” 

In the same room was “a carpet 
for cupboard of crymson sattin, em- 
brothered with a border of goulde 
twist about iij parts of it fringed 
with silek and goulde, lyned with 
Bruges sattin, in length ij yards and 
ij bredths of sattin.” 

There were chairs suitably splendid 
to go with the wonder bed: “a chaier 
of crimson velvet, the seate and 
backe partlie embrothered with R. L. 
(Robert Leicester) in cloth of goulde, 
the bears and ragged staffs in clothe 
of silver, garnished with lace and 
fringe of goulde, silver and crimson 
silck. The frame covered with velvet, 


bound about the edge with goulde 
lace and studded with gilte nailes.” 

Too, there were a “square stoole 
and a foote stoole of crimson velvet, 
fringed and garnished suteable.” 

“There were ten velvet carpets for 
tables and windows, forty-nine Tur- 
key carpets for floors and thirty-two 
cloth carpets. Among them a great 
Turquoy carpet, the ground blew 
with a list of yelloe at each end, 
being in length x yards, in breath 
iiijj wards and a quarter. A long 
carpet of blew cloths, lyned with 
Bruges sattin, fringed with silck and 
goulde.” 

Ameng other things there were, “a 
cabonett of crimson sattin richlie 
embr. with a device of hunting the 
stagg in goulde, silver and silck. Al- 
so another cabonett of purple velvet 
and a desk of red leather, a chess 
boards of ebonie with checkers of 
christall and other stones. A great 
brasson candlestick to hang in the 


‘roof of the house, verie fayer and 


curiously wrought, with xxiiij branch- 
es, xij great and xij of lesser size, 
6 rowlers and ij wings for the spread 
eagle, xxiiij socketts for candells, xij 
greater and xij of lesser sorts, xxiiij 
saucers or candle-cupps of like pro- 
portion to put verie finely and arti- 
ficiallie done.” 

Among some of the inventoried 
smaller pieces of Kenilworth’s valued 
acquisitions were the following: 

“A  salte, ship-fashion, of the 
mother of pearle, garnished with sil- 
ver and diverse works, warlike en- 
gines and ornaments with xvj pieces 
of ordinance, two suckers on the 
foreparts and on the stearns the im- 
age of Dame Fortune standing on a 
globe with a flag in her hand.” 

“A gilte-salte like a swaan, mother 
of pearle.” 

“A George on horseback, of wood, 
painted and gilte, with a case for 
knives in the tayle of the horse and 
a case of cyster knives in the breast 
of the dragon.” 

“A perfuming pann of silver.” 

“A green barge-cloth, embroidered 
with white lions and bearers.” 

These pieces -as mentioned and de- 
scribed above may serve to give 
present day readers some idea of 
what sort of ornamentatal features 
were highly valued for the adorn- 
ment of the rooms of the early Eng- 
lish castles and it will be noted that 
many items have since served as 
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models that modern craftsmen have 
copied. 

The Earl of Leicester may have 
stood at the head of those who sought 
to lead in interior decorations, calcu- 
lated to set the pace for the nobility. 
But Leicester’s unlimited expendi- 
tures to this end failed quite to win 
the hand of the very smart Queen 
Elizabeth who had this elegant gentle- 
man accurately sized despite his 
tactful approaches and his carefully 
covered indiscretions. 

A verse from an epitaph that was 
more pertinent than complimentary 
gives an idea of the popular rating 
of his character: 

“Here lies a valiant warrior 
Who never drew a sword; 
Here lies a noble courtier 
Who never kept his word.”

Since the pleasure of acquiring a taste for fine art 
metals is easily attained, enthusiasts can be inspired, by 
one day at an art museum, to collect objects of art with 
real permanent value. Enamels definitely belong in this 
category. For those who find plain metals—brass, bronze, 
copper and silver, interesting—but lacking in color, enamel 
is the answer. One does not need to travel far to acquire 
good pieces of these metals. Outstanding pieces of enamel 
—Chinese, French, Russian—have been made available tc 
collectors through HOBBIES, and reputable, well-estab- 
lished antiques dealers have many excellent examples to 
offer the sincere observer. The glow and new beauty that 
come to an old, dirty cloisonné bow] when it has been prop- 
erly cleaned is a thrill to excite any art-lover’s fancy. 
However, not too much emphasis can be placed on the 
words, “properly cleaned.” Many precious pieces of art 
metal continue to be defaced by improper cleaning, bur- 
nishing and “scouring.” 

The general term enamels is applied to objects of 
which the principal decoration consists of this material— 
a vitreous glaze or combination of vitreous glazes fused on 
a metallic surface—usually gold, silver or copper. This is 
an art of great antiquity. 


The ancient Egyptians and Assyrians achieved their 
greatest work in enameling upon pottery and brick. From 
the subsequent Greek and Roman civilization, many ex- 
quisite pieces of enameled jewelry have been found. From 
the 6th to the 9th century a number of fine gold and 
bronze ornaments, horse-trappings and shields have been 
discovered of Celtic and Saxon makers. The close resem- 
blance of method, style, design and color would suggest 
that from Ireland the art was transferred to Byzantium. 

It flourished there for several centuries. When con- 


sidering the Byzantine works of art, mention should be 


made of the enamels, the gold and silver vessels. These 
are among their original creations. Their work indicates 
an accent on wealth and luxury. Since the materials were 
costly and admired, their own particular, qualities were 
never destroyed. The color, texture and luminosity of the 
materials were emphasized. As a result of the various 
crises through which the Byzantine Empire passed, the 
art did not constantly flourish. The chief art periods are: 


First Golden Age—518-610 (pre-Justinian period and 
the Justinian period. 

Second Golden Age—867-1025 (Macedonian dynasty). 

Fourteenth Century—1261-1453 (Paleologue dynasty). 


The finest metal work was produced during the Sec- 
ond Golden Age. Of the earliest period, the most interest- 
ing objects were small vessels from Monza. Early silver 
plates from Syria were of outstanding quality, and par- 
ticularly interesting Cyprus plates with pastoral scenes 
have come to one of the principal museums in our country. 

The next great application of these kinds of enamel- 
ing was at Cologne, in Germany. In the Rhenish province 
surrounding Cologne there are many shrines of magnifi- 
cent conception. From here the secrets of the craft were 
taken to Limoges, France, where the greatest activity was 
displayed. In the 13th century, the finest enamel workers 
belonged to the ateliers in this section of southwest France. 
The big classical period of Limoges extended from the be- 
ginning of the 16th century to about 1580. Then began 
the decline, with artists becoming more and more commer- 
cial. It is often asked why French enamel work became 
localized in the Limoges country. This section of France 
was always noted for its richness in precious metals—gold 
mines were even exploited, lead, iron, tin and copper were 
also found. This abundance of primary materials is, in 
itself, enough to explain why this region became the real 
enamel center. Limoges enamels can be divided into two 
main groups: those with enameled figures on a plain 
background, and those with plain figures on an enameled 
background. 

During the 16th century, the artists of India came in 
contact with European art through the activities of Jesuit 
missionaries. There seemed to exist the mixture of Per- 
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sian, Hindu and European elements which was character- 
istic of the school at the end of the 16th century. The 
metalsmiths of Punjab, a province of northwest India, 
carried on the native tradition even more closely, using old 
Indian legends as their subject matter. Stylized flowers 
and scrolls, with much fine-line detail, were used in cre- 
ating intricate designs for superior pieces of enameled 
metals. The colors were vivid, with no shading. 

Limoges enamels were taken to China by Jesuit mis- 
sionaries and copied there, and the craft developed on the 
same lines as the Limoges enamels in France. Although 
the Chinese were most highly skilled in the working of 
bronzes and other metals, there appears to have been no 
development of the art of enameling until the 13th cen- 
tury. During the T’ang dynasty, A. D. 618-906, China, 
through contact with Byzantine civilization, first learned 
the art of enameling on metal. Though rare examples oc- 
cur in the Sung period, 906-1280, it was not until the 
Yuan and Ming dynasties, 1280-1644, that their gem-like 
color range was fully appreciated. The use of glass enam- 
els on metal is one of the few arts which seem to have 
been discovered and appreciated first in the West. The 
Yuan dynasty (Mongolian) favored this ingenuity, the 
Ming still more, but never attained the heights it reached 
in Russia or in Italy during the Renaissance. The Golden 
Age of Russian Art, the 15th century, is marked by so 
much grace that some scholars attempt to ascribe it to 
Italian influence. Metal work was turned out for centuries 
at Novgorod and Tule. 

Learning about the art of a people helps one to under- 
stand the hearts of a people, and such understanding 
helps to enrich one’s own life. The great pageant of mi- 
nute metal arts, as it has come down through the ages, 
fills one with that enthusiasm and love for the beautiful 
which has always influenced the lives of men. 

In China, the rich effects obtained with cloisonné 
enamels appealed especially to the Ming taste, and most 
of the finer work belongs to this period. It is distin- 
guished by a certain luminosity and purity in the colors 
obtained, a charm which later disappeared — when the 
cloisons were less beautiful and finely made—the colors 
harder and denser in effect. Aside from the incredibly 
rich output in ceramics, both the Ming and the Ch’ing 
dynasties, 1368-1911, produced a wealth of ornate objects 
in cloisonné as well as other enamels. There are authentic 
examples of this art that must date back at least to the 
T’ang dynasty, 618-906; however, so far as is known at 
present, the sequence of Chinese enamels with which we 
are acquainted, begins only in the Yuan period, 1280- 
1368; and the earliest recorded marks belong to the reign 
of the last emperor of that dynasty, 1341-1368. The great 
period of production is certainly that of the Ming dynasty, 
1368-1644. The Ming enamels, bold in design, with depth 
and purity of color, were never surpassed in later epochs. 
The two shades of blue, a dark lapis-lazuli tone and a pale 
sky-blue with a slight tinge of green, are particularly out- 
standing. The red is of dark coral tint and the yellow full- 
bodied and pure. The black and white enamels are the 
least successful in the cloisonné method; the black very. 
shallow and dull—the white clouded and muddy. The 
Ch’ien Lung dynasty, 1736-1795, was marked by a further 
perfection of technique, but with the loss of much of the 
vigor of design and color that distinguished the products 
of earlier periods. Though enamel and cloisonné manu- 
facture reached a high degree of perfection under the 
Manchus—the Ch’ing dynasty, 1644-1911, the craft be- 
came more stereotyped and mechanical. Modern enamels, 
chiefly imitations of older work, are more hurriedly made, 
not so well finished, and with a tendency to over-elabora- 
tion and prettiness. 

From the technical point of view, Chinese enamels 
fall into three categories — Cloisonne, Champlevé and 
Painted. The technique varies little from that employed 
in western countries. 

Clotsonné.—In cloisonneé, the outlines of practically 
every detail of the design are defined with narrow bands 
or ribbons of metal—copper, silver, gold—soldered edge- 
wise to the metal foundation—in China, usually brass or 
bronze—covering the entire surface to be decorated, with 
shallow cells sometimes called cloisons; however, this term 
is more correctly used to designate the bands themselves. 
These are then filled with the enamel colors, ground to 
fine powder, moistened and tightly packed into their re- 
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spective cells. The firing of these pieces is usually done 
in an open courtyard—the charcoal fire being regulated 
by men standing by the fire with large fans in their 
hands. Because of shrinkage of the enamel, this process 
must be repeated several times. When the entire surface 
is satisfactorily covered, it is ground down to an even 
texture with pumice stone and polished with charcoal. 


Though some of the early cloisonné work is somewhat 
crude in character—with minute pitting in the enamels, 
these defects do not appreciably detract from the artistic 
value of these enamels; in some instances they serve as a 
clue to their identification. 


In 1680, Emperor K’ang Hsi (1662-1722) established 
a series of imperial factories and brought about a great 
revival of art industries. Some outstanding enamels were 
produced at that time. Fine sets of incense vessels of 
cloisonné enamel were made for presentation to the numer- 
ous Buddhist temples in and around Peking. The forms of 
ancient bronze vessels were revived, with the addition of 
enrichments in enamel. 


The style of this reign persisted during that of Yung 
Cheng (1723-1735) and the long period on the throne oc- 
cupied by Ch’ien Lung (1736-1795). All through these 
periods, the enamels were marked by a further perfection 
of technique. 


The Japanese, as well as the Chinese, have produced 
some splendid examples of cloisonné enamel on porcelain. 
The intricate designs and colors of the more superior ob- 
jects of art are highly pleasing and indicate great skill. 
Rarest of all, are the magnificent pieces of Chinese cloi- 
sonné on glass, with their well-defined patterns of fine 
line detail. Modern Japanese artists have modified the 
cloisonné process with remarkable ingenuity and have 
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produced work of great interest, in which the cloisons are 
sometimes completely veiled, giving the effect of enameled 
porcelain with realistic designs of flowers, foliage, butter- 
flies and scrolls in a wide and almost unrestricted range 
of color. While the skill and ingenuity of technique of 
these developments may be appreciated, it cannot be said 
that in decorative value they compare with the older Chi- 
nese tradition. 

Champleve.—In champleve enamels, cloisons are not 
used. Cells are cut in the plate, leaving a metal line raised 
between them, which forms the outline of the design. The 
pulverized enamel is laid in these cells and then fused; 
later it is filed, then smoothed with a pumice stone and 
polished by means of crocus powder and rouge. This is 
probably the oldest method of enameling known. There is 
no evidence as to the date of its introduction into China. 
It seems that champlevé enamels are of Persian origin. 


Painted Enamels. — The painted enamels of China, 
generally known as Canton enamels, are practically iden- 
tical in technique with the Limoges and other painted en- 
amels of Europe. A ground of opaque enamel, generally 
white, it laid on the metal and on this the colors are su- 
perimposed and fired. The inscription on the earliest 
dates examples of Canton enamel indicates 1723-1735. 
Painting enamels on copper became a flourishing indus- 
try, and Canton enamels were soon more sought after in 
the West than they were in China. 

Art metals, plain and enameled, rate high on any list 
of art objects having the greatest permanent value. All 
collectors soon become enthusiasts—and there is a certain 
added joy and satisfaction in acquiring articles of real 
quality. In this department there are many magnificent 
pieces to choose from. Owners of Enamels collections 
should prize them and learn more about them.

ELECTRIC CLOCKS

We now go upstairs, and are shewn a 
large telescope equatorially mounted. 
As it is a gray afternoon, there is no 
use looking through it. Next we see 
the transit instrument, a small one, 
the telescope being only about three 
or four feet focal length. We are 
told, however, that it is an instru- 
ment of great accuracy, indeed, more 
to be depended on than the great 
transit-circle at Greenwich, because 
in these large instruments. there is 
always an error—and one very diffi- 
cult to appreciate — from the flexure 
produced by its weight. 

Passing by this, in the next room 
is a very interesting apparatus for 
observing the rates of chronometers 
at different temperatures. This is 
similar to an apparatus for the same 
purpose which is in use at Green- 
wich. There is now in course of con- 
struction, in this Observatory at 
Liverpool, an improved apparatus 
for this purpose, which, to render its 
principle intelligible, would require 
a more minute description than we 
can give here. The arrangement at 
present in use has practically very 
well fulfilled its purpose, though the 
new apparatus will give the oppor- 
tunity for observations to be made 
more conveniently and upon a more 
extensive scale. The result is ta as- 
certain the rate of a chronometer at 
any given temperature. The greatest 
practical difficulty which has as yet 
been found in the way of working 
this scheme, has arisen not from any 
deficiency in the apparatus to give 
the result required, but from the re- 
luctance of ship-captains to submit 
their chronometers to a test by which 
all their faults would infallibly be 
discovered. A ship-captain would be 
as willing to doubt the faithfulness 
of his wife as of his chronometer, 
and the difficulty of inducing him to 
submit the matter to a real test is 
almost equally great. This difficulty 
seems, however, in the case of chron- 
ometers, to have been now partly 
overcome; and we believe there are 
now in this Observatory over 100 
chronometers, submitted to the test 
partly by chronometer-makers and 
partly by ship-captains. With regard 
to the former, the Observatory acts 
at once as a register and a market. 
If you want a chronometer for cer- 
tain voyages, you will find here one 
that will go approximately correct 
between the variations of tempera- 
ture in the required latitudes.- The 
ship-captain will find why, though 
provided with a chronometer of very 
excellent workmanship, and which 
never failed him in voyages between 
Liverpool and New York, he yet 
found himself hundreds of miles out 
of his longitude in a voyage round 
the Cape; and if not induced to 
change his chronometer, he will, at 
least in his next voyage across the 
line, pay some attention to his lunar 
distances. 

We take leave of the Observatory 
and its courteous astronomer with 
regret, and only hope our description 
may be read with a tenth of the 
pleasure which the visit gave to us.

The Collecting of Victorian Needlework 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


When I wrote of collecting laces 
in a former article I should have ad- 
ded that most of us will collect the 
handiwork made during the Victorian 
era. Some, of course, will have ex- 
amples of real old lace which we will 
discuss later. However, since most 
of the needlework, even that we still 
do, is based on the patterns and 
stitches that were found in real lace, 
you cannot go far into the study of 
the work of any period without grad- 
ually learning lace and embroidery 
history. 

In this article I want simply to 
give you an illustrated list of some 
of the different kinds of work and 
hope to print similar lists from time 
to time. With these you should be 
able to identify and name the things 
you find for your collection. Each 
one will be discussed as we go along 
so that you will feel familiar with 
that sort of handiwork. 

I am sorry not to be able to help 
the interested persons who have 
written in wanting instruction and 
materials. I couldn’t make the laces 
without much study but I do think 
any of you could if you got books un 
lace making from the libraries. I 
doubt if the old braids are still made. 
Some people have a little that they 
have kept. I’d suggest that everyone 
wanting to buy the braid or sell it 
to do so through the columns of 
HOBBIES 

I don’t know how to make the laces 
or embroideries but being a reporter 
I can tell you about them from the 
sources that I have. 

Illustration No. 1 is a simple and 
clear design in Battenburg lace. Very 
few people know the difference be- 


tween Renaissance and Battenburg 
laces. The same patterns are used 
but in Renaissance the “brides” or 
connecting bars between the tare are 
twisted while in Battenburg all of 
the bars are done in the buttonhole 
stitch with picots. Battenburg is 
simply a modern adaptation of 
tenaissance which originated in 


‘France about the sixteenth century. 


The distinguishing characteristic of 
Battenburg is the use of heavy linen 
or cotton braids or threads for the 
rendering of the designs in point 
lace stitches thus producing in less 
time at much less labor a beautiful 
lace of great durability. Battenburg 
Lace was first introduced at the 
Co!umbian exposition. 

Illustration No. 2 shows two fine 
designs in Point lace. Point lace al- 
ways has great delicacy. The braid 
is narrow and thinly made, applied 
in a continuous pattern inroughout 
the design. Two or three sizes of 
thread are used, fine for over-hand- 
ing and whipping, a finer for the 
lace stitches and a heavier for the 
background stitches. The braid em- 
ployed in our modern adaption of 
these old laces is of machine manu- 
facture while that used in real lace 
was produced by hand. 

Illustration No. 3 illustrates Tat- 
ting in a beautiful and simple design 
as shown in the centerpiece and in 
combination with various lace stitch- 
es as shown in the wheels of the doily. 
Keep a thing seven years and you 
will have a use for it according to 
an old proverb which was quoted by 
a writer of 1890 when she reintro- 
duced to her readers of that date a 
fad that had been popular in the 


‘ today.” 
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1880’s. “This is the era of the reviv- 
al of Tatting” she wrote, “and the 
fashionable occupation of a decade 
ago is the fashonable occupation of 
Well the seven years have 
passed nearly nine times again since 
that was written and many other 
writers have discovered Tatting and 
reintroduced it to their public for 
this odd lace work made entirely 
with shuttles is the nearest thing we 
have today to the real old method of 
making lace. Perhaps, as that writer 
pointed out through the words of an 
ancient poet, the reason Tatting con- 
tinues on and on, if it needed a 
reason other than its beauty, is, be- 
cause, 

“Her hand alone her work can do, 

And she can Tat and Tattle, too.” 

Illustration No. 4 shows a _ very 
pretty Netted doily and I can’t re- 
sist giving you the directions for this 
one because they are so very brief 
assuming that everyone who reads 
knows exactly how to do netting and 
will have no trouble at all in turn- 
ing out that complicated mass of de- 
sign almost as quickly as the writer 
wrote the directions. This is what 
was printed under the picture shown 
here: “One of the simpler arts in 
needlework is netting, which is easy 
to do and inexpensive in the mater- 
ials required. The pretty design 
shown here is made with number 
seventy cotton, sixteen stitches over 
one-quarter inch whalebone, four 
rows over coarse knitting needle; six 
stitches over every other loop—whale- 
bone; eight rows — needle; six every 
other loop — whalebone; two rows — 
needle; skip one, net five, continue 
one round; net three rows. When this 
is done the pattern is darned in with 
the same thread.” Now this is all my 
reference material has given me, so 
far, about netting, which certainly 
sounds and looks fascinating. I’d 
like to try it, if I had a whalebone, 
and some instructions that were ade- 
quate. 
(These short descriptive guides to ident- 
ification of werk will be continued). 


SIMEONE’S ANTIQUES

Mirrors 
In the New York Times 


Save for a few crude examples, 
some of them home-made, there is 
little indication that mirrors were 
made in America to any extent be- 
fore the second half of the eight- 
eenth century. 

Even then, though the silvering 
process might be done here and prob- 
ably was, the glass itself was im- 
ported. 

Although American glass houses 
were early on the scene, they made 
neither the plate glass nor the thin, 
clear mirror glass of a later day. 

After the revolution much French 
glass was imported; and when in 
1812 the unpopular embargo laws in- 
terfered, John Doggett of Roxbury, 
Mass., gallantly stepped into the 
breech for his section of the country 
and quicksilvered native window 
glass. 

A good look at a window pane of 
that period with its undulations and 
sand pits will tell even the most op- 
timistic what kind of mirror resulted. 
Yet they enjoyed an enormous sale. 

But back to the seventeenth cen- 
tury colonist and his “large looking 
glasses” just over in the frail boats 
of less than 200 tons burden. 


These same boats had from the be- 
ginning brought artisans and crafts- 
men of all sorts. Many of the cabinet 
makers were versatile men, able and 
willing to do anything for their 
patrons from taking down and set- 
ting up beds, making and repairing 
furniture, to fashioning the coffins 
for their last journey. 

One is not surprised to find men 
among them who knew how to re- 
silver mirrors, copper wheel-cut a 
design with diamond dust; or make 
and carve a frame. 

“Looking glasses of all sorts,” 
read an advertisement in the Boston 
News Letter, April 25, 1715, “old 
glasses new silvered. Done and sold 
by William Rundle at the sign of the 
cabinet, a looking glass shop in 
Queen street.” Further mirror styles 
had changed. 

The glass was still cast in one 
piece of limited size; but instead of 
the slightly rectangular picture frame 
effect of previous years, long frames 
with two glasses, one above the other, 
were in vogue. They were ‘often elab- 
orately carved as to frame with a 
double cyma curve at the top. 

The upper glass was usuallv 4deco- 
rated with an engraved design, in- 
accurately termed “diamond-cut.” 


Such a mirror was a superior and 
much coveted wall decoration. In 
addition to importing them it became 
the fashion to remodel the old ones. 
Craftsmen, such as James Foddy of 
New York, advertised their willing- 
ness “to alter and amend old looking 
glasses.” 

As the century wore on there were 
undoubtedly men in America capa- 
ble of making just as fine mirrors 
from silvering and cutting the glass 


to carving and gilding the frames, as 
any imported from England or the 
continent. 

But the general public, then as 
now, considered an expert “someone 
from out of town.” 

Consequently, those who could af- 
ford to still looked across the ocean 
for the “newest and neatest fashion” 
in mirrors. 

As late as 1767 the following wail 
of protest appeared in The Boston 
News Letter as part of an adver- 
tisement: “Said Whitting does more 
at present towards manufacturing 
looking glasses than anyone in the 
province, or perhaps on the conti- 
nent, and would be glad of encour- 
agement enough to think it worth 
while to live.”

Castle Hedingham 


In the Bazaar, Exchange & Mart 


Castle Hedingham pottery is known 
to some few collectors and people in 
industrial circles, but to the large 
army of collectors it is unknown, and 
it has been almost totally neglected 
by the writers of textbooks on English 
pottery. 

Castle Hedingham is a romantic lit- 
tle town hidden away in the beautiful 
Colne Valley area of Essex. Here in 
1837 a pottery was founded by old 
Edward Bingham, a potter from Lam- 
beth, who had a son Edward, then 
aged about eight. For many years 
plain pottery was produced. 

After the death of the father, the 
business was continued by the son, but 
trade gradually declined and he had 
to relinquish it. In 1859 he turned 
from molding clay to molding chil- 
dren’s characters, setting up a school 
in the district. 

His heart was in potting, however, 
and before very long he made a fresh 
effort to win success. In 1874, assist- 
ed by his son, Edward William, he 
was manufacturing glazed ware in 
earnest. A great number of curious 
and artistic pieces were produced, and 
rind began to attract favorable atten- 

ion. 

The high watermark of artistic suc- 
cess was about 1894, when Bingham 
exhibited at the Home Art and In- 
dustries Exhibition, at the Albert 
Hall, London. Five years later he re- 
tired, and about 1900 his son sold the 
factory to a Devonshire firm, Hexter, 
Humpherson and Co., of Newton Ab- 
bot, who continued to produce what 
they called Essex Art Pottery. It was 
not a commercial success, and the fac- 
tory closed down in 1905. Today only 
portions of the works survive. 

I am informed that Edward Bing- 
ham migrated to the United States in 
1906, and since then all trace of him 
has been lost. 

The artistic wares produced at Cas- 
tle Hedingham in Bingham’s time are 
highly prized by those collectors who 
have come across them. They are also 
quite scarce, and therefore well wor- 
thy of attention. 
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I have been able to examine and to 
draw an interesting piece. of Castle 
Hedingham pottery, illustrated on 
this page. The jug, as it must be 
called, though: it has a spout, is glazed 
a pinkish-brown color, traversed by 
numbers of irregular streaks of crim- 
son. The most striking feature, how- 
ever, is the applied decoration of a 
slate blue color, mostly zig-zags, which 
pass around the jug, and the handle. 

A twin circular pattern adorns each 
side, and is augmented with a bold 
cross and arrangements of Vs. There 
are also rows of small discs. The jug 
is very thick and heavy. 

All genuine Castle Hedingham pro- 
ductions are marked with a crude out- 
line of a castle—just a few suggestive 
lines — scratched in the clay before 
baking, as well as with the potter’s 
name. This jug is signed “Henry 
Bingham,” a name which is rather 
puzzling. 

There is a belief in the district 
where the writer lives, not many miles 
from Castle Hedingham, that Henry 
Bingham was the founder of the pot- 
tery, but my most reliable informant 
tells me that the founder, as I have 
stated, was Edward Bingham. He be- 
lieves that Henry Bingham must have 
been one of the founder’s grandsons. 

An important piece from this fac- 
tory is the Essex Jug in the Colchester 
Museum. It is decorated with scenes 
from Essex history, arms of well- 
known Essex families and other de- 
vices. This Colchester jug is described 
as a trial piece for the Essex jug, and 
it is likely that there is not merely a 
final piece, but more than one exam- 
ple. At present, however, no other ex- 
amples are known. 

I have been in communication with 
a resident of Castle Hedingham who 
was one of the workmen engaged in 
the pottery, and he claims to have the 
potter’s wheel used by Edward Bing- 
ham.

Irish Glass

The history of the manufacture of 
Irish glass forms a very fascinating 
glimpse of the early life and customs 
of the people of that country. To 
some, Irish glass seems to possess the 
quality and finish and unassailable 
beauty which is unequaled in glass of 
any other country. 

There is very little known of the 
early history of glass factories in Ire- 
land until the 16th century, when we 
hear of a glass factory in County 
Cork. This was probably at the place 
still known as Glass House, near Cur- 
ry glass. From that time the industry 
grew throughout all Ireland. Glass 
making in Dublin is recorded as early 
as 1630 and until the year 1896 the 
city retained fame and leadership in 
this work. 

As early as 1729 there was a fa- 
mous round glass house producing 
bowls, goblets and dessert services of 
beautiful workmanship. Then, later, 
different houses became known for 
their production of gorgeous chande- 
liers, lovely candlesticks, bells and 
bowls. Belfast came to be recognized 
as leading in the production of a 
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heavy flint glass which is much whiter 
in character than other Irish glass. It 
also was characteristically engraved 
with deep and ornate design. 

Most people, when they speak of 
Irish glass, think of the rich, clear 
and lustrous Waterford, which is in 
danger of becoming a generic term 
for the product, although a small pro- 
portion of Irish glass was really made 
there. 

The genuine Waterford glass, how- 
ever, is exquisitely beautiful and 
blends the characteristics of Irish 
glass so well that there may be justi- 
fication for confusion of the part with 
the whole. The factories of Waterford 
made candelabra, chandeliers, boat- 
shaped bowls, epergnes and turn-over 
helmet bowls, dessert services, and 
these articles are outstanding for 
their loveliness. 

It is not hard to differentiate old 
Irish glass from English or any other 
type of glass, even modern Irish prod- 
ucts. The weight is the first factor 
to be considered. Old Irish glass is 
generally very heavy, excepting the 
blown types. The blown glass is very 
light, scarcely ever cut, but sometimes 
engraved. Therefore, the first distin- 
guishing feature of Irish glass is its 
weight. Next, the color, which is con- 
sidered the most important feature of 
this kind of glass. 

Some glass has a peculiar steel or 
gray blue tone, some a rose cast. No 
modern glass has this same color and 
imitators are not able to produce it. 

Another element in Irish glass 
which is nearly as important as the 
color, is the “bloom” which is often 
found in early pieces. Whenever a 
piece which you have collected is found 
to contain this bloom you may feel 
sure that it is not only genuine, but 
especially valuable. 

Irish glass is very resilient and is 


tougher and more flexible than other . 


types of glass. It takes quite a heavy 
blow to break it, which is probably 
the reason that so many lovely pieces 
are extant. 

The touch and the ring of really 
old Irish glass will give confidence to 
the connoisseur and are to be depended 
upon only after one has had years of 
experience in handling of this glass. 

The touch is warm and soft and 
never has a hard or cold feeling. The 
ring proclaims the genuineness of old 
Irish glass Very distinctly, with a note 
all its own. It is a vibration between 
two or three tones and results in a 
definite throbbing.

Magic Carpet 


In these hurried days of flying 
saucers and jet propulsion, Mrs. 
Thomas Roadman Allen prefers to 
sit back and review many travels in 
the quiet and charm of her own din- 
ing room, bedecked with dinner 
plates collected from all over the 
country and each a representative 
piece showing some of the famous 
highlights of our forty-eight states. 

Of her own Ozark country, Mrs. 
Allen has the Missouri plate sketch- 
ing the Capitol in her home town of 
Jefferson City together with a view 


of the Mississippi River, and of the 
home of the loved humorist, Mark 
Twain, who plotted many a story in 
this region. 

Taking her to another capitol is 
her plate of Washington, D. C., a 
city of monuments and wide aveun- 
ues, and other points on her journey 
include stops in New York, Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Omaha and 
San Francisco of Golden Gate fame. 

Going abroad is no problem either 
for Mrs. Allen. Her dining room 
walls provide enough space for 
glimses of Buckingham Palace, 
Blarney Castle, and time for meeting 
famous personages, among them the 
King and Queen of England, General 
McArthur, and the late president 
Franklin Roosevelt. 

In such a large collection, it is 
surprising to find the colors of so 
many different pieces tieing in to- 
gether as they do, with green, blue, 
deep rose and brown predominating, 
all set against white backgrounds. 
A few of her plates are very old, but 
most of them have been received 
from friends on their travels who 
had in mind her wish to enlarge her 
collection. 

The Allen’s most personal memento 
is a plate showing their wedding pic- 
ture taken in 19038, inscribed with 
their names. And the time-honored 
phrase, “History repeats itself,” 
once again comes true when you 
notice her historical plate commem- 
orating the landing of the pilgrims. 

The industry and beauty of nations 
provides a colorful setting for the 
interior of the Allen home, filled 
with family heirlooms, some dating 
back 250 years or more, and who can 
say that Mrs. Allen’s magic carpet 
of collecting is not the surest trans- 
portation of all?

The picture was aquired in or be- 
fore 1874 by Mr. Shaw’s father, the 
donor of the great collection of Jean 
Francois Millet’s paintings to the 
Museum. It came from a church in 
a small town north of Florence, 
where it hung over an altar and ac- 
cumulated layers of candle soot al- 
ternating with coats of heavy varnish. 
There was also a considerable amount 
of repaint and the surface had been 
liberally “fed” with oil, which had 
darkened and yellowed. Now on view 
to the public for the first time, the 
painting takes its place as one of the 
outstanding treasures of the Boston 
Museum.

suggestion that she should add te 
her attractions by wearing also a 
nose-ring, a lip-ring, or anklets, or 
that she should tattoo her face in 
fanciful patterns with brilliantly- 
colored dyes. Yet, many of her con- 
pemporary sisters still use all these 
appliances of decoration, and from the 
same natural and inherent tendency 
for decoration, based upon the fact, 
that our nature is eminently social, 
and we, all of us, desire to stand well 
in the estimation of our fellow-men. 

In fact, in the very word jewelry 
we have made a vindication of its 
use. It is derived from the word 
jewel, meaning a precious stone, or an 
ornament in which precious stones are 
used, and, with the Italian giogello, 
the French joyas, the German juwel, 
and similar terms in other European 
languages, is allied with the root of 
the Latin word guadium, joy, and 
was an instinctive expression of the 
pleasure naturally excited by the sight 
and use of jewels. 

In the various museums of Europe 
and this country, the collections of 
the jewelry of various nations are 
most interesting and _ instructive. 
They afford the data for the study 
of customs of nations which have 
passed away, leaving frequently be- 
hind them no fuller record of their 
lives than such as is contained in 
these collectons of their appliance 
for personal decoration. From the 
polished and engraved bones worn 
as ornaments by the dwellers of the 
lake cities, up to the quaint but 
exquisitely worked golden jewelry of 
the Etruscans, the Romans, and the 
Byzantians, the gradual growth of 
arts can be traced step by step, and 
the different national characteristics 
of the various nations can be studied 
as accurately as in their architec- 
ture, or in any other records of their 
culture which have come down to us.

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SOME MORE ABOUT LITHOPHANES 


By MARTHA HILL HOMMEL 


Never have we shown lithophanes 
to anyone who does not exclaim highly 
about their beauty, workmanship and 
marvel about how homely they are 
without a light behind them — then 
promptly go into ecstasy over their 
almost fairy like fantastic beauty 
when a bright light is thrown on them 
and the pictures come to life! Almost 
immediately the questions come fly- 
ing, one after another. Where were 
they made? When? Who made them? 
How were they made? Were they ever 
made in this country? Why don’t we 
still make these things of such rare 
beauty and appeal? 

Some years ago a friend mentioned 
in passing that they thought litho- 
phanes were made in Phoenixville, 
Pa., in the Etruscan Majolica Fac- 
tory, run at that time by Griffen, Hill 
and Smith, however we did not think 
so. Nevertheless, it did make us very 
curious and so we turned the key in 
our door and set out for Phoenixville, 
te find out for ourselves. 

Here is where we became acquainted 
with many residents of this town, who 
had some of the most interesting col- 
lections of Majolica we had ever seen. 
They very graciously took us into 
their homes and patiently guided us 
up stairs and down, where cupboards 
after cupboards and shelves upon 
shelves revealed many most unusual 
and attractive pieces of this ware. 
But no, they could not enlighten us 
concerning our search as to whether 


pris 





or not lithophanes were ever made in 
this Majolica factory. 

But wait, one collector who was a 
lady teller in a local bank and there- 
by had her fingers on the pulse of the 
community told us of an old gentle- 
man who had worked at the Majolica 
factory. So we promptly got onto 
his trail and found he had in his pos- 
session a lot of odd pieces of Majolica 
and porcelain ware he had made for 
his own amusement, in his spare time. 
This was the first evidence we had 
that porcelain articles were made by 
Griffen, Hill and Smith. 

He told us also they made what was 
then called (common white ware) a 
heavy type of dish very similar to 
white ironstone—a piece of which we 
have since found in the form of an 
oval platter in an antique shop amid 
a stack of what we thought was iron- 
stone platters: Lo! there was the fa- 
miliar intertwining letters GHS “Grif- 
fen, Hill and Smith.” Now we are 
getting afar shore of the search for 
our lithophanes or other pieces of 
very fine porcelain ware. 

Before leaving our obliging friend, 
he presented us with a picture of the 
workingmen whose hands, minds and 
efforts are behind many of the at- 
tractive pieces of Majolica items you 
see in museums, collector’s cupboards 
and antique shops today. He also put 
us on the trail of Mrs. J. W. Penny- 
packer who was a sister of Harry 
Griffen. 


Well and so, we thought we would 
find what we were looking for: Mrs. 
Pennypacker was not able to assist us, 
but she was very gracious and dis- 
played her pieces of majolica to us— 
but here! she had on her dining room 
table, full of cream, in daily use, a 
very fine almost egg shell creamer 
which she told us was made in the 
majolica pottery by a French work- 
ingman whose name she was not able 
to recall. 

Here it was, a connecting link of 
possibility. 

We expressed our delight in this 
find and suggested that this choice 
piece be given a place of honor 
amongst her treasures. This Mrs. Pen- 
nypacker promptly did, only to have 
to tell us at a later date that in the 
course of dusting, the creamer had 
been broken and thrown away. This 
will no doubt teach us humans, “re- 
tiring” does us no good. 

Days went by and our search did 
not throw much light on lithophanes 
—except the egg shell creamer—so 
we returned home quite dissatisfied, 
but not ready to believe that litho- 
phanes were made in this country. 

Some years have gone by now and 
there comes word from Mrs. Ellis E. 
Stern of Coatesville, Pa., a lover of 
majolica, that she read in “The Pot- 
tery and Porcelain of the United 
States” by Edwin Atlee Barber, A.M., 
Ph.D., curator of the Pennsylvania 
Museum and School of Industrial Art, 
Philadelphia, Pa., printed in 1902 by 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, that lithophanes 
were made in Phoenixville, Pa. Here 
is what Dr. Barber has to say: 

“When the Phoenix Pottery, at

Phoenixville, Pa., was leased to 
Messrs. W. A. H. Schreiber and J. F. 
Betz, in. 1872, the manufacture of pa- 
rian was commenced there. Litho- 
phanes, or transparencies for windows 
and lamp shades, at that time much 
in vogue, were produced to some ex- 
tent. Among the subjects selected for 
this style of intaglio modelling on 
thin, flat porcelain surfaces were the 
Crucifixion, the Madonna, Faust and 
Marguerite, Penn’s Treaty with the 
Indians, Christ and the Adulteress, 
the Descent From the Cross, Portrait 
of a Lady, Romeo and Juliet, Storm 
at Sea, Forest Scene, Fireside Scene, 
and the Nativity. As is well known 
the modelling of this class of work is 
quite difficult, since the relief parts 
and depressions must be so accurately 
calculated that the shades formed by 
the rays of light passing through the 
varying thickness of the semi-trans- 
parent parian will represent a fin- 
ished picture in lights and_ shades. 
Many of these were made in Germany 
and other parts of Europe by experi- 
enced modellers, and were frequently 
copies of famous paintings. Those 
made at Phoenixville do not seem to 
reveal any originality of conception or 
workmanship, but appear to be copies 
of foreign designs, probably repro- 
duced by simply making plaster molds 
from the imported pieces, but the 
Phoenixville products were stamped 
with the words “Phoenix Pottery.” 
They were burned in the white heat 
of the fire-brick kiln, in consequence 
of which they are usually warped, 
blistered, and otherwise imperfect. It 
has been asserted that some of these 
were modelled by William Vickers, 
who was connected with the works in 
1868, and others claim that Mr. Pe- 
ters, formerly of the Gloucester, N. J., 
factory, made the designs, and it is 
quite possible: that the molds were 
prepared by one or the other, but 
surely neither could have been the de- 
signer or original modeller. Work of 
this high degree of artistic merit had, 
perhaps, never been done in this coun- 
try before the Centennial Exposition. 
These objects are, however, interest- 
ing relics of the early days of this im- 
portant American pottery. There was 
probably no intention to deceive in 
thus reproducing foreign work. There 
was a demand for such things and the 






mold-maker took the best that was at 
hand, and prepared the molds for the 
manufacturers in much less time than 
would have been required to model 
something entirely new. 

Between 1877 and 1891 experiments 
were conducted in a variety of new 
bodies and wares, among others, jet 
ware, which was characterized by a 
brilliant black glaze with gold decora- 
tions. A tea service of this ware is 
still in existence. 

On June 1, 1894, the works, which 
were believed to have been closed per- 
manently in 1892, were leased by 
Messrs. E. L. Buckwalter and H. I. 
Brownback, under the name of the 
Chester Pottery Company of Pennsyl- 
vania, for the manufacture of C. C. 
and semi-granite tablewares. A lim- 
ited amount of majolica was also 
made from the old molds, but this 
ware was inferior to the original and 
the manufacture was soon abandoned. 
In 1899 the name of the concern was 
changed to the Penn China Company, 
and blue mottled tableware became 
the principal production.” 

Might we add here, in our collection 
of lithophanes we have one 614” tall by 
5” wide of a creamish cast, rather 
roughly finished and ever so slightly 
warped, the subject matter being Ro- 
meo and Juliet. It is framed in a wal- 
nut frame with a brass chain, to be 
hung at a window. Still another the 
same size, but gray in color, very 
rough and warped and not at all 
translucent, subject matter is Christ 
and the Adulteress. There is no mak- 
er’s mark on these at all and we are 
now of the belief these two were per- 
haps Phoenix products. 

Let us go into the illustrations for 
a few minutes. There is a porcelain 
beer stein on its side, with lid open, 
to show the quaint Tyrolean scene in 
the bottom of this container. 

The square looking object which 
puts one in mind of a lantern, was 
really used for two purposes, one a 
night light and the other a teapot 
warmer. 

The tall framed lithophane is a 
candle shield, made of walnut wood, 
lead being counter sunk in the base to 
prevent tilting. The carefully made 
wooden thumb screw allows the shield 
to be lowered as the candle burns 
down. The corners are mortised and 
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pegged together. This shield stands 
12%” high and 41%” wide, its utmost 
height is 16” tall. 

The lithophane proper measures 
4%” high by 314” wide and has no 
maker’s mark. The subject matter is 
very intriguing. A French maid in Co- 
lonial dress is walking through the 
corridor of a beautiful marbled palace, 
carrying a tray containing an ewer, 
while a hunch-backed man with curly 
wig, wonderfully outfitted in velvets 
and damask silks, is offering the maid 
arose. We like to suppose the hunch- 
back is perhaps the king’s jester and 
the woman personal maid to the 
queen. 

The details in this lithophane are 
marvelous. The walls are covered 
with tapestry and each figure stands 
out as if you were looking directly at 
the tapestry itself. The velvet drapes 
at the doorway are so soft looking, 
one is tempted to feel of them to see 
for oneself, if it is really as soft as it 
appears. Sun streams in through the 
open door, which brings out the pat- 
tern of the tiles on the floor—this is 
indeed exquisite art and workmanship 
—the illustration unfortunately does 
not do the subject matter its just de- 
serve, lithophanes being extremely 
hard to photograph.

Where to See Old Stained Glass 


From the Bazaar, Exchange and Mart 


Mr. H. Mordaunt Rogers, past pres- 
ident of the Auctioneers’ and Estate 
Agents’ Institute, in a talk on stained 
glass to the Institute, mentioned that 
there were some striking instances of 
romantic and very profitable finds in 
old stained glass, some of them within 
his own knowledge. 

On prices, he quoted the high fig- 
ures reached at Christie’s in 1931 at 
the sale of the Compton Verney glass. 
Four 16th century shields made 670 
gns.; 21 panels of the 16th, 17th and 
18th centuries made 1,782 gns.; three 
windows, German, 16th century, The 
Crucifixion, 6 ft. by 4 ft., 9 in., made 
330 gns.; St. Christopher between St. 
George and St. Anthony, 4 ft., 5 in. 
by 5 ft., made 190 gns. 

In the course of his talk Mr. Rogers 
made an imaginary tour covering al- 
most the whole country, and pointed 
out where interesting stained glass 
was to be seen. For the purpose of 
studying the windows and the figures 
and legends depicted he recommended 
“The Golden Legend, of Lives of the 
Saints,” put into English by Caxton. 
It is available in the Temple Classics 
in seven volumes at 2s each. 

Canterbury Cathedral, said Mr. 
Rogers, contains the earliest glass in 
an English cathedral. The visitor no- 
tices what are known as Biblia Pau- 
perum or Types and Anti-types—win- 
dows having a New Testament subject 
flanked on either side by Old Testa- 
ment incidents, one having some rela- 
tion to it. 

In one of the center medallions of 
the north ambulatory around the choir. 
are the three magi tucked up snugly 
in one bed. There is also the wonder- 
ful series depicting posthumous mira- 
cles wrought by Thomas 4 Becket. 
Records in Latin have been left by 
chroniclers at Canterbury and Peter- 
borough vouching for these miracles. 

In the North Transept at Canter- 
bury is a 15th century window which 
was badly mauled in 1642 by the Rev. 
Richard Culmer, known as Blue Dick, 
who destroyed many priceless works 
of art in his Puritanical zeal. Fortun- 
ately he was unable to reach the fig- 
ures of the Prophets, and he spared 
the figures of the donors. 

The window contains portraits of 
the “Princes in the Tower” and also 
Edward IV and his queen and five 
princesses. The eldest of these mar- 
ried Henry VII, thus uniting the 
houses of York and Lancaster. 

In the little Kent village of West- 
well is a panel of 18th century glass 
with a very unusual version of the 
Tree of Jesse, showing the descent of 

Jesus from the house of David. 

St. Margaret’s, Westminster, has 
a 16th century crucifixion window 
containing what Mr. Rogers suggests 
may be a portrait of Henry VIII as 
well as an undoubted portrait of Kath- 
erine of Aragon, distinguished by the 


pomegranate, her device, and her pa- 
tron saint, St. Katherine of Alexan- 
dria. 

In Surrey the village church of 
West Horsley has a 13th century me- 
dallion telling the story of Mary and 
Martha, and a portrait of Sir James 
Berners in armor and floriated sur- 
coat. 

A very rare feature in English 
glass is to be seen at Grateley, near 
Amesbury, on Salisbury Plain. There 
is a 138th century St. Stephen with the 
martyr’s face colored ruby to empha- 
size his sufferings. 

At Exeter is an instructive example 
of an early restoration. The East 
Window was enlarged in 1389 and a 
local glazier, Robert Lyen, utilized as 
much as possible of the original glass 
from the previous window (c. 1320), 
and it is noticeable that he made his 
new panels careful copies of the old 
style. No yellow stain was used in 
this window though it was discovered 
about 1306. The window contains 
three rows of saints and apostles, sur- 
— by Moses, Abraham and Isa- 
iah. 

Bristol Cathedral demonstrates the 
value of “The Golden Legend.” One 
of the incidents represented is the 
martyrdom of St. Edmund by the 
Danes. He is tied to a tree, and the 
scene is easily mistaken for the mar- 
tyrdom of St. Sebastian, but the white 
wolf guarding the decapitated head 
provides the clue. 

In “The Golden Legend’ it is re- 
lated that the Danes hid the head in 
a wood, but it was found by a wolf 
which protected it until the Christians 
came. It then allowed them to take it, 
and when they placed it on the body 
it joined, leaving merely a thin red 
line. 

Fairford Church, Gloucestershire, 
has in the south window of the chan- 
cel a subject which Mr. Rogers has 
seen nowhere else in England—Christ 
preaching to souls in limbo. 

Tewksbury Abbey shows a depar- 
ture from custom in the fine east win- 
dow, for instead of the crucifixion 
which is usual in this position there is 
the Last Judgment. This subject is 
normally placed above the west door 
in order that it may be in the congre- 
gation’s mind as they leave the church, 
and is only put in the east window 
when it includes a crucifixion. 

The villain of the history books, 
Richard III, gave a fine west window 
to the Priory Church at Great Mal- 
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vern. This building contains also, in 
St. Anne’s Chapel, some interesting 
15th century Old Testament windows 
with the Creation, Adam and Eve, 
Noah, the Tower of Babel, the finding 
of Moses, etc. 

In a panel showing the worship of 
the Golden Calf, the guilty Israelites, 
who, according to the Jewish tradi- 
tion, turned yellow, are depicted with 
yellow hair and beards. 

A feast of old glass, said Mr. Rog- 
ers, is offered at St. Lawrence’s, Lud- 
low. The story of St. Lawrence is told 
in 27 panels of 15th century glass. St. 
Lawrence is one of the saints invari- 
ably shown with a gridiron. When be- 
ing tortured he said “I being roasted 
give thanks to God,” and, to an at- 
tendant officer, “Thou cursed wretch, 
thou hast roasted that one side, turn 
that other and eat.” 

A delightful example of medieval 
humor is St. Dunstan pinching the 
Devil’s nose with his tongs. 

At Penrith, Cumberland, are some 
historical portraits — Richard III 
crowned, Richard, Duke of York (fa- 
ther of Edward IV and Richard III) 
and Cicely Neville his wife. The last 
two are accompanied by the white 
rose, and the bear and ragged staff, 
badge of the Nevilles, Earls of War- 
wick. 

Apart from the famous glass in 
York Minster, there are some fine 
windows in the parish churches of the 
city. St. Denys has two panels from 
the history of St. Theophilus, almost 
unique in England. This saint was 
falsely accused of squandering church 
funds, and in revenge he sold his soul 
to the Devil by written pact. One 
night he prayed to the Virgin, fell 
asleep, and awoke to find the pact in 
his hands. 

All Saints, also at York, has two 
great rarities—six of the Seven Cor- 
poral Works of Mercy, and “The 
Prykke of Conscience of the Last Fif- 
teen Days.” The latter was taken from 
a poem written by Richard Rolle of 
Hampole. 

At Selby Abbey are remnants of a 
Doom window, with St. Michael hold- 
ing the scales, one person being car- 
ried off by a devil and another disap- 
pearing into Heil. Mr. Rogers remind-

The days of elegance and of luxur- 
ious living are fast disappearing. The 
rush of motor cars, the stress of busi- 
ness and the fury of the battle of life 
today is so great that one pauses to 
wonder at the lacy jabot, the satin 
knicker and the bejewelled knee buck- 
le of the gentlemen of colonial days, 
and the petticoat, the dashing shoul- 
der curl and the embellished reticule 
of his lady.

It is with these many small treas- 
ures and authentic pieces that we car- 
ry on the tradition of our forefathers 
and venerate their early artistic 
achievements.

Philosophy in 
Sandwich Romance 
Edan Wright in the CHICAGO DAILY NEWS 


There is magic, there is service, 
there is art, there is life, there is 
soul in Sandwich glass. 

These are the elements Frank W. 
Chipman has dug out of the “glory 
hole,” the “eye of the furnace” of 
the old Boston and Sandwich Glass 
works, to re-fuse into a new vessel of 
uncommon iridescence which he calls 
“The Romance of Old Sandwich 
Glass,” a book published by Sand- 
wich Publishing Company, Inc. But 
what has been modestly termed a 
“romance” is in reality a “philoso- 
phy.” While other authors busied 
themselves with cataloguing the va- 
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rious Sandwich patterns, one at least 
did not disdain a little digging in the 
cullet heap to be rewarded with the 
philosopher’s stone that led him to 
the true principles behind the symbol. 

For Mr. Chipman it was a labor 
of love, having been born in Sand- 
wich, the son and grandson of Sand- 
wich glassmakers. The glass was a 
part of his home life as the old fac- 
tory and the workmen of his play 
days. He also spent his hour a day 
in the tasproom of the old gashouse 
inhaling the fumes, a custom of years 
standing, instigated with a view to 
curing the children of the town who 
had whooping cough. 

Mr. Chipman accounts Sandwich 
glass “as much a phase of early 
American life as cranberry sauce or 
baked beans and brown bread.” Not 
being Boston bred we acknowledge 
the truth of the gastronomical anal- 
ogy, but more in favor of the cran- 
berry sauce than the beams. 

The beginning of the Sandwich 
glass works was as auspicious and 
natural as its end was tragic and a 
result of conflicting circumstances. 
Deming Jarves, the founder, was in- 
dulging in his favorite pastime of 
bird shooting on the Sandwich 
marshes in 1824 when he saw the 
ideal site for his plant with a naviga- 
able creek and hills of pine wood for 
easy fuel beyond. The erection of 
the buildings was begun in April of 
the following year and when com- 
pleted included with the factory ten- 
ements for the workers, a general 
store, butcher shop and barn for the 
company’s teams. 

The making of the first pot of 
glass was somewhat of a patriotic 
occasion, to judge from the turnout 
of the townspeople and the date, 
July 4, 1825. Common sand near the 
works was used, and, the unsatisfac- 
tory resultant, due to the faulty sili- 
cate, led to the quest for sand of 
a mealy sort in New Jersey or the 
Berkshires. Charles P. Waterman, 
acting as Mr. Jarves’ agent bought 
up ten acres, an excess which inad- 
vertently led to expansion in the 
business and the incorporation of a 
company, in 1826, under the name of 
“The Boston and Sandwich Glass 
Company. 

As the factory grew and thrived, 
so did the town and its people. This 
was one of the features of the Sand- 
wich works. In the hard times of 
1840 the company gave rent to its 
tenants and years of faithful service 
were always suitably rewarded. 

Sandwich products were not ped- 
dled from door to door or via horse- 
back as were the early clocks. They 
were merely stored as fast as they 
were finished and shipped twice a 
year, spring and fall “to New York” 
and sold to jobbers. Salesrooms were 
established later in Boston. In 1827 
the company built a horse railroad, 
said to be the first of its kind in 
this country, to transport lighter ma- 
terials across the marsh to the water. 

It wasn’t so long after the incep- 
tion of the factory before the Boston 
and Sandwich Glass company was ac- 
counted the uncrowned king of the

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industry. The crown was added per- 
haps: when orders were coming in 
from. the White House, and when the 
exhibits of Sandwich were at the 
centennial in Philadelphia, 1876, were 
awarded first prize. 

The Sandwich men were good 
cooks, but every now and then, like 
the best of culinary artists, they 
turned out a batch that was not as 
lustrous or resonant as the others. 
This was the reason for the variation 
in Sandwich specimens. 

Glassmakers in the early days were 
of English and Irish provenance, 
though later others came from 
France, Germany and Belgium. The 
men and women engaged in the in- 
dustry were as much masters in their 
own line as the “old masters” of 
painting and sculpture. Their crea- 
tions as their lives were inspired by 
native wit and sentiment. 


They were assisted by men and ° 


boys recruited from the townspeople. 
A two-year apprenticeship was re- 
quired before they became accredited 
journeymen. The only existent cer- 
tificate issued to a journeyman glass- 
maker signed by the founder of the 
old Sandwich factory, is the one in 
Mr. Chapman’s possession, presented 
to his grandfather, William Talbot, 
after two years’ apprenticeship, with 
signature of Deming Jarves, and 
dated Dec. 1, 1836. 

Workers co-operated like one big 
family. Village boys went to school 
in the morning and were employed 
the rest of the time. They got 50 
cents for Fourth of July firecrack- 
ers on that holiday and were per- 
mitted to work the glass in their 
spare time. If the pieces were good 
enough the. cutters obligingly cut and 
gave it to them for encouragement’s 
sake. The men themselves, when free, 
free, busied themselves with an origi- 
nal creation, which accounts for such 
oddities as the glass bibles, shoes, 
pipes, paper weights and rolling pins. 

The factory had been established as 
a glass-blowing plant, but it became 
famous for its pressed ware. The 
first real pressed article made in the 
Sandwich factory and also the first 
piece of American-made pressed glass 
was a smelling bottle presented to 
Charles Waterman of previous fame. 

Lace glass, the aristocrat, originat- 
ed at the factory around 1835. There 
are 158 patterns of old Sandwich 
glass authenticated by Mr. Chipman, 
much confusion arising from the dif- 
ference in factory names aS com- 
pared with the ones identified with 
the same patterns later and from 
the special orders to which the buyer 
gave his own names. Certain pat- 
terns were confined to particular 
pieces, such as the cup plate designs 
of Washington, Henry Clay, Lafa- 
yette, Bunker Hill and others. The 
Sandwich goblets lead the list when 
it came to variety of patterns and 
design. A rarity is the Henry Clay 


cup plate with the head facing Tight, 
due to an unintentional reversion of 
the mold, which was corrected after 
a few had been turned out. 

Most of the “magic” of Sandwich 





is concerned with the coloring ware, 
the golden ruby, the silvered, peach 
blow, opalescent, jade, magenta, am- 
berina and the overlay, which made 
Sandwich the envy of all other glass 
factories. Sandwich company even 
concerned itself to a small extent 
with stained glass windows, and with 
milk-white. glass eggs for the hen- 
nery and colored ones for household 
ornaments, and engraved panes for 
doorways. 

The drama closes with the forma- 
tion of the glassmakers’ union, mis- 
understandings, the death of Nathan- 
iel J. Bradlee, the one man who could 
perhaps have settled the difficulty, 
and the closing of the plant in 1888. 
It was reopened under the direction 
of a Mr. Shirley several years later, 
but failed for lack of capital — to 
leave twenty acres of mins as the 
memory of a once glorious industry. 

For those interested in the techni- 
cal side of the “romance,” after so 
much philosophy, Mr. Chipman has 
provided a glossary of old Sandwich 
patterns. An additional feature is 
the wealth of pictures from famous 
— and interesting old rec- 
ords.

Know Your Heirlooms 
Grace Golden in the INDIANAPOLIS STAR 


Pride of possession is second only to 
the joy of creation. Those who pos- 
sess, know and love old things for 
their sheer beauty are the first to sa- 
lute those sturdy workmen of old, who 
with simple tools and often under try- 
ing circumstances, created objects of 
such great beauty that today they are 
cherished. 

We love old things because they 
speak to us from the past. Which of 
our foremothers poured tea from a 
graceful silver teapot back in the 
early days of Virginia? What hardy 
pioneer grandfather might have fash- 
ioned a cradle with his own hands, 
the task becoming more important to 
him because it was to cradle his own 
child. That a simple pine loveseat is 
unfinished matters little for we know 
that its surface attained its glossy 
patina by the touch of countless hands 
passing over it through the years. An 
old sea captain brought to a waiting 
wife, some trinket from far-away Chi- 
na or Java to lend a delicate air to a 
stern New England home. A paisley 
shawl, a dainty toile from France, an 
iron grill beaten out by strong you:’ 
hands in old’ New Orleans, a coverlet 
made by an Indiana weaver, each tells 
a fascinating story of days gone by. 

It is impossible to study the arts and 
industries of early America without 
going into the study of the same 
crafts in Europe, for they influenced 
American workmen, who often learned 
their craft in Europe, sailing to the 
new world with only a few essential 
tools of trade and the spirit of adven- 
ture high. 

English trained craftsmen usually 
settled in New England, while Dutch 
workers went to New Amsterdam, 
which accounts for the sturdy old heir- 
looms found around New York homes, 
aaa graceful ones in New Eng- 
an 
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One thing remains true throughout 
all periods: delicacy of line and color 
distinguishes all work in warm south- 
ern countries, while all of the arts 
grow heavier of line and stronger of 
color as they move northward on the 
map. 

The glass or silver of Venice is del- 
icate, fragile, almost ethereal in its 
texture and coloring; as the music of 
the gay Neapolitan is light. Glass, sil- 
ver and furniture of the hardy Ger- 
mans and other north Europeans 
grows heavy of design and deep in 
color, as robust as a Wagnerian strain 
of music. 

Because it is exceedingly frail, it is 
not strange that we should have in- 
herited less good glass than silver, 
pewter and even china which have 
better survived the passing of the 
years. Even so, most homes shelter a 
few old pieces, enough to awaken an 
interest in its study. In the study of 
glass there are no signatures to be 
learned such as those that guide col- 
lectors, of paintings and etchings, no 
touch marks of the pewterers, no hall 
marks of the old silversmiths, no 
maker’s marks such as may be found 
on old porcelains. 

In spite of this, we are guided by 
other certain and fairly definite 
means of identification, such as tint, 
weight, sound and quality. To the un- 
trained eye all uncolored glass is 
merely crystal, but to the experienced 
collector it has many tints. Old glass 
is darkly brilliant and lacks the white 
new clearness of modern glass. 

The making of glass was discovered 
early enough in the history of the 
world for there to have been perfect 
objects in the time of the Egyptian 
Pharaohs. The golden age of glass

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Chessmen Trace History 
of Game at the Met. 


Chessmen gathered from a_ score 
of nations throughout the world 
were recently placed on display at 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
a special exhibition tracing the thou- 
sand-year history of the game. 

Drawn from. a collection of more 
than 170 chess sets and boards given 
the Museum in 1948 by Gustavus A. 
Pfeiffer, one of the foremost collec- 
tors of chessmen in the country, the 
pieces displayed are fashioned of 
such varied materials as_ silver, 
amber, porcelain and wood. 


18th, 19th, and 20th centuries. In- 
cluded in the exhibition are sets from 
India, Persia, Burma, China, Japan, 
Nigeria, Spain, Germany, France, 
England, Russia, Alaska and the 
United States. 

Charles K. Wilkinson, Associate 
Curator of Near Eastern Archae- 
ology, assembled the exhibition with 
three principal purposes in mind. 

“Selection of the chessmen has 
been made to show that not only was 
the inception of the game closely re- 
lated to war, but that this relation- 
ship has continued through the cen- 
turies,” said Mr. Wilkinson. “second- 
ly, the exhibition illustrates the ex- 
traordinary way in which a game, 
among other things, can be diffused 
from one center throughout most of 
the world. Finally, the display dem- 
onstrates that chess and chessmen re- 
flect the manners, customs and fash- 
ions of many times and places.” 

Martial chess sets on view serve as 
reminders of many great wars of the 
past, including the American Revolu- 
tion, the Crimean War, the Civil War 
and World War I. 

General George Washington, sup- 
ported by Generals Morgan and 
Gates, opposes King George III and 
Generals Burgoyne and Howe in a 
chess set that details the Battle of 
Saratoga fought in 1777. A “double 
chess” board of 117 squares with 63 
chessmen representing Turkey, 
France, England and Sardinia against 
Russia in the Crimean War was 
made in 1855 for Napoleon III. 

Another set echoes Civil War his- 
tory, having been carved in a Con- 
federate. prison by Byron W. Stan- 
ton, a brother of Edwin Stanton who 
served as Secretary of War in Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s cabinet. A wooden set 
made in France shows the leaders 
and men of the Allied Armies of 
1914-1918, while the aftermath of the 
conflict is shown in a German set 
made of post-war marks, a currency 
then so debased as to be worthless 
except to play with. 

Chess originated in India, some 
time earlier than the 7th century 
A. D., and was first called Chattur- 
anga or “Four Arms.” The name re- 
ferred to the four services of an an- 
cient Eastern army: Cavalry, Ele- 
phant Corps, Chariots and Infantry. 
From India, chess spread over most 
of the world. By the 12th century, 
it was being played from England 
to Japan, from Scandinavia to Africa. 

As chess moved from India 
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throughout the Far and Near Eas', 
to Europe and finally to Americi, 
the pieces gave visible evidence o? 
changes due to the peculiarities of 
local customs and religions. In the 
move from East to West for example. 
the Counseller became a Queen, the 
Chariot a Rock or Castle, the Ele- 
phant a Bishop, the Horse a Knigh: 
and the Footsoldier a Pawn. The 
game itself was also subject toe 
change as play extended from coun: 
try to country. 

“What happened to chess and 
chessmen, as shown in the exhibition, 
can be taken as an example of what 
happens in the diffusion of all ideas, 
arts and inventions,” said Mr. Wilkin- 
son. 

Chessmen have often been made to 
portray nationalistic feelings as in 
the case of a 19th century set on dis- 
play showing Andreas Hofer and his 
armed peasants battling to prevent 
the seizure of the Tyrol by the 
French and Bavarians about 1810. 
The idea of having good and evil 
represented on the opposite sides of 
the chess board is common to both 
Europe and Asia. One European set 
in the exhibition has Christian vir- 
tues opposed to pagan vices, while in 
an Asiatic set sacred monkeys are 
opposed by demons. 

Many of the chessmen exhibited 
have been associated with famous 
personages in history. Among them 
is a set made of ivory and said to 
have once belonged to Warren Hast- 
ings, the first Governor-General of 
British India. In other sets, por- 
traits of European rulers appear as 
Kings. Rulers portrayed in this man- 
ner in the exhibition include Edward 
VII, Napoleon, Queen Victoria and 
Czar Alexander II. 

Often chessmen ‘were made for 
decoration, so elaborate that they 
could not be used. Several examples 
on view are of the most extraordi- 
nary workmanship. Some are from 
the famed porcelain factories of 
France, Germany and England, which 
began making chessmen in the 18th 
century and continue to do so today. 
The most elaborate chessmen, almost 
invariably of ivory, are from China 
and India. 

Displayed in two galleries of The 
American Wing, the exhibition of 
chessmen will continue through the 
summer. It will be open to the public 
Wednesday through Sunday each 
week,

we have had the fashion for marking 
the sheets in some manner which 
makes the paper very personal or in 
some manner decorates it. Man seems 
to have a horror of a blank sheet of 
paper, not even being content when it 
is written upon, but must have some 
mark on each sheet as it lies waiting 
for use. I don’t know when engraved 
dies for marking paper came into use 
but of course plain printing preceded 
the dies as did the embellishments of 
the handwriting expert and the work 
in lithograph and wood cut. 

The small dies pictured with this 
article are of the era of 1895 and are 
called the “New Circle for Station- 
ery.” The circle die for notepaper was 
the smartest idea of Fashion’s devo- 
tees at that time, these impressions 
being the daintiest possible. The plain 
and fancy ciphers with initials fol- 
lowing each other as in figure (1), 
having had recent popularity at that 
time was “losing caste because the 
circles are now almost entirely being 
engraved for those better-informed 
persons in the fashionable world who 
appreciate good taste in all their be- 
longings.” ‘Do notice that this last 
sentence is quoted from a paper of

The writer states that one cause of 
the popularity of the new style die 
with people of means may be its price 
which is more than double that of any 
ordinary die and also adds, “There 
are always those who desire some- 
thing higher priced and more exclu- 
sive than others can afford, and to 
that class the expensive little circle 
appeals.” 

As you can see from the cuts the 
circles range in size from the top of a 
lead pencil to a silver dime. Its pe- 
cuilar charm is the blending in great 
variety of the colors and bronzes or 
metallic colors. Very handsome effects 
were obtained from the many colors 
used with the bronze, silver or gold. 

From seventy-five cents to a dollar 
and a quarter per quire was the charge 
for this blending of the colors exclu- 
sive of the cost of the paper. One item 
of economy, however, was that the 
envelopes were rarely stamped, their 
flaps bearing a coat-of-arms or a seal 
in wax. 

Prices of these dies ranged from six 
to twelve dollars although fifteen to 
twenty dollars was asked for special 
designs like No. 2 which with its in- 
tricate tracery of geometrical lines 
forms a webbing around the initials. 

Occasionally a crest in miniature or 
a tiny bow of ribbon was added just 
above the circle (No. 3) and (No. 4), 
the latter also having twenty minute 
ermine spots in the rim. 

Frequently the monogram and ad- 
dress were both used on the same pa- 
per, the monogram in the left corner 
and the address in the right, or often 
the ciphers were used on notes to in- 
timate friends and relatives while the 
printed address was used for acquain- 
tances not so familiar with one’s ad- 
dress. 2 

The paper most used in social cor- 
respondence at that time was white 
parchment finish in the well known 
octavo and billet sizes and the envel- 
opes were square with pointed flaps. 

Most persons who had such dies 
made kept them at home between the 
printings of the family supply of sta- 
tionery but some must have left theirs 
with a favored printer, so they are 
likely to be found in the usual places 
but perhaps some are still tucked 
away in the files of old print shops. 

You’ll have to be a sort of ghoul at 
times to get your hands on sheets of 
the personal notepaper and if your 
experience is anything like mine you’ll 
find that the family rushes to the 
dumps with all those things and sets 
fire to them before there is a sale so 
be diligent, inquisitive, and if neces- 
sary be satisfied with just a clipping 
of the top of the sheets. 

More of these circle dies are illus- 
trated in group No. 5. This particular 
design, called here, “Circle Dies,” is 
by no means the only type you’ll find. 
They changed with the whims of the 
public from large to small, from bold 
to dainty, from one initial to whole 
names, and of course engraved hand- 
written letters and names were used. 
But before then there was the hand- 
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writing artist who “flourished” the 
calling cards and also the note paper 
And there will be sheets having name: 
printed from old hand set type. .. o! 
there will be variety! 

This all seems like the merest hint 
upon which to start a quest so I mus? 
hasten to add that if I were doing it 
I’d also collect those very decorative 
small die stamps that were made for 
stamping in the colored sealing wax 
which was in use for many, many 
years and only became unpopular 
after the post office department 
adopted automatic cancelling ma- 
chines which often crushed the wax 
and destroyed the pretty seal. These 
can be found in any old silver or jew- 
elry collection of any size and often 
are stuck around, like other small 
fripperies of the past, in boxes in 
store rooms and attics. Usually their 
handles were very fancy, silver or sil- 
ver plate being very common and of 
course if you go way back the earliest 
ones were the great seal rings worn 
by men of power, and women, for that 
matter. 

I think you could run into some in- 
teresting things in this quest. For in- 
stance you might find a sheet of pa- 
per with a famous person’s initials. 
You could be fortunate enough to find 
a famous name seal. But if you never 
find any of these you can, through 
studying a little from the libraries on 
the printer’s art as applied to all sorts 
of fine printing, find an interesting 
field for research and do, if you pos- 
sibly can, find a few old pamphlets 
and books showing all sorts of types 
and I mean alphabets, designs, fillers, 
borders, etc., as they are shown in 
books for the printers and those per- 
sons whose work it is to plan and ex- 
ecute the makeup of fine printed mat- 
ter. These are very interesting and a 
collection of them over a long period 
of years would be worth anyone’s 
while. Well, good luck, and if I find 
anything else on the subject in my re- 
search work you'll find it here in Hob- 
bies some day.

New Glass Book 


ENGLISH GLASS, by W. A. Thorpe, 
publisned by Charlies T. Branford 
Company, 561 Boylston St., Boston 16, 
Mass., 302 pages, illustrated. Price. $4. 
‘ihis long awaited second edition 

has been revised throughout and some 
u0lavie additions have been made. 
‘he Lllrst edition, published in 1935, 
rererred to many collectors and col- 
1ections which have been broken up 
or changed hands in the meantime. 
For difterent reasons it has been im- 
possible to record all these changes, 
and many of them remain as they 
appeared in the rirst edition. How- 
ever collectors who are tamiliar with 
the first edition of this publication 
will note the many important chang- 
es and additions which have been 
made. 

As deputy Keeper in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in London, Mr. 
Thorpe made an accumulation of 
notes from which this publication was 
born. It covers different types of 
glass from the second century to the 
present, which were either manufac- 
tured or uncovered in England, with 
the exception of two or three illus- 
strations. 

Mr. ‘Thorpe dwells on the subject 
of English glass in an effort to ac- 
quaint the reading public with the 
different types of glass, manufactor- 
ies, etc. Different styles are discus- 
sed, processes of manufacture are 
briefly explained, and the many 
photographic illustrations and _ line 
drawings add much to the simple 
understanding of this informative 
book on English glass. 

The book is very concise and read- 
able. The body will probably prove 
a bit different from the books by 
American experts in that it seems 
to have a slight English accent, with- 
out embellishments. It is an impor- 
tant reference for the collector of 
English glass, and for the dealer who 
handles it. In addition to a good in- 
dex, the author lists the principal 
museums in Britain and their best 
examples of English glass, many of 
which are illustrated in this publi- 
cation.

began in Venice during the 11th cen- 
tury. 

What a city Venice must have been 
then with its masked, intriguing wo- 
men, and its picturesque canals and 
gondolas? In the year 1268 the glass 
workers organized a guild to protect 
their interests and to improve their 
working conditions. This led to a care- 
ful watch being kept over workmen, 
for each glass house guarded its se- 
cret well. Workers could not leave 
Venice, under penalty of death, in or- 
der that other countries could not 
learn the art and compete with Venice 
in the industry. 

In an age when there was a great 
distinction between noblemen and 
workmen, Venice was so proud of her 
art that she elevated men of the in- 
dustry to a state rarely enjoyed. In 
1300 laws were passed allowing daugh- 
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ters of noblemen to marry glasswork- 
ers without losing their own rank or 
that of their children. 

In spite of precautions the “mys- 
tery” of the glass-blowing leaked out 
and by the late 15th century most Eu- 
ropean countries had learned the art 
and had created a glass with charac- 
teristics peculiar to the country. Ger- 
man glass was sturdy, French glass 
was elaborate and highly decorated, 
English glass was fine and Irish glass 
sparkling. When America established 
glass industries workmen from every 
Eurapean country were imported and 
the result was a blend of the best of 
all countries.

On Cup Plates 


Elizabeth Ames in the 
MILWAUKEE JOURNAL 


It is often confusing to the student 
of early American pressed glass to 
distinguish cup plates from honey 
plates and toddy plates. 

Of the three the cup plate is the 
smallest and was made in the greatest 
variety of patterns and in greatest 
quantity. 

In the early nineteenth century, 
china handleless coffee cups with deep 
saucers were the fashion. To cool the 
boiling hot beverage, the coffee was 
poured into the saucers and even the 
fashionables drank from the saucer. 
The coffee cups frequently stained the 
precious homespun table linen, and so 
tiny glass plates were brought out, by 
alert glass houses, on which to set the 
cup while the diner drank from his 
saucer. 

Thousands of the little cup plates 
were made in the Sandwich factory 
and depicted historical events, al- 
though decorative and conventional 
patterns proved equally popular with 
commemorative designs. Examples 
preserved by collectors frequently 
have little scalloped edges and circular 
rims, some fev ‘‘erns being octag- 
onal in she r. They range 
in size from .ree-fourths to 
three and thr inches in di- 
ameter. The v v plates last- 
ed some 30 yeai ‘ which those 
who had them useu them for butter 
chips. 

Honey plates do not have the flat- 
bottomed surface of cup plates but 
stand on a rim, as do larger plates. 

Toddy plates, used to hold toddy 
glasses, are four and one-half to four 
and three-fourths inches in diameter, 
while the small glass plates included 
in a tea service are six or seven inches 
in diameter. 

Cup plates are prime favorites with 
artist collectors. Originally made to 
wholesale at 40 or 50c a dozen, an au- 
thentic Sandwich cup plate of desir- 
able pattern is considered a bargain 
- 10 times the price once asked for 
12.

OTTO C. LIGHTNER 


July 2, 1887 — June 9, 1950 











It is a sad task which we are called 
upon today to perform in writing. A 
dear friend and a bountiful host to 
the collecting world, Otto C. Lightner, 
is gone from us. Entering Presbyte- 
rian Hospital here in Chicago for ob- 
servation purposes on Monday, June 
5, Mr. Lightner’s condition was not 
considered critical. His passing on 
June 9 was sudden and brought with 
it a sense of great loss and of the 
cruel stem-windings of Time. 

But while this is a time of sorrow 
for so many, so must it also be found 
a time of gratefulness that such a 
man did live, liberally endowed as he 
was with the creative energies by 
which he was able to work so long, so 
fruitfully, and so tirelessly. We are 
humbly thankful in the knowledge 
that his great dreams became great 
deeds, and that his voice was heard 
by so many, in counsel, in friendship, 
in authority. 

Mr. Lightner loved beauty. Most of 
his life was spent in gathering and 
preserving for posterity treasures out 
of our past. It is hard to say when 
he first became imbued with the col- 
lecting hobby. He used to tell some of 
us here about his youthful fondness 
for old Roman history; of how he 
studied the subject and collected as 
much material as a boyhood pocket- 
book would allow. In time, he knew 
the names of all the thoroughfares of 
this ancient city as well as he knew 
the streets of his home town, Nor- 
wich, Kansas, where he was born the 
second son of James E. and Maria 
Hoover Lightner. In this family re- 


lationship, four brothers, Ralph, Scott, 
Paul, and George, and two sisters, 
Mrs. James Moore and Mrs. Elsie 
Keller, survive. His education in the 
public schools of Kingman County, 
Kansas, led the way to an outstand- 
ing journalistic and publishing career 
that carried him to many parts of our 
land. 

In the lovely and historically bril- 
liant setting of Natchez, Mississippi, 
with its fine heritage of gracious old 
homes, Mr. Lightner edited the News- 
Democrat during the time of the first 
World War, and later he filled a sim- 
ilar capacity in the French-southern 
city of New Orleans, Louisiana. The 
north also followed his editorial and 
political leadership when he headed a 
newspaper in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
served in 1912 as chairman of the 
Progressive Party, Hamilton County, 
Ohio, which nominated Theodore 
Roosevelt. Through the years, Mr. 
Lightner has owned many trade jour- 
nals and has served as officer of 
prominent organizations such as the 
Southern Tariff Association, for 
which he was Secretary, and the Ma- 
rine Association, located in our na- 
tional capital, for whom he directed 
their magazine. 

Life was given to HOBBIES Mag- 
azine by his strong desire and able ef- 
forts to effect a national medium 
through which collectors the country 
over could hold monthly meetings. No 
matter that they might live great dis- 
tances from each other or that their 
interests were varied and many. For 
in his mind’s eye, he knew such a thing 
was possible. The year 1930 saw this 
great idea take shape. After purchas- 
ing a number of small magazines, de- 
voted mainly to stamps, coins, old 
glass and china, and the various do- 
mestic antiques, he founded HOB- 
BIES, The Magazine for Collectors, 
bringing under one cover what for- 
merly had required separate publica- 
tions. As is known by all of you who 
have watched the twenty-year growth 
of this publication, Mr. Lightner 
steadily and surely advanced to in- 
clude other important fields in his 
pages. 

It was in 1930 that Chicago wel- 
comed and made flourish the first 
large antique exposition and hobby 
fair, made possible through Mr. Light- 
ner’s faith that hobby work, fashioned 
by the love and labor of dealer-groups 
could go forward to ever greater 
achievements. He called together Chi- 
cago antiques dealers of which there 
were only a few at that time. There 
at the speaker’s table, he announced 
his plan for the first big antique 
show, and in that same year, the doors 
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swung open wide to greet collectors 
and lovers of the antique. With the 
passing of time, he gradually gave en- 
trance to other collecting fields in his 
shows—stamps, coins, firearms, rare 
books, dolls, and we could mention 
many more. . 

He supplied the one great impetus 
to the button hobby by adding a pex- 
manent button department to the 
magazine, and well it is remembered 
by pioneers in this field that it was 
he who engendered the idea of a na- 
tional button society. At a meeting at 
his Chicago Antiques Exposition and 
Hobby Fair, his words prefaced the 
formation of this society, and he said 
at that time that this was a memor- 
able occasion.—one that we would all 
remember. He was right. 

The assemblage of additional forces 
for the furtherance of button collect- 
ing also fell into his hands, and the 
edition of “Button Collecting” by Pol- 
ly de Stieger Crummett, now out of 
print, marked a publishing “First” in 
this field. Numerous publications for 
buttonists followed, among them, 
“Button Classics,” “The Button Pa- 
rade,” and “The Button String,” all 
too familiar to the book shelves of 
hobbyists everywhere. 

Books on other phases of collecting 
were the outgrowth of his diversified 
interests in the field. Among some of 
those editions which his publishing 
skill produced are: The Curious His- 
tory of the Music Box, by Mosoriak; 
Travel-Search for Bells, by Meyer; 
American Gem Cabochons, by McKin- 
ley; Indian Relics and Their Values, 
by Brown; Occupational Shaving 
Mugs, by Ware; Old Mechanical 
Banks, by Bellows; and The Stone 
Age, by Payne. 

Today, his antique show doors are 
no longer confined to a specific terri- 
tory. They encompass a number of 
regions and the Lightner show circuit 
goes on, year after year, in one long 
great journey. His was the inspira- 
tion and leadership to stand at the 
helm and help create a new age in the 
history of collecting. He it was who 
encouraged the formation of hobby 
clubs throughout the country, enrich- 
ing the lives of so many with new 
friends, and the amenities of cultural 
pursuits. 

Mr. Lightner authored ideas all of 
his life. Some found their way to us 
through projects and the working of 
many hands together; others through 
the spoken word that gave encourage- 
ment to those of us with a lesser sense 
of pursuit and guidance, and still oth- 
ers found permanent form in the 
printed word. His poems, “Thoughts 
of the Year,” is among the latter, as 
well as his keen study of economic cy- 
cles, covered in “History of Business 
Depressions.” “Buying at Auction,” 
another of his writings, came as a 
natural outgrowth of one of his fa- 
vorite activities. Through his ven- 
tures and purchases, both near and 
far, he became an_ internationally 
known art collector and an authority 
on the history and value of collector’s 
pieces. The auctioneer’s gavel was one 
of the familiar sounds in his life, as 
familiar to him as his long acquain- 
tance with beauty.

As in the case of his other life-long 
and ardent interests, there is another 
great answer to the question of why 
he continued to acquire more and more 
valuable items until he became known 
as a collector of collections. The solu- 
tion was found by him first in the es- 
tablishment of a Chicago Museum of 
Hobbies and later in the nation’s old- 
est city, St. Augustine, Florida. 

In the heart of St. Augustine, there 
is a large square parkway, bordered 
by palm trees. The massive Alcazar 
Hotel faced this stretch of lawn and 
foliage, and it was in this setting that 
Mr. Lightner first glimpsed the edi- 
fice that was to become the Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies, a new home to 
house his vast collections for the good 
of others. Through the cooperation of 
the Flagler estate and officials in St. 
Augustine, Mr. Lightner was able to 
purchase this building, and in turn, 
he deeded it to the city of St. Augus- 
tine to be held in trust in perpetuity 
as a national institution. In addition, 
he donated his Chicago museum. Be- 
fore long, rehabilitation was taking 
place and thousands of prize posses- 
sions had been shipped and reinstalled 
in glorious new rooms. Readers of 
HOBBIES and their friends have gen- 
erously assisted in the project by send- 
ing some of their own treasures, in

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part or in whole. Some have installed 
memorial rooms to loved ones, and 
more are promised. Thus a beautiful 
haven is being given also to the cher- 
ished treasures of others. , 
While projecting the museum in St. 
Augustine, Mr. Lightner purchased 
the eight-story edifice at 1006 S. 
Michigan, Chicago, in 1949, and moved 
his publishing plant and editorial of- 
fices, formerly at 2810 S. Michigan, to 
this new location. Here in this new 
home he established the World’s An- 
tique Mart, on the first and second 
floors, comprised of about 50 antique 
shops, operated by individual dealers. 
It seems altogether fitting that the 
grounds of the Lightner Museum in 
St. Augustine provide sanctuary for 
the man who established this national 
museum. Short funeral services were 
held in Chicago, and his remains were 
taken to St. Augustine for burial serv- 
ices on June 12. After resting in state 
in the beautiful Hall of Statuary, 
burial was made in a temporary vault, 
awaiting the erection of a fitting 
mausoleum on the grounds sometime 
the early part of July, near the treas- 


ures which he, aided by a legion of 
followers, garnered together for the 
generations to come. 

Today the Museum stands, proud 
and fine, as a living memorial to its 
founder. Within its walls is the beau- 
ty he loved so much and which he ded- 
icated so that all might have the op- 
portunity to witness, as he had, the 
immeasurable richness of past artistic 
triumphs. 

Long ago, Mr. Lightner must have 
read, as have others, these words by 
Chesterton: “Some people seem to 
forget we are living on a star.” And 
long ago, this thought must have be- 
come a part of the man himself, so 
great were his — and deeds.

The passing of Mr. Lightner’s life 
into the realm beyond is a shock to 
many of us who have been associated 
with him in the progress of HOB- 
BIES Magazine and the hobby and 
antiques shows. For more than twenty 
years he has associated himself with 
the antique and collecting worlds. 


His life was filled to the full, and 
up to the very end of his mortal span 
he was alert with many wonderful 
ideas for new worlds to conquer. His 
was the life of never ending things to 
be accomplished. 


I always think of him as being the 
father of the antique show business 
and the promoter of these shows 
throughout the country. He did not 
have a selfish aim to gather into his 
possession the many in number that 
he could have promoted. He had an 
interest primarily in his immediate 
show sphere. Many promoters over 
the country will be the first to admit 
that he gave freely of his advice to 
them from the files of his own experi- 
ence so that the interest ‘in antiques 
and collecting would be furthered be- 
yond the scope of his magazine HOB- 
BIES which he created expressly to 
promote the interest in the field of 
antiques and collecting. 

I shall always remember him dur- 
ing the time when he-promoted the 
first shows long before I became inti- 
mately associated with him. He was 
then, as always in the years that fol- 
lowed, a very prominent figure in the 
antique world, both as a collector and 
a friend to every dealer who followed 
him. 

His main aim in life as I came to 
know him in these later years was to 
present opportunities to people and 
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stimulate them on to their own indi- 
vidual success. He was a man who 
had gained his own success in life by 
hard work and felt that every one 
else had the right to achieve the same. 
His way of giving to the many he has 
left behind was not a form of mate- 
rial wealth but that intangible some- 
thing that those who were aware of it 
understood and were grateful to re- 
ceive. They followed, in a manner of 
speaking, behind him in his footsteps. 


For myself, I am grateful to have 
been close enough to him in these last 
years to glean much knowledge from 
his own past experience. He possessed 
a native shrewdness that I felt was 
the basis of his success and the ad- 
mirable quality for having the cour- 
age of his convictions, which is an 
earmark of many great men. How- 
ever, such a quality makes enemies as 
well as friends, but once anyone be- 
came loyal to him they truly could not 
be swayed to another way of thinking. 
For, even the least of us have our 
faults, which when given considera- 
tion and understanding will often be 
forgiven. 

Mr. Lightner traveled his path 
alone as many of great perception 
have done in the past. It was in a 
way, I believe, to better have the ad- 
vantage of accomplishing in the short 
mortal span we have to live, the things 
that he felt had to be done. 

Though he lived his Jast years in 
illness, his life was to be too great a 
goal to ever complain about his phys- 
ical condition. It just seemed to be 
the thing that spurred him on to ac- 
complish in reality some of his dreams. 

He opened a pathway to many ‘en- 
deavors of which a certain few took 
advantage of, and infringed on what 
he felt he justly owned and deserved, 
and to a certain code of unwritten 
ethics he did. But water has a way 
of seeking its own level and in due 
time, those of us who are left behind 
may be able to release the dam and 
let the water seek its rightful place. 

I personally have been made strong- 
er by having known Mr. Lightner and 
I feel that ours was a friendship that 
through the years took from one an- 
other. The many other things I would 
like to say are too numerous, but I 
would like to quote these final words 
of tribute taken from Pericles, as they 
express my realization that his life 
touched many of his fellowmen. 

“For the whole earth is a sepulcher 
of famous men and their story is n« 
graven only on stone over their native 
earth but lives on far away with no 
visible symbol woven into the stuff of 
other men’s lives.” 

And as an old friend of mine once 
told me, “Charles, a person is never 
dead so long as there is still one liv- 
ing being left on earth who remem- 
bers him.” I think that our friend 
and benefactor, O. C. Lightner, will 
live on for a very long time to come.—

Otto C. Lightner’s 
Death Saddens Many 


Editorial in the ST. AUGUSTINE RECORD 


People familiar with the scope of - 


Otto C. Lightner’s great gifts to the 
City of St. Augustine and its citizen- 
ry and his ambitious plans for the 
Lightner Museum of Hobbies, have 
been saddened to hear of the death 
of Mr. Lightner, in Chicago. 

It is always a blow to a community 
when a generous friend is removed 
by death, and in the case of Mr. 
Lightner, his benefactions have been 
so notable . . . his kindness so great 
.- .. that we are at a loss how to 
express our sense of bereavement. 

Mr. Lightner came here several 
years ago, after a trip through Flor- 
ida, during which he scanned resort 
cities, and endeavored to find just 
the right setting for his vast collec- 
tions of valuable antiques and hob- 
bies, housed in Chicago. When he 
came to St. Augustine, and saw beau- 
tiful Hotel Alcazar, comprising a 
whole city block, with its ornate and 
lovely buildings, and _ beautiful 
grounds including a _ picturesque 
patio, he visualized this as the per- 
fect place for the establisment of the 
museum he had in mind. 

The collector and publisher, well- 
known throughout the country, spent 
a large sum of money for the pur- 
chase of the Alcazar from. the Flag- 
ler interests, and allotted another 
large sum for the renovation of the 


building and the removal of his col- 
lections here. A vast amount of work 
has been involved, and much has 
been accomplished. 

Rehabilitation of the Casino ball- 
room has been one of the notable ac- 
complishments. At great expense, 
Mr. Lightner had the big hall re- 
stored to its former beauty, and it 
has been used for some _ notable 
events, such as the Antique Exposi- 
tions and Hobbies Shows, the Beaux 


Arts Ball, and the recent Shrine - 


Ceremonial. It means a great deal 
to St. Augustine to have a hall of 
such beauty and noble proportions 
available for notable events. 

Like all men of vision, who set 
cut to accomplish something for a 
community, Mr. Lightner had his 
detractors who indulged in criticism, 
and tried to belittle his efforts. How- 
ever, they did not get very tar in 
trying tc undermine his endeavors, 
because great accomplishments speak 
for themselves, and the results of Mr. 
Lightner’s work have been plainly 
seen by countless residents and vis- 
itors. 

Mr. Lightner’s love and loyalty for 
St. Augustine, and the museum which 
he created here, are plainly shown in 
the instructions he left . that 
burial should be in the patio of the 
beautiful structure, which he _ en- 
visaged as a museum unique of its 
kind . - @ museum which would 
house something of interest to every- 
one, with collections so varied that 
every person visiting it would carry 
away memories of things beautiful 
and unique... rare, and interesting.

After some consideration, the 
dealer decided to go ahead and de- 
liver the order at the lower price. 
Calling in a professional packer, the 
goods was sent Railway Express in- 
sured C. O. D. About a week later, 
another letter arrived from the so- 
called buyer saying the blank china 
was at the freight station and if the 
dealer would reduce her price an ad- 
ditional $50, she would accept it. If 
not, then she would have to take it 
back. 

Needless to say, the dealer had the 
shipment returned to her. All in all, 
she paid some $15 for packing and 
sending the merchandise both ways. 

Whether this is to be an isolated 
incident or ‘will set the pattern for 
similar “trial and error” dealings we 
cannot say, of course, but perhaps 
the telling of this story will prove 
helpful to others.

Postmaster General Jesse E. Don- 
aldson recently announced complete 
details of the 3-cent commemorative 
stamp honoring the Boy Scouts of 
America, to be released at Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania, on June 30, in 
connection ‘with the second National 
Jamboree of the Scout organization. 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches 
in dimensions, arranged horizontally. 
It is in brown by the rotary process, 
electric-eye perforated, and issued 
in sheets of fifty. An initial print- 


ing of 125,000,000 Boy Scout com-. 


memorative stamps was authorized. 

Depicted in the left-center portion 
of the stamp is a group of three 
boys, typifying the three age level 
programs of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica; namely, exploring, boy scouting, 
and cub scouting. In the background, 
to the right of the boys, is a picture 
of the Statue of Liberty, symboliz- 
ing the organization’s crusade to 
“Strengthen the Arm of Liberty.” 
In the right-center portion appears 
the membership badge of the Boy 
Scouts of America, above which is 
the wording “On my honor I will 
do my best,” and below, “Boy Scouts 
of America” in dark Roman letter- 
ing. In a narrow shaded panel 
across the bottom of the stamp are 
the words “United States Postage” 
in white faced Roman, with the de- 
nomination numeral “3c” enclosed in 
a circle in the extreme lower left 
corner. 

The finished model of the boy 
Scout stamp was sketched by Charles 
R. Chickering. The vignette was en- 
graved by Charles A. Brooks and the 
lettering, numerals and frame were 
engraved by Edward H. Helmuth. 

In concluding his description, 
Mr. Donaldson said, “Plans of the 
National Boy Scout organization call 
for an encampment of approximate- 
ly 45,000 boys on the hallowed 
grounds of Valley Forge. There they 
will see the forts and emplacements 
erected by the Continental Army and 
the headquarters of General Wash- 
ington, whose suffering and prayers 
on this site brought forth the liberty 
which we must still gallantly strug- 
gle to preserve.” 

“The issuance of the Boy Scout 
stamp is a Governmental recognition 
of the great work that Scouting is 
performing in character building and 
in guaranteeing a patriotic citizenry 
for the future. I am very happy 
that a favorable opportunity was

presented for us to honor this or- 
ganization.” 

First-day cancellations of this 
stamp were handled by the Postmas- 
ter at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania.

The description’ of the 3-cent In- 
diana Territory Sesquicentennial 
commemorative stamp was announced 
on May 31, by Postmaster General 
Jesse M. Donaldson. 

The stamp, which will be placed 
on sale for the first time at Vincen- 
nes, Indiana, on July 4, 1950, will be 
0.84 by 1.44 inches in dimensions, ar- 
ranged horizontally with a single 
line frame, printed by the rotary 
process, electric-eye perforated, and 
issued in sheets of 50. An _ initial 
printing order of 115,000,000 Indiana 
Territory stamps has been authorized. 

The stamp has for the central de- 
sign a portrait of William Henry 
Harrison, its first Governor, to the 
left and the first Capitol building 
to the right. Above the building. in 
three lines of white Gothic, is “In- 
diana Territory Sesquicentennial 
1800-1950.” Directly below the build- 
ing in the same style are the words 
“The First Capitol.” Below the por- 
trait in a ribbon ornamented with 
laurel leaves is the name in dark 
The words “United States 
Postage” in dark Roman appear in a 
single line across the lower border, 
with the denomination “3c” in the 
same style superimposed on a stone 
arrowhead, which is in the lower 
right corner. 

The Indiana Territory stamp was 
designed by Charles R. Chickering. 
The portrait and vignette were en- 
graved by George A. Gunderson and 
the outline frame, lettering and num- 
erals were engraved by Axel W. 
Christensen. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a limited number of addressed en- 
velopes, not in excess of 10, to the 
Postmaster, Vincennes, Indiana, witn 
postal note or money order remit- 
tance to cover the cost of the stamps 
to be affixed. An enclosure of medi- 
um weight should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either sealed 
or turned in. The outside envelope 
to the Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First Day Covers.”

On the Postal Service 

Postal service is a necessity. It is 
the great and required aid to busi- 
ness, social life, personal intercourse 
between people far apart, and it is 
the greatest educational aid in the 
current civilization. Being a _neces- 
sity, it is of course somewhat of a 
“business,” and the P. O. claims it 
is the biggest “business” in the world. 
But it also claims any shortages of 
funds, due to more business, or more 
expense or new methods or wage 
changes, as a “deficit.” 

Being a_ greater necessity 
than some of the other Government 
Bureaus or functions, it should con- 
sider itself first entitled to fiscal aid 
and support. The Army, Navy, Air 
—and other branches simply ask for 
funds, and get them. The P. O. calls 
its needs a deficit, possibly because 
it makes profits. 

Postal income, postal costs and 
postal employees must be. The in- 
come is solid and it reduces the cost 
of postal service. But it does not 
make the extra financial need a “de- 
ficit.” It simply shows the income 
is less than the cost, which is evident, 
reasonable and right. So why should 
the P. O. not ask for funds and keep 
doing its good work? Serve and in- 
crease without jamming the public 
with alleged saving methods.

Overprinted Issue of 1904 


Many things enter into our study, 
but some seem to enter long after 
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the factual varification from regular 
issuing ot a country’s stamps is 
spread on the catalog page. 

From one South American coun- 
try comes a remark about an issue 
that was overprinted in 1904. But to 
explain, here is the letter in part:— 
“T have just seen a local collection 
that upsets all my arrangements of 
the 1904 Chili issues. The overprints 
are in our catalog, only they stop in 
the middle of the list and cover only 
four sub-letters for numbers 58-61 
and a few more for the ‘Type 11’ 
series No. 62 to 67. Possibly foreign 
catalogues do better, but it is 
strange that it should take 45 years 
or so to bring any additions into 
notice. [ have collected Chili since 
my first stamp study. It is a pet. 
But now I am beginning over be- 
cause these things will need a total 
remount of many groups.” 

The comment is natural, but per- 
haps too, we are making our initial 
studies of new issues more complete, 
more exact, more careful in compar- 
isons. ‘This all because cn the same 
line a group of China (evidently the 
Soviet controlled printings) that 
show sub-varieties and design differ- 
ences and even changes in the Sov- 
iet symbolic “star.” Some of these 
stars are the blunt and usual and 
some the same star that we use on 
our national flag. Just why these 
should appear in stamps of the same 
issue is of course at the moment be- 
yond our knowledge, maybe always 
will be. But these changes come 
easier to the eye because we receive 
large blocks of a single value, and 
the comparisons are easier, or more 
easy, to see and more obvious because 
of companion stamps in proper place. 

The first inference we draw is that 
the whole Chinese move was pre-ar- 
ranged, stamps designed and printed, 
and the campaign approved to the 
last item. That is planned aggres- 
sion, no matter what the ones that 
abandoned China to the Red influ- 
enced top men call it. And aggres- 
sion so foreseen is in most languages 
plain war. War of the kind that 
should not be ignored, or overlooked. 
War that is an infraction of every 
agreement and rule of all interna- 
tional law and all decently m+nded 
peoples. 

How long it took to attain this end 
is beyond us, but the correspondent 
seems to feel it has been planned for 
“several years” even though the con- 
trolling Red heads made the final(?) 
agreement only recently. 

If—and I say this just to repeat 
some previous paragraphs—if you 
study China you will discover that 
it is a vastly more interesting and 
informative section than the cata- 
logue makes it. 

And (at least the issues since the 
end of, the “Imperial era”) it will 
not put too many kinks in your 
pocketbook. 

Permanence of Issues 

Here is one to think about. “The 
issues of any country rise and fall 
in quality according to their econom- 
ic ability, or their Treasury balances 
and ability to buy and pay. So the 
issues that deteriorate in paper and 
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printing and the steps that go with 
issuing a new group of postage 
stamps, are direct evidence of sol- 
vency. Of course there is a lag be- 
tween paying for the issue and the 
countries financial ability. But if 
you will take the issues of any of the 
countries that waver between Red, 
Pink and normal White, you will be 
able to see their internal condition 
from their stamp issues.” 

That sounds like a teacher’s last 
lecture. It is not. Just the preface 
to a long letter from a collector 
whose main idea is to find a way to 
make the cheap paper issues of some 
countries last and stay white (sulph- 
ite paper trouble) and look well—or 
as well as when issued. The poor 
paper items are a problem. The top 
European collection was reduced in 
fading and yellowing dangers by hav- 
ing its gum removed, and in some 
instances by even pasting down un- 
der pressure. There is a question if 
the average collector would care to 
go this far. But he may well look 
carefully at claimed preserving cov- 
erings. 

They may be all that is claimed as 
to chemical content, but that is not 
Saying that the involved “chemically 
pure” material is not likely to react 
to some of the ingredients of sulphite 
papers, or that these will not change 
color in time, and maybe disintegrate 
or lose their identity. The pressure 
on sale of such things does not go 
into the question of what the years 
will do. If you can find out, all right. 
If not, then what? 

There are many who do not think 
the “preserve your stamps” selling 
story is all as stated in the advertis- 
ing although some are quite eye fil- 
ling in new condition. Watch these 
cheap issues carefully, experiment 
and compare. Might be you couldn’t 
replace. ——o—

Admiral Harris’ 
Collection to be Sold 


The 67-volume collection of the late 
Admiral Frederick R. Harris—rich in 
Italian States, Lombardy - Venetia, 
Ceylon and Victoria, and cataloging 
about $500,000—was recently sched- 
uled for auction by Harmer, Rooke 
& Co., Inc. of New York. 

Admiral Harris was a collector of 
the first rank. He was president of 
the Philatelic Foundation, served as 
chairman of the Jury at the 1947 Cen- 
tenary International Philatelic Exhi- 
bition in New York, and was a co- 
author of “Hawaii, Its Stamps and 
Postal History.” 

Practically every stamp and cover 
in his collection is in extraordinarily 
fine condition. There are many unique 
pieces, and the Admiral had a passion 
for completeness. 

The Italian States issues fill 40 al- 
bums and catalog about $260,000. The 
Modena group includes a breath-tak- 
ing cover with a strip of three of the 
80-centesimi buff, which catalog $3,- 
750 as off-cover singles. 

Among the Parma gems are a used 
strip of three of the 5c yellow green 
Provisional of 1859 (cat. $750), and 
a mint block of four of the 80c yellow 
(cat. $480). 

In Romagna, the Admiral corralled 
all of the listed bisects, most of them 
tied to covers. There is also a beauti- 
ful used copy of the 6-bajocchi yellow 
green (cat. $500), and a very fine 
used 20b gray green, (cat. $175). 

The Roman States collection boasts 
a very fine used pair of the 50b dull 
blue (cat. $80), and mint and used 
pairs of the 1-scudo rose (cat. $80 and 
$150). 

The outstanding Sardinia pieces in- 
clude: No. 1 in an unused block of 
four (cat. $300); No. 3 in a sheet- 
margin mint block of four (cat. $500) ; 
No. 3a in a used strip of three (cat. 
$450); No. 4 mint (cat. $100); No. 5 
in a mint sheet-margin pair (cat.

King Carol Exhibits Stamps 


Stamp collecting, which is followed 
by young and old, is also the hobby of 
kings. A recent news release tells of 
the visit to London of former King 
Carol of Roumania, where he exhib- 
ited his stamp collection in an inter- 
national stamp show. The ex-king has 
an outstanding collection of stamps 
and is one of the most enthusiastic 
collectors in the world today. 

The exiled King, who is now living 
in Portugal, recently consigned some 
of his choicest rarities of his extra- 
ordinarily large world collection to 
the auctioneer for selling. 

Among the great classic rarities 
which King Carol prized is the one- 
penny orange “Post Office” Mauri- 
tius on cover and a beautiful used 
specimen of the two penny dark blue. 
These two pieces came from the 
Duveen Collection, and the King paid 
about $25,000 for them. They are 
priced, off cover, in the Scott Cata- 
logue at $15,000 apiece. 

Another rarity, of which not more 
than half a dozen exist, is the Spain 
1851 2-real blue error (Scott’s No. 
10a) in a vertical used pair with the 
nermal 6r blue. This piece carries a 
catalogue price of $15,000; King Car- 
ol paid $10,500 for it.

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The story of the 3-skilling orange- 
error of Sweden’s 1855 issue which 
ranks on a par with the British 
Guiana 1c black on magenta stamp 
of 1856 (Scott price, $50,000) and is 
one of the legends of philately was 
also a prized possession of the mon- 
arch. 

A prep school student named Back- 
mann found the stamp in 1886 in 
a Stockholm collection for 7 crowns. 

It was on a letter dated July 18, 
1857, and postmarked at Kopparberg. 
The lad sold it to a Stockhoim stamp 
dealer for 7 crons (about $2). The 
dealer, whose name was Lichenstein, 
knew what he had and showed it at 
several exhibitions, refusing offers 
which ran as high as 500 crowns. 

The Viennese dealer Sigmund 
Fried] saw the 3-skilling orange and 
mentioned it to his client, Baron 
Philippe la Renotiere von Ferrari, the 
famous Austrian collector who 
wanted to own one specimen of every 
known stamp. Friedl bought the 
Swedish rarity for Ferrari in 18y4 
for the staggering price of 4,000 
gulden, 

In 1922 the French Government 
auctioned the Ferrari collection, 
which it had seized as alien property 
upon his death. Baron Leijonhufvud 
of Sweden bid in the unique 3sk 
orange for the bargain price of 
30,000 francs. 

Tt next passed to a Stockholm en- 
gineer named Tamm for 20,000 
crowns, or about three times what 
Leijonhufvud had paid for it. Tamm 
was a speculator, and soon sold the 
rarity for 37,500 crowns to J. Ram- 
berg, a Goteborg lawyer. 

_In 1937, Ramberg had the London 
firm of H. R. Harmer sell the stamp 
for him. King Carol bought it for 
45,000 (then worth about $25,000). 

Non-collectors usually wonder why 
there is only one 3sk orange stamp, 
Philatelists believe that a cliché of 
the 3sk was accidentally used to re- 
place a damaged 8sk orange, and 
that the substitution occurred toward 
“nd _ of the printing of the 8sk 
sheets.

Noted Stamp Collector 
Dies 

Dr. Kazys Grinius, former premier 
and president of Lithuania, died in 
his home in Chicago, recently. He 
was 83. 

The physician-statesman was pre- 
mier of Lithuania from 1920 to 1922 
and president for nine months in 
1926 


While guiding his nation through 
internal trouble and outside aggres- 
sion Dr. Grinius was jailed by Rus- 
sian Czarists, Russian insurrection- 
ists and Germans. 

He was freed by American troops 
from a Nazi displaced persons camp 
and came to this country in 1947 af- 
ter the iron curtain dropped in Lith- 
uania. 

Mrs. Grinius exhibited their collec- 
tion of stamps at one of the recent 
Chicago Antique Expositions and 
Collectors Fair.

Prepared In Rome Now Available 


ROME—tThe Solidarity of the Americas with the Vatican and the Holy 
year received a very tangible and lasting expression. The famous sculptor 
and official medalist to the Holy See, Professor Aurelio Mistruzzi had 
been commissioned and has completed a special commemorative medal which 








will remain as a unique memento of this great event. 


It will be recalled that Mistruzzi designed the 
tools used by the Holy Father on the occasion of 
the opening of the Holy Door. He also was com- 
missioned to design the official medal which all 
pilgrims will receive in Rome. 


On 2 similar design, slightly larger, Mistruzzi’s 
commemorative medal is now being struck and will 
be made available to the faithful throughout the 
Americas through official distributors.

This medal by Aurelio Mistruzzi is reproduced on 
this page. While showing on the face of the medal 
the same relief of Pope Pius XII as appears, some- 
what smaller, on the medal to be distributed in 
Rome, this commemorative medal has on the re- 
verse an embossed relief of particular artistic per- 
fection the actual scene of the opening of the Holy 
Door. 


A particularly attractive feature is the ribbon in 
the papal colors, yellow and white. 


A very wide distribution is expected with plans 
to make this commemorative medal available to 
ALL in North as well as South America.

The representative of Professor Mistruzzi and 
Dr. Chiminelli has been in touch with authorities 
both in Canada and the United States, who have 
also expressed particular interest in this work. The 
representative, Mr. Bela Kostic, received a letter 
from His Excellency the Apostolic Delegate, Arch- 
bishop Antoniutti, which says in part:

on the part of the faithful.’’

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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR

Browsing through numismatic pub- 
lications recently, I came upon an 
article in the Star Coin Encyclo- 
pedia published by B. Max Mehl that 
was of such interest to me that I 
thought my readers would be inter- 
ested to read such parts as my col- 
umn will allow: 


The Confederate Half Dollar 


The only Numismatic record of a 
nation of nine million people who 
maintained a precarious existence in 
the face of overwhelming odds for a 
space of nearly four years and a 
half. 

The beginning of the year 1910 
was signalized in a numismatic way 
by the offering for sale of the only 
known specimen of the official metal- 
lic coinage of the Confederate States 
of America. 

Coming from its resting place in a 
safe deposit vault where it had been 
for 28 years, this unique half dollar 
created a sensation. 

Few American coins can be said 
to rank in interest with the Con- 
federate half, with its authoritative 
U. S. obverse and distinctive Con- 
federate reverse. Such a_ unique 
combination of the official devices of 


two great opposing powers probably 
has not another parallel in history. 
The story of the finding of the 


half is as follows: E. Mason, Jr., a 
Philadelphia numismatist, prepared 
an article on rare coins for a New 
York newspaper which appeared in 
1879. He soon received a communi- 
cation from B. F. Taylor, Md., then 
secretary and treasurer of the Louis- 
iana State Board of Health stating 
that he had a Confederate half in his 
possession and soon sent the original 
coin and die to Mr. Mason. 

Mr. Taylor had been chief coiner 
of the Confederate mint since it was 
turned over to the Confederacy and 
all United States officers were re- 
tained. 

In April, Secretary Memminger of 
the Confederate Treasury ordered 
the design for half dollar pieces be 
submitted to him for approval. The 
design selected was one now famil- 
iar, and the dies were engraved by 
A. H. M. Peterson, Engraver, and die 
sinker, and were prepared for the 
coining press by Conrad Schmidt, 
foreman of the coining room. 

Four coins were struck in the old 
hand screw press; one of these was 
given to the Confederate Government, 
probably the one which Jefferson 
Davis .is said to have owned. The 
second coin was presented to Prof. 
Biddle of the University of Louis- 
iana, the third to Dr. E. Ames of 
New Orleans, and the fourth was 
kept by Chief Coiner Taylor. 

About this time an order came 
from the secretary suspending oper- 
ations because of the difficulty of 


obtaining bullion, and the mint was 
closed on April 30, 1861. 

Mr. Mason disposed of the coin and 
Confederate reverse die to a New 
York dealer in 1879. The dealer ob- 
tained 500 1861 half dollars bearing 
the New Orleans mint letter, and 
had a reverse design removed from 
each. Then the coins were restamped 
with the reverse die of the Confeder- 
ate half dollar. The die broke on the 
first trial, then had to be set in a 
heavy steel band to prevent further 
damage. 

The 500 half dollars of the New 
Orleans mint were obtained only af- 
ter much difficulty. After the re- 
strike had been made the die was 
defaced by filling a deep groove 
the face and a brass piece was struck 
from the defaced die to show what 
had been done. 

What became of the other three 
coins seems destined to remain a 
mystery. The specimens of Jeffer- 
son Davis, Professor Biddle, and Dr. 
Ames have never been heard of from 
that day to this, so far as known, 
and probably now are no longer in 
existence. 

The five hundred copies or restrikes 
of this famous piece were sold to the 
coin collectors of the time and today 
are the only easily acquired record 
of these interesting coins. The fact 
that they were struck on planchets 
that already had a design on one 
side causes this design to be very 
slightly flattened. This is the man- 
ner in which a restrike can be identi- 
fied from an original. 

“Phony” Coins 

It is hard to believe that “phony” 
coins, imitations of great rarities 
are in good demand because the 
originals are so rare and costly, and 
beyond the pocketbook of the ave- 
age collector. 

This is the case of the 1856 flying 
eagle cent. An original of this rar- 
ity in proof condition is catalogued 
at $175.00. This high price has 
caused some unscrupulous persons to 
take an 1858 and alter it to look like 
an 1856. As we all know, this is 
against the law, however. But altered 
dates still will bring $5. to $10., 
strange as it seems. 

A great many silver dollars were 
altered to look like 1804’s so cleverly, 
that it takes an expert to detect the 
deception. Legend has it that a 
dealer around Boston, 20 some odd 
years ago boasted of having a box 
of small 4’s which he used for this 
purpose. A dollar of similar design 
‘was used, the last number ground off 
and the small 4 sweated in its place. 
A genuine 1804 brings a fabulous 
price but the phonies will bring be- 
tween $25. and $50. 

During the latter part of the 19th 
century some enterprising collectors 
made copies of the original rarities 
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and a great many of these are circu- 
lating in the coin world today. Elec- 
trotypes, to the unsuspecting collec- 
tor can come very close to looking 
like the real thing. 

They were made of two pieces of 
lead of the exact design as the origi- 
nal, copper plated and sweated to- 
gether with’ the edges carefully filed 
off. An electrotype can be detected 
by’ this edge, also they do not ring 
true. These electros of early cents 
of 1798, 1799, 1804, and early colon- 
ials will bring around $5. each. 

Of course, it is not legal to buy, 
sell or possess these pieces. The 
Secret Service claim them to be 
counterfeits and whenever they turn 
up are apt to be-confiscated. Never- 
theless, interest persists. 

I find that counterfeit coins do at 
times appear in circulation, not as 
often, however, as they did in the 
past. Sometimes one does come 
across a coin made of lead, iron, etc. 

The Secret Service through its 
constant vigilance has succeeded in 
keeping this vice to a minimum. 

Counterfeiting is not a new or re- 
cent law violation, as it was done 
thousands of years ago. In ancient 
Roman times, coins were known to 
be counterfeit and not only that, 
but were defaced. It was easy for 
some sharp merchant to clip a piece 
off of every coin that came through 
his hands. ‘heir crude coining made 
it so that his act could hardly be no- 
ticed. The only way one could tell 
would be to weigh the coin. 

Plating of coms of baser material 
started as early as the Roman Em- 
pire. Through the middle ages the 
manner otf counterfeiting was to 
make the coins of lead. 

Present day counterfeiting coins 
are better and harder to discern. 
They have a ring and in some in- 
stances are actually made of the 
same quality metal as that of the 
government issue. 7 

During the days of gold coins a 

very vicious habit was the sweating 
of coins. The gold coins were sub- 
jected to such heat that a slight film 
of gold would be sweated from the 
surface of the piece. The original 
design was still clear and most 
people would accept it at face value. 
Another vice was to place a number 
of gold coins in a bag, and shake 
them by the hour. The rattling to- 
gether would make them wear and 
the outcome was a nice bit of gold 
dust. 
One would not think that much 
could be gotten in this manner, but 
with gold as valuable as it always 
has been, it did not take long to ac- 
cumulate quite a sum from sweated 
or shaken coins. While a United 
States Gold piece states its value, all 
gold pieces that looked light were 
weighed by banks when received and 
the’ value of the weight was paid 
rather than face value.

THE ART OF THE LAPIDARY, by 
Francis J. Sperisen, published by The 
Bruce Publishing Company, Milwau- 
kee 1, Wisconsin, 382 pages, _illus- 
trated. Price $6.50. 

The dedication of this book is al- 
most prophetic, “Dedicated to the 
amateur, may his tribe increase.” It 
seems that rock collecting is one 
of the fastest growing hobbies in the 
country today. Onur review depart- 
ment has been deluged with books on 
the subject recently, our Gems and 
Minerals department is growing by 
leaps and bounds, and the rock 
hounds have been swarming to the 
rock shop in the Antique Mart. Much 
of this increased interest, we believe, 
is due to the comprehensive books 
such as The Art of the Lapidary 
which have been recently published. 

Mr. Sperisen has compiled one of 
the most complete books on this sub- 
ject that we have seen for a long 
time. The book has been divided into 
thirteen chapters giving the amateur 
and the veteran lapidaries one of the 
most complete books on this art thus 
far. Fully explained are the physical 
characteristics of gems and minerals, 
the classification, cutting and polish- 
ing of gems and cabochons, and 
many other important facts which 
give a general knowledge of the dif- 
ferent phases of this fascinating 
pastime. 


Cloth bound in a jade green, the 
physical makeup is good. Instructive 
photographs and line drawings add 
much in the way of understanding, 
and attractiveness. The illustrations 
have been very well reproduced, and 
body is clear and readable. Francis 
Sperisen gathered the material for 
this publication over a period of 35 
years as a professional lapidary. He 
is indeed an expert, and has passed 
his knowledge on to you in The Art 
of the Lapidary.

MUSIC AS A HOBBY, by Fred B. Bar- 
ton, published by Harper & Brothers, 
New York. 159 pages. Price, $2.50. 

In a day when specialization is the 
accepted by-product of arts and 
Sciences, music touches us all and 
does not lead off into narrow grooves 
confined only to the scholar. ‘There 
is nowhere that the individual can- 
not find a particular song to delight 
his ear, whether his listening is 
trained or not. More than once, music 
has been lauded as the great common 
denominator, and there looms noth- 
ing believable on the horizon that 
will ever change its special place in 
the world. Nothing is required with 
which to translate the feelings 
caused by music. You need only 
listeners to gather a thousand mean- 
ings, and every meaning implied may 
be justly accepted as _ inseparable 
from the work of the composer. 

Among programs that have done 
much to teach people the enjoyment 
and fruits of music are the “Tops” 
concerts in Boston, summer evenings 
spent on the shores of Lake Michigan 


by many Grant Park followers here 
in Chicago, and the popular Public 
Hall concerts in Cleveland of more 
recent origin. 

A written program, recommended 
to everyone, is Fred Barton’s 
“Music As a Hobby,” a revised edi- 
tion that is fun to read, and as stim- 
ulating as the music and musicians 
he writes about. 

The author’s conversation with 
Jascha Heifetz open the pages of his 
book with the informal comments 
of this great violinist, student to this 
day by his own omission, with thirty- 
three years of love and labor behind 
him. Asked if he ever put a value 
on his violin, Mr. Heifetz reptied, 
“Yes, I had to value them for in- 
surance purposes. Both of them are 
insured for twenty-one thousand 
pounds sterling.” But we could not 
even begin to know the value of this 
master-artist’s playing, to himself 
and to others, which is immeasurable, 
as the author reminds us. 


Later pages are devoted to the 
layman, for the most part, not 
striving to match the accomplish- 
ments of Heifetz, but wanting to in- 
ject into his life some of the lasting 
benefits, free to those associating 
with music in their everyday lives. 
We find it is best to listen and play 
to weave the most satisfaction from 
our hours with music, and the author 
helps us in selecting an instrument, 
and in organizing neighborhood or- 
chestras and community sings. He 
has: special words for playing the 
piano by ear, and a smattering of 
intricacies for the beginner, defin- 
ing various musical arrangements 
such as a suite, fugue and symphony, 
as set forth originally by Lillian L. 
Baldwin, Supervisor of Music Appre- 
ciation in the Cleveland Schools. 


In helping yourself to music, the 
subject of one of Mr. Barton’s 
chapters, he tells us to surround our 
selves with our favorite pieces, the 
ones we like naturally and best, rath- 
er than attempting to follow some- 
one else’s pattern, which is wrong. 
Spontaneous desires, directed with- 
out pretense, should be the only 
authority in choosing your selections. 

With thrift. and intelligence in 
mind, the writer makes suggestions 
for using your radio and phonograph 
as good musical mediums, and plan- 
ning programs of recreation and 
self-expression for the whole family, 
emphasizing the dividends this will 
yield in bringing up the nation’s boys 
and girls. 

In truth, music in one form or an- 
other, is everybody’s hobby, potential 
or otherwise. This is the book to 
help you realize joy rather than 
stoical resignation, while listening 
and playing. Br. Barton has pulled 
off aging whiskers from the study 
and appreciation of music, and in re- 
freshing, zestful prose tells a story 
old, yet in such readable style, so 


new to the book world.

To the best of our knowledge, this 
handsome volume _ represents’ the 
first comprehensive history and guide 
to American cut and engraved glass, 
and as such is sorely needed by 
dealer as well as amateur collector. 
For all too many fine original Amer- 
ican pieces have been mistakenly 
offered as English or Irish in origin. 
This book, which took three years to 
write, uncovers, with brilliant an- 
alysis, the authenticated history, 
illustrating some 517 different pieces 
of glass, giving trademark, history, 
type of ware. 

Mrs. Daniel brings to her writing 
a background admirably qualified 
for authoritative presentation of this 
important subject. A resident of 
Pittsburgh, one of America’s oldest 
glass-making cities, she has been 
able to study that city’s history 
first-hand. She had fifteen years of 
newspaper training as editor of 
women’s features and for three years 
was one of NBC’s first women com- 
mentators on antiques. She consulted 
hundreds of glassmen in the United 
States and Ireland who could tell her 
about the boom period of the Amer- 
ican glass industry, visited every 
museum housing noteworthy glass 
and inspected many private collec- 
tions. 

Word of commendation must be 
given the publishers, who have speci- 
alized in fine books on antiques, for 
the quality of craftsmanship in re- 
production. The type faces are large 
and extremely readable, the repro- 
duction of plates and drawings vivid- 
ly clear. Collectors of our native 
glass will be grateful to them and 
Mrs. Daniel for the industry and 
penetration of this splendid book.

HOW TO DRAW THE HUMAN FIG- 
URE, by Arthur Black. Published by 
Whittlesey House, McGraw-Hill Book 
Company, Inc., 330 West 42nd St., New 
‘York, N. Y., 169 pages, fully illus- 
frated. Price $4.50 


In recent years there have ap- 
peared many excellent books on 
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drawing. The demand has been great 
due to the increased interest in art 
of all kinds. Many simplified in- 
struction books have appeared relat- 
ing to landscapes, seascapes, still- 
life drawings, etc., but many poten- 
tial artists complain of the lack of 
simplified books on the human figure. 
It is commonly known that a great 
deal of knowledge in anatomy is 
necessary for any student who wish- 
es to excel in this particular field 
of art. Perhaps many have opened 
a book of instructions and after 
glancing at the mass of muscles 
which greet the eye, close the book 
immediately and concentrate on a 
lifeless vase of cattails. With this 
recent publication by Arthur Black, 
we hope this practice will be abol- 
ished. 

Mr. Black, who is Director of the 
Central Park School of Art, has 
passed his knowledge on to all who 
wish to learn to draw the human fig- 
ure in a professional manner, by 
merely following the simple, logical 
instructions he has set down. 

In this new, simplified approach, 
you start by drawing single lines 
and gradually work up to the 
professional point of drawing fom a 
model. Mr. Black has given us a 
full book of step by step working 
drawings, which, if followed care- 
fully and practiced faithfully will 
show your skill improving rapidly 
day by day. Before long you will be 
creating your own poses, sketching 
anything which catches your fancy, 
and with an amazing skill you never 
dreamed you possessed. The basic 
lines are of course given prominence 
as this is the most important phase 
of any sketch for the beginner. 

Different angles are _ illustrated, 
both action and still poses; expres- 
sions, foreshortening, various posi- 
tions of the hands and feet and other 
working drawings are given which 
enables you to turn out professioal 
work in an amazingly short time. All 
in all, it is the best beginner’s book 
on drawing the human figure we 
have seen for some time. 

The physical makeup is excellent, 
the body of the book very readable 
and the illustrations are superb. It 
is the perfect gift for anyone, young 
or old who has a flair for the artistic, 
but lacks confidence.

Yates’ book offers much for the 

home craftsman. We think, how- 

ever, that his publishers missed a 

good bet by not suggesting that the 

pieces be burned in the wood with 
the date of manufacture, serving as 
protection for the piece itself which 
can never be confused ‘with the gen- 
uinely old. 

Embodied in these pages is a 
wealth of good drawings supplement- 
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ing the author’s decoration ideas, 
such as the various finishes, hard- 
ware accessories, stencilling as prac- 
ticed by old-time craftsmen, and 
suitable backgrounds and papered, 
panelled and painted walls for tying 
an early American room together. 
All of the pieces — an early nine- 
teenth century designed pine chest, 
country Chippendale blanket chest, 
pine dressers, drop-leaf, gate-leg and 
tavern shaped tables, corner cup- 
boards, and rural chairs with rush 
and splint seats — have been chosen 
with a view to the simpler forms of 
joinery, the type of thing that may 
be done in home workshops. A pine 
clockcase design is also included in 
Mr. Yates’ examples of construction. 
By way of introduction, a useful 
chapter on old joiners’ tools, how they 
were employed, and how their use 
can be duplicated with present-day 
tools, precedes these furniture pro-

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Archaelogical Notes From Delaware 


By JEANNETTE S. EDWARDS 


How long Delaware was inhabited 
before 1600, what sort of man he 
was, has been uncovered in the earth. 
The greater part of Delaware is 
gravely sand. This is about twenty- 
five foot, alluvial post-ice-age de- 
posit. In the northermost parts are 
hills, rocks and clay, overlaid with 
boulders. Beneath these deposits of 
earlier ages, are many strata of fos- 
sils, sea shells, more sand, then clay 
with prehistoric fossils. Much of in- 
terest came to light as recently as 
1935, when the cut of the Delaware- 
Chesapeake Canal was _ deepened. 
Evidence was added, at this time, 
that a Paleolithic man once lived in 
the great valley of the Delaware. It 
was my privilege, due to a peculiar 
advantage, and ‘with no foreknow- 
ledge of archaeology, to see, to 
handle and to own, some of these 
fossils, and artifacts. These I have 
since given, with all authentic data 
attached, to a well-known Delaware 
archaeologist, John Swientochowski, 
to be preserved for the future. 


In the upper strata nearest the 
surface were the remains and _ arti- 
facts of the Indians. Much deeper 
and beneath them, in a yellow soil, 
the remains of an Argillite people. 
At the very bottom of the cut of the 
canal, the very crude stones of a 
Paleolithic man. 

In Northern Delaware, deep be- 
neath the rocks and clay, and gravel 
deposits of Claymont, peat was un- 
earthed. This peat was the result, 
of fallen forests centuries old. This 
had been covered by glacier deposits. 
In this peat relics from the age of 
the Mammoth were found by Hil- 
borne T. Cresson in 1864. One such 
Mammoth-incised shell, found near 
Holly Oak, in Brandywine Hundred, 
was deposited in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution in 1891, still on display. Al- 
so there are two crude stone imple- 
ments, taken out at Claymont from 
the peat. They are catalogued in the 
Smithsonian, as very rare early 
American. However, mystery still 
surrounds the pile structures in Naa- 
mans Creek, the past formations and 
the rock shelter near Claymont. 

Due to an unusual coincidence, at 
about the same time, 1935, I had the 
good fortune of meeting and know- 
ing Joseph Wigglesworth. He was 
the owner and the collector of the 


largest private collection of Indian 
artifacts in Delaware. Mr. Wiggles- 
worth died in 1937 and his valuable 
collection is now at the University of 
Delaware. From him I learned much 
of the following: 

Indians made camps along the 
running streams, often made villages 
and lived at the junction of two such 
streams. Several tribes, Nanticoke, 
Choptank, Munsee, Assateague, Lenni- 
Lenape and the Minquas lived in 
Delaware. These tribes were all Al- 
gonquin-speaking people. A few 
Choptank Indians lived at Locust 
Neck. These and the Assateague and 
Nanticoke peoples left group burial 
places, or so called Ossuarys. Sever- 
al of these have been uncovered, all 
in Southern Delaware, usually by ac- 
cident, or by road building activities, 
occasionally by the Archeologist. 

In the “Delaware Gazette” for 
1838 is was reported that workmen 
digging near Laurel, in 1808 dug 
from a bank of a small stream wagon 
loads of human bones. This was 
later proved to be an Indian Ossuary. 

East of Felton (near Killens Mill 
Pond) when removing sand, work- 
men uncovered many bones, stone 
implements, ornaments, and a few 
very beautiful slate pipes. All defin- 
itely Algonquin. 

In Northern Delaware, in New 
Castle County, traces of fish weirs, 
V-shaped and made of small stones 
were found both in the upper Brandy- 
wine, in Naamans Creek, and near 
Doe Run. The tribes living in North- 
ern Delaware were mostly Lenni- 
Lenape. There were a few Minquas 
living along the Christiana Creek 
and the marsh land around Hog 
Swamp and on Nonesuch Creek. 
Proof of the nature of these tribes 
who lived here was uncovered at Briar 
Hill Newark, in White Clay Creek 
Hundred (see “Early American Indian 
Villages on White Clay Creek” by 
Archibald C. Crozier, Vol. 138 No. 6 
and “Hog Swamp Site Near New- 
port” also by Mr. Crozier, Delaware 
Archeological Society). Lenni-Len- 
ape in the Indian language means 
“Original Man.” This tribe kept a 
history painted on sticks called the 
“Walam Olum” meaning “Red Score.” 
(See chapter one, “Three Centuries 
Under 4 Flags” by Anna T. Lincoln). 
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in 1860 from the picture writing 
record of these Indians by Daniel G. 
Brinton. It is the story of the crea- 
tion, of a great flood, of migration 
across the world. Leander Leitner, a 
Delaware poet, put this story into 
rhythm in 1939. His book is called 
“The Walam Olum.” 


Many word names of Indian 
peoples designate Delaware towns, 
Hundreds, streams and marshes. A 
special public school, for the people 
called Nanticokes and Moors, is still 
held in Indian River Hundred, in 
Delaware today. (See “Delaware’s 
Forgotten Folk” by C. A. Weslager 
published in 1944), 


From Slaughter Creek south to 
Rehoboth Beach are shell heaps and 
pits filled with burned stones and 
shells and artifacts. These are the 
remains of the Indians who came to 
fish and collect sea food and smoked 
it for preservation. The implements 
and artifacts found among the shell 
heaps are of the distinct type of 
woodland or Algonquin-speaking 
peoples. This area was subjected to 
careful research by Dr. D. S. David- 
son of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, 


Crane Hook, within the industrial 
part of the city of Wilmington, near 
the site of the Marine Terminal was 
carefully .investigated a few years 
ago by the Delaware Archeological 
Society. Their attention was focused 
on this site, due to an earlier dis- 
covery in 1882 of a cache of sixty 
argillite blades. Hoping that more 
was left to be discovered, they set to 
work in a very careful and syste- 
matic manner. They uncovered many 
things. Arrow heads, of quartz and 
jasper, celts, banner stones, work 
stones, scraping tools, shells, teeth, 
and bones. This was carefully re- 
corded in May of 1948 by John 
Swientochowski (see Del. Arch. Soc. 
bulletin “The Excavations at Crane 
Hook,” Vol. 3 No. 5). 


Along the Nanticoke River there 
were ten Indian Villages when the 
English came. We have the names of 
five of these from Captain John 
Smith who visited them in 1608. The 
Indians were here to welcome the 
first Swedish settlers in 1609 and 
were friendly and traded with Dutch 
also when they came in 1654. How- 
ever they were always referred to as 
savages in the History of New 
Sweden, by Israel Acelius and also 
in documents relating to the “History 
of the Dutch and Swedish Settle- 
ments on the Delaware River” by B.

The annual spring session of the 
Missouri Archaeological Society, 
in conjunction with the Kansas City 
Archaeological Society (a chapter of 
the State organization) was held in 
Kansas City on April 30, with Presi- 
ident Jesse E. Wrench presiding, 
Over 100 members from various sec- 
tions of Missouri were in attendance. 
The address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by Mr. W. G. Fish, president of 
the local society, following which 
Prof. Wrench gave a resume of the 
activities of the State society since 
its organization in 1934. Next were 
addresses as follows: “Archaeology 
of the Tennessee Valley.” by Mr. 
Charles G. Wilder, director of the 
Kansas City Museum, illustrated 
with slides; “Excavations at the 
Kansas Monument Site by the Uni- 
versity of Kansas,’ by Mr. Carlyle 
S. Smith, archaeologist, illustrated 
with colored slides and artifact col- 
lections; “Recent Archaeological 
Work in Missouri,” by Mr. Carl H. 
Chapman, archaeologist, University 
of Missouri, and secretary of the 


State society. At the conclusion of 
the program a Testimonial Banquet 
honoring Prof. Wrench was held, Mr. 
Carl H. Chapman toastmaster, at 
which after dinner speeches were 
made by Mr. Harry W. Hamilton, 


vice-president of the State society, 
and Mr. Thomas Brady, vice-presi- 
dent of the University of Missouri, 
and also members of the _ several 
chapters from different sections of 
the state responded with remarks 
and reminiscences of Prof. Wrench. A 
plaque was presented Prof. Wrench 
in appreciation of his many years of 
fruitful endeavors with the society. 
Right here we take the liberty to 
quote a few passages from the Mis- 
souri Archaeological Societv’s News- 
Letter concerning this interesting 
and pace-setting professor of history 
of the University of Missouri: Pro- 
fessor Wrench, who is a life member, 
was co-founder of the Society and 
has been President since its found- 
ing in 1934. He has conducted the 
office of President vigorously for the 
past fifteen years. The thriving So- 
ciety we have today has been in 
great part due to his foresight and 
to his remarkable energy that he has 
devoted to the advancement of the 
Society and the Archaeology of Mis- 
souri. Professor Wrench first be- 
came interested in archaeology when 
he and two other students from Cor- 
nell University accompanied their 
professor to Palestine to study in the 
American School of Archaeology in 
Jerusalem. A year and a quarter 
was spent tramping over Palestine 
and Syria, studying the excavations 
which had already been made in that 
country. Three years later, in 1907, 
the same three students were fur- 
nished with a large grant to investi- 
gate the Hittite inscriptions in Asia 
Minor and farther east. Squeezes of 
all the known Hittite inscriptions 
were made and pottery collected 
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from hundreds of sites on the trip, 
which extended from Istanbul to 
Baghbaa and Babylon and back as 
far as Alexandretta. The pottery 
was left with the museum in Istan- 
bul, the squeezes (paper impressions) 
were brought back to Cornell and 
later published. After coming to 
Missouri in 1911 Professor Wrench 
became intrigued with the idea that 
the remains of early man in America 
might be found on the edge of the 
ice sheet in caves, just as in Europe. 
About 1931 a peccary (wild pig that 
lived during the ice age) bone was 
discovered in a cave on the Sac River 
about 12 miles from Osceola. When 
money was raised to dig the cave 
for further remains, he took part 
and supervised the digging. No 
peccary bones but a number of In- 
dian skulls and leg and arm bones 
were discovered and brought to the 
University. This work was added 
stimulus for further research ... 
Since 1934, Professor Wrench has 
been in charge of a large number of 
surveys in Missouri and has partici- 
pated in the investigation of numer- 
ous Indian site locations. His talks 
to various organizations throughout 
the State have stimulated much in- 
terest in archaeology and have aided 
in building the State Society. It can 
be said without reservation that Pro- 
fessor Wrench has done more than 
any other single individual toward 
advancing the knowledge of Mis- 
souri archaeology.”

This summer the United States In- 
dian Service is conducting two In- 
dian Service Summer Schools for 
thir teachers and other employees. 
During past summer school sessions, 
their enrollees have expressed a de- 
sire to become more familiar with 
hobby interests and this year they 
are devoting evenings to stimulating 
interest along this line. 

In connection with their new hobby 
program, HOBBIES Magazine is be- 
ing distributed to them so that each 
member of the school group will have 
the opportunity to study the various 
collecting fields as set forth in our 
magazine. The two schools, located 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico, and 
Chemawa, Oregon, altogether are in 
session from June 5th to August 
14th, and about 300 enrollees gather 
at each school.

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Ethnological Study 


Washington, D. C. Contact with 
two groups of primitive people never 
before seen by white men is reported 
by Dr. Kalervo Oberg, ethnologist of 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Bureau 
of Social Anthropology, who has just 
returned after four years in the 
Matto Grosso area of Brazil. He was 
engaged in ethnological studies of the 
Indian tribes at the headwaters of 
the southern tributaries of the Ama- 
zon—such rivers as the Xingu and 
Tapajos—which rise in the desert 
mesas of tne Matto Grosso. 

This is a relatively little explored 
country. In general appearance it is 
somewhat similar to Arizona, but 
with one striking difference. Along 
both banks of the rivers are narrow 
strips of dense forest. Beyond these 
forests is desert, too dry for cultiva- 
tion and of relatively little value for 
grazing. Hence, there has been no 
economic urge to develop the coun- 
try, and the small groups of Indians 
have remained isolated. A few of 
those groups have been contacted in 
the past, but at least two of them 
never have had any white contacts. 

The two visited for the first time 
by Dr. Oberg are the Nambiguara 
and the Terena. Their very existence 
has been known only from the ac- 
counts of neighboring peoples who 
are in contact with them. These 
tribes, together with the two yet 
unvisited, are probably the world’s 
supreme isolationists. In one sense 
they are extremely primitive. They 
wear no clothes, except for ceremon- 
ial purposes. They live largely on 
fish, turtles, and such fruits as can 
be gathered from the countryside. 

Actually, however, there is a con- 
siderable primitive culture to be found 
among them. Their feather head- 
dresses, worn in ceremonials, 
quite elaborate. They paint their 
bodies with complicated red and 
black semi-geometric designs. Their 
ceremonies are an intrinsic part of 
their religion. It is generally be- 
lieved throughout the area that man 
was created out of blocks of wood. 
Each year, Dr. Oberg said, this cre- 
ation myth is elaborately dramatized. 
Chunks of wood representing the 
original ancestors are brought in 
from the forest. The Indians dance 
around them and finally throw them 
in the river. 

In generally these people are high- 
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ly suspicious of white men and even 
of their own neighbors who have 
white contacts and whose villages 
they raid. Curiously, one of their 
major worries is that their “military 
secrets” will be revealed. When a 
stranger approaches, their bows and 
arrows are hidden. 

Altogether Dr. Oberg has made 
four trips among these Indians. 
Brazilian Government officials now

Chicago 5, Illinois 
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Paintings Reveal 
Archaeological Data 


Washington, D. C. Important new 
discoveries in Egyptian archeology 
hitherto unreported in this country 
were revealed with the opening (on 
June 8) at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion of a series of approximately 50 
paintings by Joseph Lindon Smith, of 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

These are copies of incised paint- 
ings on walls of the tombs and 
shrines of Ti and Kagemni, 
sixth dynasty premiers; of Queen 
Hatshepshut of the eighteenth dyn- 
asty; and of a limestone temple built 
in honor of Pharaoh Sesostris the 
First, of the twelfth dynasty. 

A large copy of a scene from the 
tomb of Ti, dating from about 2500 
B. C., which was executed by a pupil 
of Mr. Smith for the walls of the 
Egyptian Embassy in. Washington, 
is included in the exhibit. 

The artist, who is 86 years old, has 
just returned from his 50th trip to 
Egypt and is considered one of the 
world’s foremost authorities on Egyp- 
tian art. He has been employed by 
the Egyptian Government to teach 
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the technique of the past to native 
students. 

The tomb of Ti was found at Sak- 
kara, about 15 miles from Cairo. He 
was one of the greatest of the sixth 
dynasty prime ministers. The scene 
pictures Ti himself, his cattle, and a 
girl carrying offerings at his funeral 
rites to last him through eternity. 

One of his contempories in the 
sixth dynasty was Kagemni. He was 
famous as a sportsman. The picture 
shows him standing in a boat made 
of reeds while his attendants are 
spearing hippopotami, porpoises, and 
fish under water. 

Mr Smith copied the wall paint- 
ings from two shrines at Karnak, on 
the site of ancient Thebes, which may 
constitute one of the most important 
discoveries in Egyptian archeology 
since World War Il. A large stone 
pylon, approximately 200 feet high, 
was falling down. It formed part of 
the gate of a massive ruined temple. 
In order to restore this monument 
properly it was necessary to take it 
down stone by stone and rebuild it. 
This pylon dated from about 900 B. C. 

Almost at the bottom were found 
blocks covered with carved reliefs. 
It was obvious that they once had 
formed parts of other structures, and 
further research showed that they 
were parts of the inner walls of 
shrines to Queen Hatshepshut, one 
of ancient Egypt’s two ruling queens, 
and the Pharaoh Sesostris the First. 
Both date from about the fifteenth 
century B. C. It was the practice 
of later dynasties to use the stone 
from the tombs and shrines of their 
predecessors for their monuments. 

The blocks from MHatshepshut’s 
shrine — 50 altogether — give a com- 
plete picture of the Feast of Opet, a 
notable festival in eighteenth-dynas- 
ty times. A statue of the god Amon- 
Ra was taken in a sacred boat from 
Karnak to Luxor making various 
stops for special ceremonies and 
feasts. One of the blocks pictures 
the queen with the Goddess of Writ- 
ing, Sheshet. She is giving orders 
for the building of her shrine. Oth- 
ers show the type of entertainment 
during the feasts with girls dancing 
to the music of a blind harpist. At

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least the upper classes in ancient 
Egypt enjoyed life to the full, Mr. 
Smith says. This is evidenced by 
these pictures. 

The Sosostris shrine, the inner 
blocks of which also were found in 
the pylon, apparently was an excep- 
tionally elaborate limestone temple. 
Pictures show the king between two 
gods and various individuals making 
offerings. Another discovery is that 
of an albastor shrine with figures of 
the Pharaoh Amoso I. 

The Egyptian Government, Mr. 
Smith reports, now is making excep- 
tional efforts to explore the country’s 
archeology after the hiatus of the 
war.

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Czechoslovak Orders and Decorations 1918—Present 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


The following illustrated decora- 
tions represent some of the types is- 
sued to citizens of Czechoslovakia and 
on occasion to foreigners. All these 
are in the author’s collection: 

1. The War cross of 1918. Estab- 
lished in 1918 and awarded to Czecho- 
slovak citizens who served in the lib- 
eration armies and to those who served 
later in special cases. The honor is 
now no longer bestowed, having been 
superseded by the War Cross of 1939. 
The decoration is of bronze with four 
coats of arms representing the four 
original provinces of the country, e.g. 
Bohemia, Slovakia, Moravia and Si- 
lesia. The ribbon is orange, red, and 


white. 

2. Medal for valor. Established on 
October 25, 1940, probably with the 
country’s downfall or the recent war’s 
beginning in mind, there is the date 
19389 on the back. This was issued to 
those who showed gallantry in action 
(by some personal act) against the 
enemy. The representations on the 
medal are a sword, the lion of Bohe- 
mia, the patriarchal cross of Slovakia, 
two sprigs of lime and the motto “Za 
Chrabost,’”’ which means, for valor. 
On the reverse side are two sprigs of 
lime, the motto “Pravda Vitezi” 
(Truth Prevails), and the date 1939. 
The medal is of bronze, the ribbon of 
red, blue and white stripes. 

3. & 8A. Military medals of merit. 
This comes in two classes which vary 
only in that the first is silver colored, 
the 2nd bronze; the ribbon in both 
cases, gray and blue, the same. This 
is awarded by the government as a 
‘military distinction for a member of 
the Czechoslovak Army who had 
served meritoriously during the war. 

4. Good service medal. I don’t know 
the history of this cross, but assume 
that it may have something to do with 
the crisis of 1988 inasmuch as such 
date is marked on the front. A bronze 
cross with “squared-off” rays appear- 
ing from the angles. A small twig or 
branch of a tree in the center; on re- 
verse side of medal the motto “Za 
Verne Sluzby” (for faithful service), 
and the large letters NSG. Ribbon is 
of wide blue, smaller white and very 
thin red stripes. 

5. Foreign service medal. Issued 
to Czechoslovak citizens who served in 
foreign units of the Czech Army and/ 
or perhaps in other armies. This is a 
wreath of lime leaves, bisected by a 
sword and ornamented by a small lion 
of Bohemia which also bears the cross 


of Slovakia on its chest. This animal 
figure is of some silver-like metal, the 
medal proper is of bronze. On reverse 
side of medal is the wording: ‘‘Cesko- 
slovenska Armady v Zahranici, 1939- 
1945”; roughly this means Czecho- 
slovak Army in Foreign Service. 

6. First World War service cross. 
This is a bronze Maltese Cross bear- 
ing in its center the rampant lion of 
Bohemia, upon which is superimposed 
the Cross of Slovakia. On the reverse 
side are the dates 1918 and 1919 as 
well as the phrase “Vtezkych Dobach” 
which means “in trying times” or “in 
heavy or difficult times.” The years 
1918 to 1920 were difficult ones be- 
cause of Communist threats and the 
invasions of the new borders by Polish 
and Hungarian troops; this medal is 
probably one issued for service during 
these times. Ribbon is blue with red 
and thinner white stripes. 

_ There are a number of decorations 
issued which are not commonly seen; 
among these are the Military Order 
of the White Lion “For Victory” which 
was instituted on February 9, 1945, 
for Czechoslovak citizens and foreign- 
ers whose war service had been of 
benefit to the republic and contribu- 
tory to its victorious re-establishment. 
Presented by the President or the 
Minister of Defense, upon the recom- 
mendation of the government, to those 
who have carried on such missions 
which were of extreme importance to 
local or larger military operations.

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Schmidt Army Rifle, 
Model 1876 


This rifle, invented by Colonel Ru- 
dolph Schmidt of the Swiss Army, 
who later became famous as the in- 
ventor of the Swiss Schmidt-Rubin ri- 
fle, was constructed at a time when 
the Swiss Government was looking for 
a new weapon to take the place of the 
percussion lock rifle. At this time 
many breechloaders and converted 
muzzle-loaders were presented, but fi- 
nally the Vetterli repeating rifle was 
accepted. 

The breech-block of the Schmidt ri- 
fle, M. 1876, operates very much as in 
the Smoot-Peabody system. It is op- 
erated by a longitudinally sliding bar 
on the right side of the receiver, pro- 
vided with a good-sized knob. A stud 
on the inside of this bar passes 
through a slot in the side of the re- 
ceiver, and enters a groove in the side 
of the breech-block, curved upwards 
toward the rear. The reciprocating 
motion of the bar therefore causes the 
front of the block to rise and fall, 
holding it securely in each position. 
The end of this stud enters an axiel 
hole in the block which contains the 
striker and coiled main spring, as in 
the Martini. The stud engages with 
the striker and serves to cock it in 
opening the piece. The striker is held 
against the pressure of the main 
spring by a flat spring sear lying be- 
neath the receiver and having a pro- 
jecting lip in the rear underlying the 
nose of the trigger. The extractor is 
single, of the Peabody type. The blow 
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of the falling block is first received 
upon a flat spring, the front end of 
which is let onto the vertical arm 
above the horizontal arm of the ex- 
tractor. This serves to start the car- 
tridge moving slowly towards the rear 
by reducing the shock of the blow. 

The sliding bar is held at each end 
of its stroke by flat springs with 
curved ends entering corresponding 
notches in its edge. The entire right 
side of the receiver comes off very 
easily, it being fastened by small 
swinging clamps. The axis pin, on 
which the breech-block moves, is sol- 
idly fastened to the left side of the 
receiver. 

This rifle is chambered for the .41 
Swiss center fire cartridge, and the 
cartridges are kept in a cartridge con- 
tainer attached to the left side of the 
receiver. The cartridges are marked 
“H. Utendoerffer *1878*”.

CZECHOSLOVAK ORDERS 
AND DECORATIONS

The order consists of the Star, 1st and 
2nd class; The Cross and Medals in 
gold and silver. Another decoration 
or order is that granted only to for- 
eigners; this is also The Order of the 
White Lion, by distinction, not mili- 
tary. There are five classes which are 

1. GRAND COMMANDERS 

2. GRAND OFFICERS 

8. COMMANDERS 

4, OFFICERS 

5. KNIGHTS 
The manner in which the various 
sashes, medals and ribbons are worn 
and awarded depends on that class to 
which the individual has been elected, 
and his relative importance as a na- 
tional or international figure. 

After the first World War the 
Czech Government issued a commem- 
orative medal replete with lime leaves 
and gingerbread. This was circular, 
bore a large rampant lion (almost 
half the size of the medal) with cross 
of Slovakia superimposed on it; all of 
this in a large shield which in turn 
lay on the medal proper. Around and 
along the edge is the motto, “Svetova 
Valka Za Civilisaci,” which means 
“The World War For Civilization.” 
A ribbon design across the medal 
bears the dates 1914 and 1918. I as- 
sume that this was issued to troops 
who fought for the country’s forma-

The design 
of the medal is not available, but it is 
known that according to plans the 
ribbon was to have a letter attached 
to it to indicate in what foreign army 
the service had taken place; for ex- 
ample: “F” for France; “VB” for 
Great Britain; “SV” for Middle East 
and “SSSR” for the Soviet Union.

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MINERALOGICAL TOPICS 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Common Rocks Identified 
and Their Origin 


If you were to travel in the areas 
of vulcanism in the United States, you 
would see what are known as “plu- 
tonic” rocks. These are also correctly 
called “igneous” rocks. They are the 
natural earth materials which were at 
one time molten. 

Some are in large bodies covering 
tremendous areas, while others are in 
small deposits such as veins, or pipes. 
These lavas, then, constitute one of 
the great family of minerals. General 
identification is easy. 

The light colored ones are called 
“granitic,” or ‘“porphyritic.” While 
granite would not be technically cor- 
rect for all granular light colored lav- 
as, it is commonly used as describing 
these types. A more correct term 
would be andesite. Porphyry has a 
fine grained ground-mass in which 
there are rather coarse and easily dis- 
cernible crystals, whereas in granite 
or andesite the several components are 
generally all about tne same size. 

The dark colored lavas are gener- 
ally called “basaltic,” but again basalt 
in the mineralogist’s lexicon, means a 
particular type of dark close-grained 
lava. The glassy dark lavas are called 
“obsidian” or volcanic glass. In these 
no discernible crystals are to be seen. 

Lavas are generally densest in the 
light colors, and gaining in porosity 
with dark colors. Of course the vol- 
canic glasses have no porosity. Ba- 
salts are the most porous. The gas 
and steam is trapped in, and harden- 
ing leaves holes of various size, large- 
ly depending on how close to the sur- 
face they were. In these gas bubbles 
percolating ground waters will collect, 
carrying with them small amounts of 
dissolved silica or other minerals. 
During dry seasons the waters dry up, 
leaving the silica deposited in the bub- 
ble hole. As this is repeated season 
after season, the bubble hole may be- 
come completely filled. - 

The lavas with considerable of these 
bubble cavities are termed “vesicu- 
lar.” The holes then are vesicules. 
The small deposits of silica which may 
have filled these vesicules are called 
“amigdules.” Such lava with amig- 
dules is termed “amigdaloidal.” Most 
of our agates are amigdules, as they 
were formed in this manner. Amig- 


dules of chrystobolite may be found 
in voleanic glass. If the vesicules 
compose most of the bulk of the ma- 
terial it is called “pumice.” This is 
the result of quick cooling of the mass, 
trapping the steam or gaseous vapors. 
In another article the silica amig- 
dules, or agates, will be discussed. 
—=Q—— 


Collecting in the Methow 


The Methow Valley (pronounced 
Met-how) offers much of interest to 
the mineral collector. Our itinerary 
starts from Wenatchee, known far 
and wide as the Apple Capital of the 
world. Wenatchee lies at the junction 
of the Wenatchee River and the Co- 
lumbia River. 

A fine highway runs up each side 
of the river, but the east side high- 
way will require crossing to the west 
side over either the Beebe Bridge at 
Chelan Falls, or one of the several 
ferries. The west side highway passes 
along the lower end of Lake Chelan, 
one of the world’s most beautiful 
areas. Continuing along the Columbia 
from Chelan, we are about twenty 
miles to the Methow River. 

All the ranches to this point consist 
in raising fruit, with apples in pre- 
dominance. Turning westward up the 
Methow, the hills close in, and while 
small fruit ranches still persist at 
points, the mountains crowd them into 
smaller and smaller areas. At Carl- 
ton a worthwhile side trip may be 
taken. Eastward up the canyon, drive 
as far as your car will go. The driv- 
ing is fine, with solid sharp gravel, as 
you ascend gradually. You ascend at 
about fifteen degrees. Now you are 
in the red pines and the soft air with 
its pine fragrance will make you want 
to stop and camp. 

The collecting area is straight ahead 
up the mountain. It’s only a fifteen 
minute hike, and the view alone is 
worth the effort. You see ridge after 
ridge and you feel sure that you see 
the Columbia far off to the south. 
Along the ridge you are on is an out- 
cropping of stone showing bright 
shining faces of brown mineral. This 
is garnet. And with it is pinkish cal- 
cite and green epidote. The flat platey 
metallic crystals seen occasionally is 
Ilmanite, a titanium oxide. 

The owners of a shortwave ultra- 
violet lamp should plan to be there 
after dark. There is scheelite in the 
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mixture which shines like stars on the 
ground under the U. V. light, and the 
calcite glows pink. The area around 
has been little searched and it is quite 
possible that even more minerals and 
crystals will show up to the alert 
prospector. Continuing up the Methow 
River from Carlton, one may make a 
profitable stop at the Alder Mine on 
Alder Gulch—it’s not as wild as it 
sounds. Much lead-silver ore has been 
mined but there are plenty of speci- 
mens on the dumps. The country back 
of the Alder is wild enough to suit the 
hardiest pioneer prospector, and of- 
fers every chance that any primitive 
area offers of valuable mineral dis- 
coveries. 

Going on up the river, we soon come 
to the town of Methow, and a few 
miles further on is Winthrop, both old 
mining towns. 

One is told that anywhere along the 
Methow one can pan “colors.” Most 
any window is likely to have some ore 
specimens in it, as most of the resi- 
dents are interested in some “pros- 
pect,” as a mining claim is called. 
Methow actually dates way back to 
years of activity long before many 
Puget Sound cities. 

One of the first white men ever to 
cross from Pend Orielle went up the 
Methow and found gold in the head- 
waters country. He went back for 
partners and came out again and those 
who followed the news of his discov- 
ery founded the two towns mentioned. 
Going on from Winthrop still follow- 
ing the Methow River, we come to 
Mazama. Now we are really in a min- 
ing town. All the people from here on 
into the mountains are either lumber- 
ing or mining, and it is only in recent 
years that there was any of the for- 
mer. The road that we take follows 
Mazama Creek and takes us up and 
into some of the really wild peaks of 
the Cascades, until at last we come to 
Hart’d Pass, the summit of the Cas- 
cade Mountains. All around you may 
see peaks with glaciers and all of the 
primitive beauty is still there as it 
has been for thousands of years. All 
this is in now the National Forest. 


Going across a valley one reaches 
the old mining camps of the Chancel- 
lor, Mazama Group, the Hyde Mines, 
and one may see much of the old work-

ings. The “Glory Hole” where a cool 
million and a half of free gold was 
taken out is still there and easily ac- 
cessible.

These and the memory of one of 
America’s most wildly beautiful moun- 
tain areas will compensate any who 
can make a two-day trip from We- 
natchee. Then if you like trout fish- 
ing, or upland bird shooting, you’d 
best be prepared to stay a week. You’ll 
come out with the invigoration of your 
youth.

Special Ruling 


Griegers of Pasadena, Calif., have 
furnished the following information 
relating to the taxability under §2400 
of the Internal Revenue Code of cer- 
tain types of costume jewelry parts, 
findings and components. 

“A special ruling has been obtained. 
This ruling is dated December 28, 
1949, and is signed by Charles J. 
Valaer, Deputy Commissioner, (Sym- 
bols MT:ST:EFH). We quote from 
the pertinent parts of said ruling: 

“A sale for use rather than resale 
by the purchaser of component parts, 
such as mountings and settings, which 
the purchaser merely glues or cements 
together to make articles of costume 
jewelry, is held to be a sale at retail

an unassembled condition and is sub- 
ject to the tax imposed by the above- 
mentioned section of the code. 

“The following articles are held to 
be articles subject to the tax imposed 
by section 2400 of the code if made of, 
or ornamented, mounted, or fitted 
with, precious metals or imitations 
thereof; pins, joints and safety catches 
for pins or brooches; jewelry chains; 
clasp or screw backs for earrings or 
pins; links or safety pins for brace- 
lets; and clasps for necklaces. A 
shank for a ring is also subject to the 
tax if made of, mounted or fitted with, 
precious metals or imitations thereof. 
In this connection it is to be noted 
that the term “shank” for a ring is to 
be distinguished from the term 

“mounting” for a ring. A mounting 
for a ring is subject to the tax re- 
gardless of the material of which 
nae. Cement, boxes, tools, etc., are 
not subject to the tax.’

MINIATURIA 








Creative Craftsmanship in the World of Miniatures 


By THELMA SHULL 


To ward off the fatigue that often 
comes with retirement from an active 
business life, Mr. Dale Wilson of Surf- 
side, California, decided to take up 
the hobby of making miniature furni- 
ture and decorating tiny rooms. His 
wife is adept at designing, painting, 
and upholstering; and the two of 
them collaborate their talents in this 
new-found hobby. 

Only two years ago Mr. Wilson 
made his first little Hitchcock chair 
and Boston rocker. Mrs. Wilson paint- 
ed them black and applied a stenciled 
pattern of gold and other colors. Each 
piece is well made, for it is put to- 
gether with dowels and glue. A chair 
can be dropped to the floor from a 
height of five or six feet and remain 
in perfect condition. This speaks well 


for the craftsmanship that goes into 
the work. 

The woods most frequently used are 
walnut, cherry, and maple, but some 
chestnut and pine is employed, too. 
Even bamboo is practical for the tiny 
back slats of some of the chairs. The 
tools Mr. Wilson uses in the making 
of the furniture are pocket knives, 
files, saws, a hand drill, sand paper, 
and a magnetic or motor saw. 

The miniature size chairs are two 
to two-and-one-half inches tall; the 
doll-size furniture measures five to 
fourteen inches in height. To display 
the chairs to best advantage, the Wil- 
sons decided last year to make minia- 
ture rooms. Each room is set in a 
shadow box having either a gold leaf 
or walnut frame. 


























Little tin kitchen with a few pieces added for interest 
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On the French gilt furniture, Mrs 
Wilson uses porcelain medallions taken 
from musical powder boxes, and sat- 
ins and brocades for the upholstery 
material. Fancy metal corners from 
old picture frames are used as mold 
ings and trimmings for the furniture, 
mirrors, lamps, etc. 

In fact all types of miscellaneous 
and discarded materials are salvaged 
by the Wilsons for their doll house 
rooms. They collect tiny dishes, old 
buttons, beads, various size prisms, 
metal chains, etc., to use in their Lil- 
liputian world. 

Since both Mr. and Mrs. Wilson like 

antiques they prefer to make rooms 
with antique settings. The Victorian 
Parlor, one of their favorites, has a 
green velvet rug, red satin uphol- 
stered settee and chair, and a Gone 
With the Wind lamp made from beads 
with a medicine capsule for the chim- 
ney. 
The little tin fireplace is the center 
of interest in the kitchen. These little 
kitchens, or portions of kitchens, are 
said to be of early date. They vary in 
details, some are quite plain with only 
a fireplace, others have numerous ob- 
jects, including the water pump. The 
Wilsons have added tiny jugs, copper 
kettles, a wash basin and pitcher, and 
an old style mirror on the wall. 

The bedroom, with its gay rose petal 
wallpaper, has old furniture, wash- 
stand, basin and pitcher, bedside table 
and lamp, three dolls, including one 
only an inch high, and a china cat. On 
the red tapestry carpet beside the bed 
is a tiny pair of shoes. Great care is 
taken to provide all possible life-like 
details. 

The rooms are lighted by electricity 
so they can be displayed to advantage 
in museums or schools.

Salaries Raised 

The salaries of the Vice President 
($5, 000), and six members of the Cab- 
inet have been raised from $6,000 to 
$8,000 each; that of the Attorney Gen- 
eral from $4, 000 to $5,000; while the 
four missions to Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Spain have been 
raised from $9,000 to $20,000 each per 
annum. The work was accomplished 
by inserting these provisions in one 
of the Appropriation Bills as amend- 
ments. To our mind, this is but jus- 
tice; for our own part, we would not 
be obliged to live in Washington for 
double the sum received by the Secre- 
tary per annum. As to representatives 
of our government abroad, it becomes 
a nation, like our own, to give them 
ample means to sustain the respecta- 
bility of its character by a proper lib- 
erality in their doings, and to enable 
them to live in a style that will favor- 
ably compare with the representatives 
of other independent powers.

Hon. Caleb Cushing 


Probably the leading feature of the 
new Cabinet, notwithstanding his ap- 
parently secondary position, is Gen- 
eral Caleb Cushing, of Massachusetts. 
He is a statesman, in the true ac- 
ceptation of the term, and by his pro- 
found and varied acquirements and 
superior ability, will take high rank 
among the rulers of the land. But 
why he is not Secretary of State, in 
our view, is because of motives of 
sound policy on the part of the Pres- 
ident, and not that his talents and 
standing were not equal to the post. 
The great Democratic State of New 
York is torn and divided by party 
quarrels which no man save Governor 
Marcy can soothe and quell. All im- 
portant as it was, and is, that the 
party in that State should be united 
and effective, the services of Mr. Mar- 
cy must be secured. No man like him 
to pour oil upon the troubled waters, 
and, therefore, it is that he, and not 
General Cushing, is premier of the 
new administration. 

But the man is there; he is in the 
government, and his wisdom and pow- 
er will be exercised for good upon the 
destinies of the country. General Cush- 
ing began life quite young. At a pe- 
riod of life when others are boys, he 
was a man; the youngest and yet the 
leader of his class at college; a tutor 
to instruct and guide, when his mates 
were but students. The old Essex 
North District saw and appreciated 
his abilities, and promptly sent him to 
Congress to care for her important in- 
terests. At once he took a high posi- 
tion in the National Legislature, and 
by his celebrated report upon the Or- 
egon question—the clearest and ablest 
exposition of that important subject 
that either Europe or America has 
produced,—he stamped indelibly his 
character as a whole-souled, clear- 
headed and warm-hearted American 
statesman. The Mexican war found 
him ready to establish by his acts the 
character which he had won by his 
pen. Massachusetts hesitated, faltered, 
failed in her patriotic duty; but Gen- 
eral Cushing, with eloquence that cut 
to the heart like the blast of a trum- 
pet, told her what duty required, and 
then nobly did what the proud old 
— unwisely refused to do for her- 
self. 

His private purse most generously 
fitted out the regiment of volunteers, 
and he girded on the sword and led 
the troops to the field. This was noble 
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conduct, and right-minded men ever 
have and ever will applaud him for it. 
President Polk responded to the im- 
pulsive approbation of the popular 
heart, and made him a general in the 
army. The people of Massachusetts 
forgot not his faithful service, and 
cast their votes for him as governor 
of the State. False slander reared its 
baneful crest; but his upright char- 
acter looked it down and laid it grov- 
elling in the dust. Then friends loved 
and enemies hated him; but now all 
respect the man, admire his talents, 
and thank God that his strong arm 
and clear head are called to the ser- 
vice of the country in these troubled 
times.

It is very evident that a more lib- 
eral spirit pervades the public mind 
of late, touching the matter of art 
and artists.

In a word, 
talent is justly and even generously 
rewarded; it is only quackery and 
false pretensions that fail.

An 1890 Fourth 
of July Album

Directly below is a little girl dres- 
sed as Miss Liberty holding an Amer- 
ican flag in her arms while, in the 
other, a torch is illustreted with the 
words “4th of July.” Below are pic- 
tures of exploded firecrackers on the 
ground. The wording states: “Teach 
him to hold the flag holy and high 
for the sake of its sacred dead.”

A little girl is 
shown on the opposite side, while in 
the center is the Liberty Bell, with a 
shield in the corner, and the letters 
“1776,” beiow the Fourth of July 
Liberty Bell. 

To the right of the card is a batd 
head eagle seated upon a red and 
white striped cannon with a base of 
light blue stars and deep blue back- 
ground and coming out of the cannon 
can be seen these words “July Fourth 
Greetings.” 

I have tried to take you through an 
1890 Fourth of July album, and on the 
last page is a scene showing a wom- 
an with two little children, with arms 
filled with flowers strolling through 
a military cemetery strewing flowers 
on the grave of our beloved soldiers 
that died to save our country. Old 
Glory and a shield is shown in front 
and these words: “Of praise, since 
they kiss the lad goodby they loved 
so dear, and sent them to the front 
to die. They lie in peace so that we 
may all celebrate this great 1890 
Fourth of July.”

Flowers as National and Party Emblems

The works of nature, no less than 
those of art, have their place in “his- 
tory’s varied page” and many are the 
associations which cling to the most 
common objects of the vegetable crea- 
tion. The origin of flowers as na- 
tional emblems may in most cases be 
accounted for by some occurrence in 
past history. Some of these events we 
would endeavor briefly to recall, add- 
ing the stories of a few of those floral 
badges which have a national as well 
as a personal interest. 

The rose, the national flower of 
England, has ever been distinguished 
as the emblem of beauty. Ancient fa- 
ble derives the crimson hue of many 
of its varieties from the blood of the 
heathen goddess of beauty. With equal 
credulity, medieval writers relate that 
the red rose sprung from the fire- 
brands heaped around an early Chris- 
tian martyr at Bethlehem. Tradition 
tells us that a rose appeared in the 
center of King Arthur’s Round Table 
at Winchester, and some antiquaries 
would deduce from this source its 
adoption as the emblem of England. 
But a more probable derivation is 
from the badges of the Plantagenet 
princes. The red rose was chosen as 
the device of his House by John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, the fourth 
son of Edward III, while his brother, 
Edmund, Duke of York, assumed the 
white rose. Years passed on, and the 
descendants of these princes, Henry 
VI of Lancaster, and Edward IV of 
York, gave to these badges a deeper 
significance by the Wars of the Roses, 
waged for the possession of the crown 
of England. We need hardly remind 
our readers of the rival claims of the 
two Houses—that of York by descent 
through a female from Lionel, Duke 
of Clarence, the third son of Edward 
III; while the Lancastrian king was 
the direct descendant of John of 
Gaunt. In Shakespeare’s well-known 
play of Henry VI, we have a descrip- 
tion of a picturesque scene in the Tem- 
ple Gardens, where the leading noble- 
men on either side select the badges 
of their leaders from among the beau- 
teous flowers of summer. But the 
white rose of York was doomed to be 
dyed with the crimson blood of thou- 
sands of the sons of England, ere the 
rival houses were united by the mar- 
riage of Henry VII, the representative 
of Lancaster to Elizabeth, the daugh- 
ter of Edward IV of York. Hence- 


forth the rose appears as the national 
device of England. 

The rose has another association 
with English history, belonging to a 
later date. After the Revolution of 
1668, the white rose was adopted by 
the Jacobites as the badge of the ex- 
iled House of Stuart, and the 10th of 
June was for a long time called White 
Rose Day, that being the birthday of 
the Pretender, as the son of James II 
was called. 

The Scottish thistle—said to be one 
of the most ancient badges — next 
claims our attention. The following 
legend accounts for its adoption as 
the emblem of Scotland. On one occa- 
sion in ancient times, an army of 
Danes landed unobserved on the Scot- 
tish shore. Finding the Scots were en- 
camped at a little distance, they re- 
solved, contrary to their general rule, 
to endeavor to surprise them by night. 
Stealthily advancing upon the enemy’s 
canip, they had nearly effected their 
purpose, and victory seemed already 
within their grasp, when one of the 
barefooted invaders trod upon a this- 
tle. He was unable to suppress a cry 
of pain. The alarm was given; the 
Scottish warriors flew to their arms, 
and fell upon their assailants, whom 
they defeated with great slaughter. In 
gratitude to the plant which had thus 
guarded the sleeping camp, it was 
thenceforth assumed as the ensign of 
Scotland. The device, with the appro- 
priate motto, ‘““Nemo me impune laces- 
sit,” distinguishes the order of the 
Thistle, instituted in the 16th century. 
Dunbar’s poems are said to contain 
the earliest mention of this flower as 
a Scottish emblem. His poem, “The 
Thrissel and the Rois,” was written 
in 1508, on the occasion of the mar- 
riage of James IV to Margaret Tudor. 

We may now pass to the emblem of 
the sister isle, the trefoil or shamrock. 
It is related that when St. Patrick 
landed in Ireland in the fifth century, 
having overcome the hostility of the 
savage islanders, he proceeded to di- 
rect them in the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity. But in vain did he endeavor 
to explain to them the doctrine of the 
Trinity in Unity. Plucking a trefoil 
to serve as an illustration, he inquired 
of them “Is it not as possible for the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, as for 
these three leaves, to grow upon a 
single stalk?” This argument, accord- 
ing to the legend, immediately con-

vinced the Irish, who yielded to St 
Patrick’s efforts for their conversion. 
The shamrock was thenceforth dedi- 
cated to the saint, and became the na- 
tional cognizance. 

According to the best authorities, 
the honor is due to the Black nonsuch 
or Medicago, or to the Dutch clover. 
Both these plants are worn on St. 
Patrick’s Day, and are held to be the 
true shamrock. 

The little kingdom of Wales, early 
united to her more powerful neighbor 
of England, has also a distinctive 
badge, drawn from the _ vegetable 
world. The origin of the Welsh leek 
is traced back to the seventh century.

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AN OUTLINE OF AMERICAN CARDS 


By J. R. BURDICK 


VII. Foreign Cards 


The Outline was originally planned 
to cover only American cards but so 
many have inquired about various 
foreign issues that a few brief notes 
may be of general interest. There 
are numerous tie-ups, as a few 
American cards have been issued 
only abroad, and some cards issued 
here have been of foreign origin. 
Card collecting is an international 
hobby and contact and exchange with 
collectors in other lands is increasing. 
Cards have been issued in practically 
every civilized country and collecting 
activity is especially strong in all 
English speaking lands and in cen- 
tral Europe. 

British cards reaching this country 
are mostly the cigarette insert type, 
of which an enormous quantity has 
been issued from 1889 to 1939, with 
the exception of a few years during 
World War I. Some are quite com- 
mon and inexpensive, others scarce 
and costly. There are also cards 
with other trade products and with 
numerous magazines. The hobby is 
very well developed in England, being 
headed by The Cartophilic Society 
of Great Britain, and catered to by 
several full time dealers, local clubs, 
and magazines. 

Pre-war Germany also produced 
many cards, many in very long ser- 
ies of 200 or more each. Most of 
them were inexpensive and easy to 
obtain although many must now be 
destroyed by hostilities. German cof- 
fee and chocolate cards are of superb 
design and workmanship. Holland 
and Belgium have had numerous 
trade issues, notably the Liebig (Beef 
Extract) series of Belgium which 
were printed in several languages 
and for a time distributed in Amer- 
ica. Swiss chocolate and cheese 
issues have also appeared here. _ 

Because we use the same language, 
Americans have always liked the 
collectors and cards of South Africa, 
Australia, and New Zealand. Around 
1900, many American cigarettes 
sold in the Far East carried cards 
made exclusively for this trade. Those 
sold in China, India, and Siam are 
not so easy to read as local languages 
were usually used. These countries 
have issued many cards of their own, 
and there are many series from 
Egypt. Malta, and Japan. 

In Post Cards, the English Tucks 
are most popular, especially the Oil- 
ettes, which resemble oil paintings. 
These readily sell at 10c each. Post- 
ecards from central Europe include 
the art designs of Stengel (Ger- 
many) and those of several Italian 
producers which are of top rating. 
All countries in the world have their 
post card issues. Nearly all have 
produced playing cards, including 
many novelties and oddities differing 
from the standard American decks. 
There seem to be no great quantity 
of foreign cards to compare with the 
tens of thousands of American cards 


in the old advertising group or with 
our candy and gum inserts. 

In this wide field, it is not advis- 
able here to even hint at values. 
Catalogues and price lists have been 
made for a great many foreign cards 
but in others collectors are largely 
on their own. Currency exchanges 
and restrictions present many diffi- 
culties. These seriously interested 
should obtain all possible literature 
and information before making any 
extensive commitments. To dealers, 
this means ascertaining the wants 
of collectors and becoming familiar 
‘with discounts and standards of con- 
dition. It may mean a little time and 
study.

FLOWERS AS NATIONAL 
AND PARTY EMBLEMS

On St. David’s Day, 640, the Welsh 
under Cadwaller were marching 
against an English army, and wishing 
to adopt badges which might distin- 
guish them from their enemies, they 
availed themselves of those most eas- 
ily obtained. Each man picked a leek 
from the field through which he was 
passing, and stuck it in his cap. The 
Welsh arms were victorious; the leek 
was adopted in grateful memory of 
the event as the national emblem, and 
was long worn by loyal Welshmen on 
every anniversary of St. David’s Day. 
In Shakespeare’s play of Henry V, 
that Prince claims the right, by his 
birth at Monmouth, to wear the leek: 
It would appear also that the Welsh 
contingent of the English army had 
worn this emblem at the battle of 
Poitiers. We recollect that a leek in 
diamonds occupied a prominent place 
in a present given by the ladies of 
the principality of Wales to the Prin- 
cess of Wales on the occasion of her 
marriage. 

The origin of the fleur-de-lis and 
the date of its adoption as the floral 
emblem of France have furnished an 
ample field for controversy, and in- 
deed the original flower used seems 
not to have been the white lily at all, 
but a common purple iris. In this case 
also, a legend, quoted by Dr. Brewer 
from Chifflet, declares its adoption to 
have been out of gratitude for victory. 
An aged hermit of Jove-en-Valle saw 
one night a miraculous light stream 
into his cell, and an angel appeared to 
him bearing an azure shield, on which 
were emblazoned three golden lilies. 
The celestial visitor commanded the 
hermit to give the shield to the pious 
Queen Cothilde. By her it was present-

ed to her newly converted husband, 
who discarded in its favor the three 
black toads which had hitherto been 
his device; and as a result, the arms 
of Clovis were victorious over all his 
enemies. 

A more prosaic origin of the fleur- 
de-lis is that which ascribed its adop- 
tion to Louis VII, who called it fleur- 
de-louis, after his own name. In early 
days the French standard was thickly 
strewed with that flower; but the 
number was reduced by Charles VI 
to three, perhaps to correspond with 
the mystical number of the Trinity. 
The flower-de-luce is five times men- 
tioned by Shakespeare, four of the 
passes relating to the flower as toe 
cognizance of France. King Henry V, 
in his charming wooing scene with the 
French princess, Katherine, thus ad- 
dresses her: “But, Kate, dost thou 
understand thus much English, canst 
thou love me? What sayest thou, my 
fair Flower-de-luce?” Edward III add- 
ed the flower to the arms of England 
on account of his claim to the crown 
of France; and we find it retained on 
the shield, and thus upon the gold and 
silver coinage of Great Britain up to 
the year 1801, or for 243 years after 
the fall of Calais. 

We have another national emblem 
derived from the vegetable world in 
the pomegranate (Spanish granado) 
of Spain. When the Moorish power in 
Spain had been crushed and Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella had entered Gra- 
nada in triumph, and received the 
submission of the unfortunate Abdal- 
lah, the device of Granada was em- 
blazoned on the arms of Spain; form- 
ing a fit emblem of the sunny and 
fruitful vega (tract of land) added 
to the dominions of the Catholic sov- 
ereigns. We may now recall a few of 
those floral badges adopted by prom- 
inent characters in history. One of 
these, the Plantagenista or broom, an 
emblem of humility, has given its 
name to a race of our kings. It was 
first assumed by Geoffrey, Earl of 
Anjou, the father of the first Plan- 
tagenet king, Henry II. According to 
tradition; the earl, when encamped on 
a heath just before a battle plucked a 
golden spray and placed it in his hel- 
met. The flower gleamed everywhere 
amid the swaying storm of battle and 
the victor adopted his chance badge 
as his device. Another tradition makes 
him assume it during a pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land as a symbol of humil- 


ity. 

After the battle of Bosworth (1485) 
where the House of York was finally 
overthrown, Henry VII adopted as his 
device a crown in a hawthorn bush, in 
allusion to the crown which his pred- 
ecessor, Richard, had so proudly worn, 
and which was found dinted and bat- 
tered hanging on a hawthorn tree on 
the field of battle. 

The badge of the Stuarts was the 
Cluaran or Thistle. At the restoration 
in 1660, twigs of oak were worn be- 
cause Charles II had escaped after the 
battle of Worcester by hiding in an 
oak tree. The forget-me-not served as 
the badge of Lancaster during his ex- 
ile of the banished Henry of Lancas- 
ter, who was to ascend the throne of 
England as Henry IV.

D’ARCY Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


Castle D’Arecie was standing near 

the present site of Paris in the 11th 
century—possibly even the 10th—and 
was the original seat of the ancient 
family of this name, with its various 
spellings. The first name of the earli- 
est one in the line is unknown. In- 
stead of surnames, a man was known 
by his first name and the name of 
the place where he lived—D’Arecie, 
“of Arecie;” and this name could be 
either that of his estate, or of the 
town. 
Christopher D’Areci was in the Cru- 
sades, and died in the Holy Land. The 
crosses on the Coat-of-Arms denote 
this service. 

One of his grandsons was Norman 
D’Areci, and it is thought he acquired 
this first name replacing an earlier 
one, because of his association with 
William I, the Conqueror, whom he 
accompanied to England in 1066. He 
was the founder of the English family 
of D’Arcy, or Darcy. In Domesday 
Book, Norman D’Arci is listed with 
83 lordships, and other privileges in 
Lincolnshire. This means that he had 
domination over the lands, the ten- 
ants, and properties. 

When James II was dethroned, and 
fled to France, one of the Darcys went 
with him, and there are still descend- 
ants of that branch there. Translated 
from a French book, “Institut Herald- 
ique Nobiliare Universel”—The House 
of Darcy, D’Arcy is one of those lines 
of ancient chivalry of which Norman 
origin ascended to the Conquest of 
England. . The branch which 
passed into France with the Stuarts 
has been maintained within its an- 
cient nobility by decree of the Council 
of Louis XV... . The marriages of 
this house have been made amongst 
the most illustrious of the Kings of 
Great Britain.” 

This introduction and most of the 
article to “Another Dorsey Family” 
except about the Coat-of-Arms, has 
been written from condensed notes 
from a very fine manuscript on this 
family. It is one of the best pieces of 
work of the kind this genealogist has 
ever seen, and should be in print. It 
not only gives in detail all of the his- 
torical background of the family, but 
of the periods in which the important 
members lived, and the reasons for 
special activities. Explanations of gov- 
ernment and land-holding terms are 
not forgotten, and the entire history 
reads like a story-book. About 50 
books compose the Bibliography. Many 
of you will be familiar with the au- 
thor’s name for it is she who has 
written “Master of the Mississippi,” 
the life of Henry Shreve, after whom 
Shreveport, Louisiana, is named; and 
“The Way to the Sea,” the story of 
John Eads who built Eads Bridge at 
St. Louis, and was instrumental in 
opening up the Mississippi River to 


commerce around and above New Or- 
leans. This author — FLORENCE 
DORSEY, of New York City. In Hen- 
ry Shreve’s home in St. Louis, his 
niece, Amelia Blair, married Benja- 
min L. Dorsey, Sr., grandfather of 
the author. 

A unique experience brought this 
manuscript and my article together. 
The day I arrived in Tucson to spend 
the winter, I saw a notice in the eve- 
ning paper about the Antique Show 
to open the next day—and—presto— 
my booth appeared along with the oth- 
ers! Several people, seeing the name 
above, stopped to say they always 
read these columns in HOBBIES— 
which pleased me very much. Among 
these was Mrs. Charles W. Dill of La 
Porte, Indiana, who asked if the 
D’Arcy-Dorsey family might be writ- 
ten some time, telling me of this man- 
uscript by her cousin, of which she 
had a copy with her. This opportu- 
nity was gladly welcomed, and along 
the way, not only Miss Dorsey, but 
the four children of Benjamin L. Dor- 
sey, Jr., have contributed to this story 
—Bertha (Mrs. R. R.) Sanborn, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., Edna (Mrs. C. W.) Dill, 
Ruth (Mrs. John B.) Dilworth of La 
Porte, Indiana, and Lawrence Loomis 
Dorsey of Land O’ Lakes, Wisconsin. 
Thanks to them all. 


The English Darcys 


Baron Thomas Darcy lived in the 
reign of Richard I, the Lionhearted, 
and accompanied him to France on an 
expedition. His son Norman rendered 
military service to King John who 
“wrung almost ruinous tribute from 
young D’Arcy.” Norman rebelled with 
other Barons who signed the Magna 
Charta at Runnemede, June 12, 1215. 
It was years before he recovered the 
property the King had seized. Nor- 
man was a favorite first name down 
the generations. Another one rebelled 
against Henry III. The House of 
Commons was started at this time, 
when two “common citizens” from 
each borough went with the nobleman 
to a parliament when the King was 
made a captive. 

John D’Arcy, Lord of Ensyth, was 
a very prominent man. He was sher- 
iff of several counties, which meant 
there that he was the personal repre- 
sentative of the King, with much per- 
sonal authority—a position of especial 
honor. He fought in Aquitania; was 
envoy to King Philip V of France; in 
Parliament in 1331. For his outstand- 
ing services he was given estates in 
Ireland. He was appointed Justice of 
Ireland several times, and then for 
life, but resigned so as to be associ- 
ated with the King. About 1335 John 
became Lord D’Arcy, and later was 
“Lord Steward of the Royal House- 
hold,” had important missions during 
the 100 years’ war, Chamberlain to 
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the King, 1341-6, Constable of Not- 
tingham Castle, and of the Tower of 
London for life. He was in the battle 
of Crecy, Sept. 8, 1346. 

In that battle the Black Prince 
adopted the three plumes which the 
King of Bohemia, killed in battle, had 
won. They, and the motto “Ich Dien” 
(I serve), have since been a part of 
the Coat-of-Arms of the Prince of 
Wales. 

After this John there was no baron 
for several generations, then the title 
was revived, and still survives. 

Thomas, who had the baron title re- 
stored, was a distinguished statesman 
during the reigns of Henry VII and 
Henry VIII. But later he turned 
against Henry VIII, refusing to help 
put down the rebellion, though he did 
promise not to join the rebels. He was 
captured and beheaded in 1537, at the 
age of nearly 80 years. 

His descendants had lands in Essex 
and Hartford, and one was Mayor of 
London. 

On a tombstone dated 1558, is this 
epitaph: “The illustrious and most 
noble Thomas Lord Darcy, Baron of 
Chichester, Chief Chamberlain and 
Chancellor of King Edward VI; 
Knight of the renowned and famous 
Order of St. George; a man great in 
character, mind and birth, being de- 
scended from Norman De Arecy who 
came to England with William the 
Conqueror.” 

The great Baron John had, by his 
first wife, two sons, John and Roger, 
who continued the North England 
line. William, by the second wife, 
founded the line called House of Plat- 
tyn, in co. Meath, North Ireland. 

In southern Ireland there were Dor- 
cy and Darcy lines descended from 
King Milesius of Spain; also D’Orcy 
from King Fergus. 


The Coat-of-Arms 


Here we shall give the description 
and interpretation of the D’Arcy Ar- 
morial Bearing, as found in Burke’s 
General Armory, also in other Eng- 
lish registries of noble families and 
their Arms. Seldom do we feature one 
with “Supporters” of the shield, be- 
cause they are granted only to titled 
families through the King’s favor, and 
are not hereditary in England except 
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to the one succeeding to his father’s 
title. But as they are seldom shown 
in these columns, and so many gen- 
erations of this family bore them, we 
thought it would be of interest to our 
readers, as well as an honor to the 
Darcy families, to add them to the 
Coat-of-Arms to which all descend- 
ants are eligible. The baron’s crown 
has the same limitations as the sup- 
porters. In this country, as there are 
no “Rules of Heraldry,’ using the 
supporters, as any part of the Arms, 
is in commemoration—but supporters 
not customary. 

He beareth for Arms: Azure semée 
of cross crosslets and three cinquefoils 
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argent. Crest—A bull passant sable 
hoofed, horned, maned and tufted or. 
Supporters—Dezter, a tiger argent 
armed gules; sinister, a bull sable 
hoofed, horned, maned and tufted or. 
Motto—Un Dieu, Un Roi. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield covered with 
(semée of) crosses crosslet—that is, 
crosses with an arm across each arm. 
In the center, two above, one below, 
are three five-petalled flowers, called 
cinquefoils. Both the crosses and 
cinquefoils are of silver (argent). 
Color-names are not repeated, there- 
fore we know the crosses as well as 
the cinquefoils are silver, as the word 
“argent” follows only the word 
“cinquefoil”. The crest is a black (sa- 
ble) bull in walking position, pas- 
sant), with hoofs, horns, mane and 
tufts of gold (or). The supporters— 
right (dexter), (reading as though 
you were holding the shield), a silver 
(argent) tiger with red (gules) toe- 
nails (armed). The left, or sinister 
supporter is like the bull in the crest 
except that it is rampant instead of 
passant. Motto—One God, one king. 

The color code in the drawing is: 
azure—blue, horizontal lines; argent 
—silver, plain white surface; sable— 
black, crossed lines; or—gold, dots; 
gules—red, vertical lines. 

Crosses denote Crusader ancestry, 
and are emblematical of sorrow, suf- 
fering and sacrifice. There are about 
290 forms of the cross. 

Cinquefoils, five-petalled flowers, 
symbolize peace, hope and joy. 

The bull represents unusual strength 
and valour. 

Guillim, the most ancient of Her- 
aldic writers, says that we must not 
think of wild beasts in Heraldry as in 
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respect to their pilfering habits, bu: 
in respect to their honorable charact- 
eristics—in this case—perseverance— 
fighting to the death for its cause— 
for the tiger. 

Colors are representative of the 
original bearer’s personal characteris- 
tics, and are granted only if he be 
worthy. Blue signifies loyalty and 
truth; silver, sincerity and peace; sa- 
ble, the fur lining of royal robes; no- 
bility and constancy; red, courage and 
magnanimity; gold, generosity and el- 
evation of mind. 


The American Family 


D’Areci in early France; D’Orsay, 
one branch that returned there from 
England; Darcy in England; Dorsey 
in America. 

Edward Darcy was the first comer 
to America, but although he must 
have been descended from the ancient 
family written of here, there is no 
proof of his ancestry, in spite of the 
many theories. Those who emigrated 
from England in the early Colonial 
days often covered their connections 
because they came to avoid the mili- 
tary requirements, or the religious or 
political persecutions, or because they 
wished to establish for themselves and 
families, and friends, a new way of 
life.—freedom. The rule and custom 
of the eldest son inheriting the es- 
tates, caused the younger sons of the 
family to seek greener pastures. 

The first definite record of the first 
Edward is in 1637, when he bought 
about 200 acres in Lower Norfolk 
County, Virginia. In 1642 a record 
says “Cornelius Lloyd used Edward 
Dorsey’s head right—which was the 
“promised payment in land to anyone 
who would bring a worthy settler and 
furnish his ship fare.” Lloyd should 
not have collected this land till the 
settler had proved his worthiness as a 
settler. 

Edward Dorsey resided in Eliza- 
beth River parish in Norfolk County, 
Virginia, until 1649, “in a community 
of established churchmen.” His friend, 
Capt. John Norwood, and others, be- 
came dissatisfied with the church 
there, and when an offer came from 
Maryland, they moved there. 

King Charles I had granted lands 
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in America to the first Lord Balti- 
more, and after his death, his son, Ce- 
cil Calvert, second Lord Baltimore, 
had entire charge. He sent his broth- 
er Leondrd with passengers in the 
Ark and the Dove, 1633. Lord Balti- 
more was a Catholic, but ruled that 
the people should worship God “ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own 
conscience.” They named the province 
Maryland after the wife of King 
Charles. 

Lord Baltimore appointed a Prot- 
estant from Virginia as_ governor, 
William Stone, to serve under his au- 
thority, but to hold to the idea of 
worship he had established. Governor 
Stone, with Lord Baltimore’s approv- 
al, invited Virginians who were perse- 
cuted by the Church of England for 
not conforming entirely to the “estab- 
lished Church,” to take up their abode 
in Maryland. The only requirement 
was to sign an oath of allegiance to 
Lord Baltimore as head of the colony. 

Not only Puritans, but also discon- 
tented Episcopalians, accepted the of- 
fer. The Puritans, however, refused 
to sign the oath—and though Lord 
Baltimore really owned the land by 
grant, they would not acknowledge 
that he should have control over his 
own property. They would not recog- 
nize Maryland government, nor send 
representatives to the Legislature or 
General Assembly. There were dis- 
putes between them and the group of 
Episcopalians for about nine years, 
and Governor Stone tried to drive 
them away, but they beat his army. 
The Episcopalians finally succeeded 
in turning their section into a county, 
and named it Anne Arundel, after 
Lord Baltimore’s wife. (This bit of 
history is only a sample of the detail 
which Florence Dorsey gave, all 
through her story, to enlighten the 
family on the situations at the periods 
when the ancestors lived in various 
locations.) 


Edward Dorsey owned 400 acres of 
land in this county. His name, spelled 
Darcy in the body of the warrant, was 
signed “Dorsey”—this in 1678. 

His birth date and place in England 
are not known, neither the maiden 
names of his two wives, though the 
last one may be Norwood. It is not 
known whether his four children were 
born in Virginia or Maryland. 

Though authorities differ as to his 
place of birth, there are two facts that 
do not need to conflict—one that he 
owned silver marked with the crest of 
the Irish Kiltulla branch, and the 
other that his own seal bore the 
cinquefoils of the co. Essex line of 
nobility. His name was followed, in 
government records by “gentleman,” 
alluding to noble birth, while most of 
his associates did not carry that des- 
ignation. His death date is also un- 
known. 

Edward Dorsey had three sons, Ed- 
ward Jr., Joshua and John, and one 
daughter Sarah.

Of these sons, Edward, Jr., is the 
most prominent in Maryland history. 
“His name, spelled both Darcy and 
Dorsey, appears in the accounts of al- 
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most every important happening in 
that colony from 1680, until his death 
in 1705.” 

First he notifies people of Indian 
ravages; then he is owed 1,650 pounds 
of tobacco for public services; then 
comes surveying; in 1686 Captain of 
Militia in Anne Arundel County, and 
promoted to Major in 1687; title of 
Colonel which he had later, was prob- 
ably honorary, as no offiical record is 
found. 


In the political-religious upheavals, 
Edward Dorsey, Jr., always took a 
middle ground. At the time the rule 
of Lord Baltimore was overthrown, he 
publicly favored it, as the majority of 
the residents of that section were 
Protestants, but he sent letters to the 
King defending the just rule of Lord 
Baltimore. While he favored the dep- 
osition, he signed a petition to the 
King to have lands seized from Lord 
Baltimore returned to him. 


Edward, Jr., was first commission- 
er of Town-Land, which was changed 
to Town and Port of Anne Arundel, 
or Anne Arundel Town in 1694. Dur- 
ing this year the first Assembly was 
called by the Governor, and met in the 
home of Major Dorsey, who was con- 
sidered the first citizen. Anne Arun- 
del Town became Annapolis a little 
later. At one time it had been called 
Providence. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, whose castle- 
like residence on Lake Shore Drive in 
Chicago, was recently razed, and whom 
people all over the country in this and 
the previous generation have honored 
—not because of her wealth, but be- 
cause of the marvelous way in which 
she used it, and because of her wide- 
spread influence for good,—was a de- 
scendant of Edward Dorsey. In 
“Founders of Anne Arundel and How- 
ard Counties,” John Dorsey Warfield 
quotes Mrs. Palmer thus: “Edward 
Dorsey (Jr.) would not have been 
given position and honor by the royal 
government had he been against it. 
He must have been one of the most 
influential men in the colony, for the 
new capital was taken to his land in 
Annapolis. He seems to have been the 
presiding genius on all committees to 
build the town.” 

In 1696, the General Assembly, 
eager to improve Annapolis, recom- 
mended and adopted: “That ye towne 
people be empowered to purchase a 
common ... that part of the land 
which lye on ye creeke by Major Dor- 
sey’s house whereby his excellency 
(the Governor ...) at present lives 
be sett aside for publique buildings.” 

Also in 1696 it was proposed to have 
a church, and Edward was chairman 
of the committee. He reported it 
would cost £1200 sterling, and they 
had £458. Nothing was done. After 
two years, “His Lordship the Bishop 
of London” sent a preacher to “read 
prayers in a vacant parish for 10,000 
pounds of tobacco,” and there was no 
church. 

It so disturbed some members of the 
Assembly that the Major had not had 
the church built, that they had him 
fined £333, 6 shillings, and 8 pence, 
which fine would of course swell the 
funds. He insisted he had no money,

and that might have been true for to- 
bacco was currency, and perhaps the 
only sterling he had was £20 he had 
each year for two daily meetings of 
the Assembly in his house. The Gov- 
ernor did not exact the fine!—but saw 
he helped another way. They needed 
a storage place for powder and fire- 
arms, for all they had was the loft of 
the Assembly House, “where it rains 
into the Powder Room,” and “the 
greate Roome in the Schoole house” 
(!!) So, the Governor made Major 
Dorsey give over one of his houses for 
_— powder, instead of paying the 
ine. 

Other interests of “Col.” Edward 
Dorsey, as he was later called, are 
found in records. In a paragraph in 
the Archives we read: “The Governor 
Francis Nicholson receives complaints 
from Masters of Ships concerning the 
inconvenience to which the hard win- 
ter had put them and Severall Mas- 
ters of Ships, Merchants and Traders 
attending came and were admitted 
vizt.: . . .” and in this list was the 
name of Major Dorsey. Still another 
activity was assisting in the organiz- 
ing of King William’s School, one of 
the first, if not the first, public school 
in the country. He subscribed 300 
pounds of tobacco toward this enter- 
prise. He was “Chief Militia Officer 
in the Province,” and Custodian of the 
Great Seal of the colony, from 1696. 

When the first boundary between 
Baltimore and Anne Arundel counties 
was settled, in 1698, Dorsey was on 
the Commission. He was a member of 
the General Assembly at that time, 
also in 1701, 1702 and 1704. In 1704 
he was absent—“being sick of ferver.” 

The Assembly House was struck by 
lightning and burned, and all resi- 
dents were urged to help restore these 
records from memory, or comparison 
with family and business records. E. 
Dorsey “swore” to a lengthy report of 
sale that had taken place in his fam- 
ily, naming his father and brothers, 
thus spreading on the records very 
important data. 

Edward Dorsey, Jr., married first, 
Sarah, daughter of Nicholas Wyatt, 
pioneer surveyor, son of Sir Francis 
Wyatt, Colonial Governor of Virginia. 
Nicholas went from Virginia to Mary- 
land with his wife Damaris. 

Edward and Sarah had eight chil- 
dren: Edward, died young; Sarah, 
married John Petticoate; Hannah, 
married Joseph Howard; Joshua, mar- 
ried Anne Ridgeley; John married 
Honer Elder; Samuel married Jane 
Nicholas married Frances 
—" Benjamin; Sarah died about 


Edward later married Margaret, 
whose last name was spelled variously 
—Larkin, Lacon, Leakin, Leaven, or 
Levin! They had five children: 
Charles; Lacon (Lealin or Levin) ; an- 
other Edward (as the first died 
young): Anne, and another. 

Edward Dorsey, Jr., died in 1705, 
and this has been the interesting rec- 
ord of part of the life history of the 
PATRIOT chosen for this July, 1950, 
“At the Sign of the Crest’? column. 
Nearly all of the patriots featured in 
February and July issues through

these thirteen years have been men 
who lived during the period of the es- 
tablishing of the Independence of the 
Colonies. But this Edward Dorsey, 
Jr., deserves a place in the list of pa- 
triots that have been selected, as he 
helped to bridge the period between 
the founding of the Colonies, and the 
founding of the Nation. 

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution have marked the house, 
still standing, at 211 Prince George 
St., Annapolis. In this house, or an- 
other owned by him, but not standing, 
the General Assembly convened. 

Joshua Dorsey, brother of Edward, 
Jr., married Sarah Richardson. His 
youngest brother, John, married Pleas- 
ance Ely. This John was member of 
both Lower and Upper Houses of the 
General Assembly, and on the com- 
mission of developing Annapolis. He 
had a son, Edward, who had sons, Ed- 
ward and John, and his daughter, De 
borah, married a Ridgeley. Another 
son, Caleb, married Elinor Warfield, 
and they had Samuel, Richard, and 
Basil, according to his will. 

Kentucky and Illinois families de- 
scend from Edward, Jr.’s, son John, 
who married Honor Elder. One of 
their sons, Vachel, or Vaschel, mar- 
ried Ruth Dorsey, great-granddaugh- 
ter of the Edward, Sr.’s, son John. It 
was customary in the early days to 
marry cousins, and perhaps almost 
necessary, when the groups in a vicin- 
ity were small. 

Our sponsors come from this line— 
Vaschel’s son, Edward, married Su- 
sannah Lawrence; his son, Elias, mar- 
ried Martha Booker, and Sarah Wil- 
liamson. Edward moved to Jefferson 
County, Kentucky, and acquired large 
estates. Elias, his son, was in the War 
of 1812, and given high honors in the 
War of 1812 for carrying a dispatch 
through the enemy line at the Battle 
of New Orleans. (Readers will recall 
that this battle was fought after the 
Treaty of Peace was signed in Hol- 
land, as the news had not yet reached 
this country.) 

Benjamin Lawrence Dorsey, Sr., was 
a son of Elias by his first wife, and 
was born in 1820. He married Amelia 
Blair. They were the grandparents of 
both the author of the manuscript, 
and her cousins who made this article 
possible, sharing the manuscript. The 
Dorsey and Shreve mansions, in St. 
Louis, Missouri, and Alton, Illinois, 
have been photographed and added to 
the manuscript, and we regret it is 
impossible to reproduce them here. 
Thanks again to these Dorsey descend- 
ants for this material. 


Another Dorsey Family 

When it was first suggested that I 
write on this name, there immediately 
came to my mind a little girl friend 
of my childhood days, who visited her 
maternal grandparents in my home 
town. Her grandfather was the Meth- 
odist preacher, and a brilliant speak- 
er,—George W. Tuthill the name. He 
was a great inspiration, and I loved 
to go to their home. Theo Dorsey vis- 
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ited them one or two summers, and 
we had good times together. I was as- 
tonished because such a small girl 
could sew so beautifully—and I never 
could sew, and she stood in awe of my 
piano playing — so we were about 
even! Have never seen her since, but 
we talked on the phone once, and have 
corresponded at intervals. 

Although she was not given much 
time for thought, she answered my 
appeal, and here are some interesting 
things about her family. She does not 
have the history very far back, but of 
course some place it will connect with 
the D’Arcy line. 

Theo Dorsey and her younger broth- 
er, Carl, were born in Union City, 
Michigan, and later moved to Clare, 
Michigan. 

She married first, Dr. A. R. Mus- 
sell, and had two sons, Rowland and 
Dorsey; now she is Mrs. Brown, and 
still lives in Clare. 

Her brother, Carl Dorsey, was for 
over 30 years Manual Training Su- 
perintendent in the Highland Park, 
Michigan, High School, now retired 
and, with Mrs. Dorsey, living with 
their daughter in Maryland — oddly 
where the first Dorseys settled! 

Their great - grandfather, Andrew 
Dorsey, was, according to the family 
Bible, born in the State of New York 
in 1788, and married Ruth Shekels. 
Their son, Thomas Shekels Dorsey, 
was one of their children, and his son, 
Thomas, Jr., was the father of my 
friends, born in 1856 in Homer, Mich- 
igan, died in Clare, 1939. 

This Thomas Dorsey, Jr., learned 
the stone cutter’s trade and owned 
marble works in Union City and 
Clare. However, he was very much 
interested in the study of law and 
court procedure, and served his county 
for 28 years in the offices of treas- 
urer and Judge of Probate. In a trib- 
ute paid him in his home paper upon 
retirement, the writer said: “Many 
problems in connection with wills and 
estates have been solved and adjust- 
ments made with satisfaction to all 
parties concerned because Dorsey was 
willing to work overtime in bringing 
the parties together in harmony. Es- 
pecially interested in children, this 
public officer has carried on the ju- 
venile work with sympathy and un- 
derstanding.” 

Also you will be interested in a let- 
ter which Theo Dorsey Brown sent, 
written from the Trinity Methodist 
Church in Highland Park, Michigan, 
June, 1938. 

“Judge Thomas Dorsey — Esteemed 

Judge Dorsey: 

“The Detroit Conference began this 
morning with a very beautiful service. 
. .- Our Conference was thrilled to be 
able to reecive the sacrament from the 
decanter that had been in the hands 
of the venerable Francis Asbury, from 
which he had served the holy sacra- 
ment, and to have burning on the altar 
of the church candles from his candle- 
sticks. Your son, Carl, was here to 
kneel at the altar. We want to thank 
you most heartily for this courtesy 
and trust that you may live long to 
enjoy these sacred mementoes.” 

Mrs. Brown wrote that the decanter 
and candlesticks were a part of Fran- 
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cis Asbury’s room; that the room was 
in the Dorsey home, and the First 
Methodist Conference was held in the 
Dorsey’s new barn in New York State 
in 1784; also that Francis Asbury was 
ordained bishop at the time. 
Remembering some points in Meth- 
odist church history, and checking 
with a library for accuracy, Francis 
Asbury was ordained “Superintend- 
ent” — then called bishop at the 
“Christmas Conference,” 1784, Balti- 
more, Maryland. Rev. Asbury had 
been in New York State before his 
ordination. Therefore there is a dis- 
crepancy in Mrs. Brown’s history 
notes which we may be able to clear 
later. Either her great-great-great- 
grandfather lived in Baltimore and 
his new barn was there, or Francis 
Asbury had his room in the Dorsey 
home, used the barn for the Methodist 
Conference in New York, and then 
went to Baltimore to be ordained. At 
least some of the altar pieces he used 
were in the possession of Judge Dor- 


ey. 

“Your humble servant” also had a 
D’Arcy line — for four generations 
from the first in England—then a 
D’Arcy daughter married, and the 
name was lost on my chart.
